Joel Saunders was born in Concordia par- 
ish, Louisiana, January 26, 1814; was convert- 
ed on the night of November 1, 1828, and on 
the day thereafter joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, under the ministry of the Rev. 
Thomas Griffin, of the Mississippi Conference. 
On the 17th of July, 1836, he was licensed to 
preach, and was admitted on trial in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference the following December. 
His first appointment was to Concordia Circuit. 
The second year he traveled the Raleigh Cir- 
cuit, at the close of which he was received into 
full connection, and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Morris. The third and fourth years of his min- 
istry he traveled the Lake Washington Circuit; 
and was ordained elder by Bishop Andrew in 
December, 1840. In 1841 he traveled the Natch- 
itoches Circuit. In 1842-3 he traveled the 
Caddo Circuit. In 1844 he was reappointed to 
the Natchitoches Circuit. In 1845 he traveled 
the ITArbonne Circuit. At the close of this 
year, having received but one hundred dollars 
for the year’s labor, with no probability of pay- 
ing his debts, he located. In 1846 he taught 
school. In 1847 he was employed on the Min- 
den Circuit. In 1848 he was engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits, and at the close of this year was 
readmitted into the Louisiana Conference. In 
1849 he traveled the Red River Circuit ; in 1850, 
the Bossier Circuit; in 1851, the Jackson Cir- 
cuit. In 1852 he was presiding elder of the 
Shreveport District. From 1853 to 1856, in- 
clusive, he was presiding elder of the Monroe 
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Louisiana Conference, 1884. 



and Ouachita districts. In 1857 he was agent 
for Homer College; and was Tract Agent in 
1858. He was on Grand Cheniere Mission in 
1859-60. From 1861 to 1863, inclusive, he 
traveled the Calcasieu Circuit. At the close 
of 1863 he was granted a superannuated rela- 
tion, which he sustained to the day of his death. 
Brother Saunders was twice married: first to 
Miss Muford, in 1840; his second marriage 
being to Miss E. H. Ashly, of Vernon, La., in 

1867. He emigrated to Texas, and settled in 
(.'herokee county, in 1865, in which State he 
continued to reside the remainder of his life. 
Brother Saunders was a good man and a sound 
preacher ; always zealous in the cause of Christ, 
and ready to defend the doctrines of his Church. 
He was in feeble health for a long time, but 
about six weeks before his death he began to 
fail very rapidly, and fully realized the fact 
that his work was about done. While disease 
committed its ravages on his body, it seems 
that his mind was unimpaired. He died in 
great peace and without a struggle August 1, 
1883. Thus passed away another of the faith- 
f>il laborei's in the Master’s vineyard. 

William D. Stayton was born in Washing- 
ton (now Marion) county, Kentucky, April 1, 
1826; was married to Miss Francis H. Ashley 
July 6, 1847; was converted in August, 1848; 
licensed to preach in January, 1856; and died 
in Coushatta, La., January 18, 1883. On a rec- 
ommendation from his Quarterly Conference, 
he was received on probation in the Louisiana 
Conference on February 5, 1857, from which 
time to the year 1869 he served faithfully and 
acceptably the following tvorks: North Rapi- 
des Circuit and Colored Mission in 1857-8, Cal- 
casieu Circuit in 1859-60, Natchitoches Cir- 
cuit in 1861-2, Farmerville Circuit in 1863-5, 
Downsville Circuit in 1866, Bartholomew Cir- 
cuit in 1867, Iona (now Rayville) Circuit in 

1868, Water Proof Circuit in 1869. At the 
close of 1869 he was transferred to the Mem- 
phis Conference, and appointed to the Decatur- 
ville Circuit. He was permitted, however, to 
labor on this circuit but eight weeks, owing to 
physical inability. At the close of 1870 he was 
transferred to the Louisiana Conference, and 
traveled the Springville Circuit in 1871-3, 
Bouth Bossier Circuit in 1874. At the close 
of 1874 he located, but was readmitted into the 
Conference in December, 1876. He traveled 
the Colfax Circuit in 1877, Springville Circuit 
in 1878-9, Pleasant Hill in 1880. He was ap- 
pointed to South Bossier again for 1881, but a 
severe attack of pneumonia, which developed 
into a fatal consumption, prevented his going 
to his circuit. Brother Stayton was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Paine at the close of his sec- 
ond year in the itinerancy, and elder by Bish- 
op Andrew in December, 1865. He was a good 
'iian, a faithful and earnest preacher, a devoted 
anil affectionate husband and father. During 
his illness he rejoiced much “in hope of the 
glory of God.” In the word of God and the 
incomparable hymns of the Church he took 
great delight. He sung almost to the last, and 



often in great suffering he would sing, “ Praise 
God, from whom all blessings flow,” etc. Broth- 
er J. B. Cassity, who was with him much, says: 
“I returned from Conference just in time to 
spend the hist hours with him. I saw on enter- 
ing his room that he was crossing the ‘narrow- 
stream,’ and was almost touching the other 
shore. He recognized me, took rne by the 
hand, and said he was not suffering much. 
About an hour afterward he passed away. The 
next day, after appropriate funeral-services at 
the church in presence of a large concourse 
of people, he was buried in the cemetery at 
Springville, one mile from Coushatta. Brother 
Stayton leaves a wife, two sons, and three 
daughters — all grown — two of whom are mem- 
bers of the Church. He lived the life of a 
Christian, and died in the triumphs of the 
Christian faith.” 

J. Lane Borden was born' in Newbern, 
Green county, Ala., in 1845, of highly respect- 
able parentage. W hen a little boy he was con- 
verted under the ministry of the Rev. F. M. 
Grace, who afterward prepared him for college. 
In 1866 he entered the Southern LTniversity, in 
which institution he acquired a finished educa- 
tion. In 1869 he catne to Louisiana, and was 
a professor in Homer College for one session. 
From thence he went to Trenton and engaged 
in teaching. In January, 1870, he was admit- 
ted on probation in the Louisiana Annual Con- 
ference, and appointed to I'renton and Monroe 
as junior preacher, with the Rev. Charles F. 
Evans preacher in charge. At this place he 
was particularly noted for his efficiency among 
the children in the Sabbath-school. In 1871-2 
he ivas appointed to Trenton Circuit. In 1873 
he was President of Homer College. In 1874-5 
he was at Moreau Street Church, in New Or- 
leans; on Vernon Circuit in 1876; at Monroe 
and Delhi in 1877-8; at Mansfield Station in 
1879-80; and reappointed to the presidency of 
Mansfield Female College in 1881-3, in which 
capacity he served acceptably till his death, 
which occurred at the close of the spring ses- 
sion of the past year. Brother Borden was or- 
dained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh in 1872. As 
to his ordination to deaeon’s orders, we have no 
information. He was married to Miss Ollie Shep- 
herd, of Trenton, La., in 1871, whom he leaves 
with six little children in a dependent condi- 
tion. During Brother Borden’s connection 
with this Conference (from 1870 to 1883, in- 
clusive) there has never been a complaint pre- 
sented to the body against him. On the 16th 
of June last he fell by”" the hand of violence, 
and now fills an untimely grave. We heartily 
commend the widow and children to the fos- 
tering care of the Conference, and pray the 
blessing of Almighty God upon them.

John Penny was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land; and died in Jacksonville, Fla., Lanuary, 
1883, at about seventy years of age. He was 
received on trial in the Georgia Conference in 
January, 1843; was admitted into full connec- 
tion at the first session of the Florida Confer- 
ence, in February, 1845, and ordained deacon 
by Bishop Soule; and in 1847 he was ordained 
elder by Bishop Capers. He served Tallahas- 
see Station in 1858, and for a long series of 
years^ labored diligently and successfully on 
circuits and missions. He married in Mican- 
opy, Fla., in 1847 ; and begot his wife from the 
Lord. In 1874 his head was almost crushed in 
a cane-mill. That accident impaired his health 
seriously, and nearly destroyed his sight. Many 
years ago his brethren granted him a superan- 
nuated relation, and his name remained on the 
superannuated list until he was taken up to 
the Church of the first-born in heaven. He 
was made to feel and confess himself a sinner 
at Bear Spring (Jamp-ground, in Gadsden 
county, in 1839. His conviction was profound 
and powerful. His cries for pardon were ear- 
nest and persistent, for he was overwhelmed 
with sorrow. The answer was not long delayed. 
While working at his bench he received the 
assurance of pardon, and the peace of God that 
passeth understanding flowed into his heart. 
The change was signal. He could not doubt 
its reality, and it was plainly manifest to all 
who knew him. He had been the devil’s ab- 
ject and active slave. His lips had been con- 
stantly befouled with oaths, and he had been 
utterly reckless. After he had experienced 
the wonderful change he was never known to 
use even a by-word, and nothing but pure, 
wholesome words came out of his mouth. 
Brother Penny was Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons for many years. He 
was taken sick at Jacksonville in January, 1883, 
while that body was in session. He died dm*- 
ing the session, and was buried with the honors 
of the order. Brother Penny’s character was 
lovely. He was ingenuous, guileless, sympa- 
thetic, and generous. Under the divine influ- 
ence his fine natural qualities were constantly 
taking on richer tints of beauty, until he was 
made meet for the inheritance of the saints in 
light. W’hen the swift-wdnged angel of death 
came Brother Penny had nothing to do but to 
enter into the rest that remaineth for the peo- 
ple of God. 
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OvKUTON W. Ransom was born in Tennes- 
see January JO, 1848; and died of consump- 
tion in Apopka C'ity, Orange county, Fla., 
March 20, 1883. lie was converted at twelve 
years of age. Not long after his (xmversion the 
Holy Ghost called him to preach. The call 
was loud and distinct. He could not help 
hearing it. lie knew it came to him, and that 
it came from GihI. It tilled his soul with pain 
and sorrow. He dared not turn a heedless ear 
10 tlie imperative command, and pursue the 
path of disol)odience. The pain was intensi- 
fied to anguish, and had he been permitted to 
choose between death and preaching he would 
have chosen death. But at last divine grace 
overcame his desperate opposition, and with a 
humble, trustful spirit he consented to the min- 
istry. Then a ditiiculty presented itself that 
seemed insurmountable. He was a jxior boy 
in humble life, and had only been able to go 
to school at irregular intervals. He felt keenly 
his untitness for the high calling of a Christian 
minister, and prayed fervently for the divine 
help and guidance. The Lord sent him help, 
and he was able to avail himself of the fine ad- 
vantages afforded by Burritt College, Tennes- 
see. Soon after he graduated he was licensed 
to preach by the Rev. Fountain E. Pitts, Sep- 
tember 24, iS70. In October, 1874, he was re- 
('eived on trial into the Tennessee Conference. 
As his constitution was frail, he deemed it 
prudent to leave his native State and labor in 
our own genial climate. He was ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Wigiitman at the session of the 
Florida Conference in November, 1874; and 
ordained elder by Bishop McTyeire in Janu- 
ary, 1882. He was appointed to Orange Cir- 
cuit, then extending over a large area of coun- 
try. That hard work taxed his feeble physical 
powers severely; but he labored with charac- 
teristic energy for two years in churches and 
homes, sometimes spending whole nights on the 
read in order to reach his appointments. The 
following year he was sent to serve the upper 
lialf of the circuit. During the year his health 
broke down under his heavy and incessant 
labor. He could not endure the thought of 
being severed from his brethren of the Confer- 
ence. His brethren reciprocated the fine sen- 
timent, and at their request, at the session of 
1878, the presiding bishop appointed him Prin- 
cipal of Apopka Academy. At the next ses- 
sion he took a superannuated relation, which 
he sustained to his death. During the last 
hours of years of suffering his mind was clear 
and his soul was tranquil. He knew his work 
was done. With the utmost calmness he dis- 
posed of his property, and although his estate 
was not large, he left a third part of it to the 
widows and orphans of the Florida Conference. 
His last days were full of resignation and heav- 
enly peace. He sent loving messages to his 
friends — to Brother Pasco, his former presiding 
elder, to whom he was warmly attached; to 
his brethren of the Conference, assuring them 
of his abiding faith in that Jesus whom he 
had preached. The messenger found him ready, 
and closing his eyes he sweetly fell on sleep. 



W11.1.IAM O. Hampton was born in Laurens 
county, Georgia, in November, 1830; and died 
at the home of Mr. J. W. Smith, in Sandusky, 
Ga., in November, 1883. He supplied various 
works before being admitted on trial, Novem- 
ber, 1877 ; w'as ordained deacon as local 
preacher, and elder by Bishop Kavanaugh, 
January, 1883. During his connection witli 
our (inference he served the Aucilla and 8t. 
Mary’s Mission and White Springs and Lake 
Butler Circuits. He was converted in the au- 
tumn of 1871, at a protracted meeting at Station 
Four, begun by tlie Rev. E. J. Knight, and 
continued by the Rev. II. E. Partridge. His 
convictions were deep and pungent, lie wept 
and prayed day and night. Brother Partridge 
was with him constantly trying to show him 
the way of salvation. At last the night of 
weeping was turned into the morning of joy. 
Up to the time of his awakening Brother Hamp- 
ton hnd traveled fast and far in the path of in- 
iquity. He drank daily and deeply for twenty- 
years, and oaths flow-ed freely from his mouth. 
But no sinner saved by grace ever gave clearer 
evidence of the genuineness of his convei-sion 
and of the abiding presence of the Holy Spirit 
than did this outrageous sinner. Brother 
Hampton joined the Church immediately after 
his convei-sion, and at once began to ta-y to per- 
suade sinners to repent. Soon he felt moved 
to preach the gospel, and having obtained au- 
thority from the Church, he entered upon the 
glorious work with a heart all aflame with zeal. 
Our Conference has never had a more resolute, 
untiring, ardent, self-sacrificing worker than 
Brother Hampton. His mental caliber wa.s 
not large ; his mind was utterly untrained ; he 
possessed but a small stock of the knowledge 
contained in books, and all the theology he 
knew might have been put into a small cate- 
chism. But he was an entirely successful min- 
ister. He recommended Jesus to everybody 
he met, and talked about him in every home 
he visited. He told the people that if any of 
them had no homes in which he could preach, 
and could not attend church, if they would 
blaze a pine he w-ould make an appointment. 
Brother Hampton was serving St. Mary’s Mis- 
sion when the shaft of death pierced him. He 
preached with his usual earnestness on Sun- 
day, on the following Monday he was stricken 
with paralysis, and on the next Sunday his 
eyes beheld that Jesus whom he had preached.

Edavard Goheen Vandiver was born in 
Mineral county. West Virginia, September 6, 
1852. He was converted in August, 1870, at a 
camp-meeting held near Burlington, West Va., 
and at once connected himself with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. Soon after- 
ward he entered Randolph-Macon College, and 
continued his studies in that institution for 
the period of three years, that he might, as far 
as possible, prepare himself for the work to 



which he believed God had called him — the 
ministry of the word. In the spring of 1876 
he was admitted on trial into the Baltimore 
Conference, at its session in Winchester, Va. 
At the same Conference he Avas ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Marvin, having been a local 
preacher for four consecutive years. His first 
appointment was to South Branch Circuit. In 
1877 he was again appointed to South Brandi. 
In 1878-9 he was preacher in charge of Flint- 
stone Circuit. In 1880-1 he was appointed to 
Springfield Circuit. In 1882-3 he Avas stationed 
at LeAvisburg, where his life terminated Sep- 
tember 3, 1883. He Avas married in May, 1877, 
to Miss Kate Ellis, of Ashland, Va. He Avas 
a man of great purity of life, and aaus unselfish 
and generous to an unusual degree. He was 
strikingly zealous in the great AAork to Avhich 
he had been called, and bore upon liis heart the 
souls to whom he ministered, feeling intensely 
desirous at all times that they should become 
possessors of the riches of grace in Christ Jesus 
our Lord. He A\ as an earnest and , faithful 
preacher, emphasizing the truths bearing upon 
the conversion of sinners and the edification of 
believers on every occasion. He was particu- 
larly careful to call attention very frequently 
to the doctrine of Christian perfection, and urge 
upon his congregations the great importance of 
seeking earnestly to attain it. His ministry 
was blessed of God Avlierever he labored, and 
many persons Avere brought to Christ in every 
ciiarge he served. He AAas cut doAvn in the 
midst of his years and usefulness, but death 
found him upon his guard. From the very be- 
ginning of his illness, although it was not espe- 
cially severe for the first tAA’O AA’eeks of its du- 
ration, he entertained but little hope of recovery. 
He Avas, hoAA-ever, calm and perfectly resigned 
to the Avill of God. To one of the preacliers 
Avho AA-as AA’ith him during the last AA'eeks of his 
sickness he said, in the very last conversation 
he had with him upon the subject of the final 
result of his illness, “For to me to live is 
Christ, and to die is gain.”

Joseph A. Tardy died August 5, 1883. In 
1881, when about twenty years of age, he did 
acceptable work as a supply on the Coosawattee 
Charge, in the North Georgia Conference, and 
in November of that year was received on trial 
in that Conference, and was immediately trans- 
ferred to the Denver Conference, and stationed 
at Socorro, New Mexico. Although he was 
warned of the difficulties of this Western work, 
and advised by some in high authority not to 
come, he bravely came. In June, 1882, he, 
with his family, landed in Socorro; in a few 
days after his money was exhausted, but he was 
on the King’s business, and he was the child of 
the King, and went on trusting him who pos- 
sessed houses and lands. Under the most dis- 
couraging circumstances he began his work. 
For several months he preached on the street. 
He began the erection of a church, at which he 
labored much with his own hands. What he 
endured in labor, trial, and persecution was 
known only to a few. For one year and a half 
he toiled and struggled on, during which time 
a good church was finished and dedicated. In 
July, 1883, his wife was stricken down with 
small-pox. For some time he suffered the most 
painful anxiety, but was rejoiced to see her be- 
ffin to recover; then that loathsome disease 
hud hold upon him. For about one month his 
sufferings were intense, and at last his robust 
wnistitution gave way, and God said, “It is 
enough — come up higher!” and his freed and 
triumphant spirit took its flight. For much 
2 



of the time during his illness he was uncon- 
scious, and during his unconsciousness he 
preached a sermon almost every day. When 
conscious he was just as happy as he could be, 
often shouting and praising God; was always 
patient, saying that God was so good that he 
could bear any thing God saw fit to put upon 
him, and that he was ready to go any time that 
God might call. When informed he had but a 
few hours to live, he thanked God for taking 
him from the world, and smilingly welcomed 
his end. During his labors in that field he 
won the confidence not only of those with whom 
he labored but of all with whom he was asso- 
ciated. Resolutions paying the highest and 
warmest tributes to his memory, and testifying 
to the high order of his character as a Chris- 
tian, a husband, a father, and a minister, were 
adopted in all the Protestant churches of the city 
of Socorro. Brother Tardy was as remarkable 
for his humility as for his zeal. Though his 
early literary advantages had been mejiger, he 
was rapidly advancing, and was pronounced 
by those who knew him best as possessed of a 
high order of intellect. Especially were his re- 
tentive powers very remarkable. Thus lived, 
labored, and suffered a noble Christian hero, 
and thus passed away the first one of our Den- 
ver Conference to fall.

Daniel D. Duty was born near Bethel, 
Bath county, Ky., May 1, 1825; and departed 
this life in Mt. Sterling, Ky., August 14, 1884. < 
When about thirteen years old, he joined the 
Church, and was converted at a camp-meeting 
in Marion county. From that time to the end 
of his life pure and undefiled religion marked 
his pilgrimage. Our brother was licensed to 
preach in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, July 5, 1856. In 1859 he was happily 
married to Loderaa B. Smith, who, with five 
children, survives him. On September 25, 
1859, he was ordained a deacon by Bishop An- 
drew; and on September 10, 1865, he was or- 
dained an elder by Bishop Kavanaugh. He 
entered the itinerant ranks in the Kentucky 
Conference in the year 1872, and was able to 
do efficient work for five years, when, his health 
failing, he was compelled to ask a superannu- 
ated relation.

Samuel Chicote, in a letter in Our Brother 
in Red of June, 1883, makes this reference to 
his life and labors as an Indian missionary: “I 
Avas born in the year 1819, on the Chattahooche 
River, Alabama. At that time my parents had 
no knowledge of the good word. They seemed 
to know there was a Supreme Ruler of the uni- 
verse; that Christ came upon earth — but were 
ignorant of his mission. I Avas sent to the 
Methodist boarding-school near Fort Mitchell 
in the fall of 1828. My parents immigrated to 
the Territory in 1829, and they brought me 
Avith them. In a feAv years after their arrival 
missionaries came among us. Of the number 
Avas the Rev. John Harrell. Those missiona- 
ries occupied their spare time in teaching day- 
schools, at w'hich I attended. I was then im- 
pressed Avith the talks and actions of those good 
men, and frequently had a desire to unite my- 
self Avith the Church before I did, but no one 
gave me encouragement to do so. At the ba{)- 
tism of children I have lingered, with the de-

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sire of being baptized, but postponed it from 
time to tim^ for want of encouragement. In 
1835 the Creeks in council passed a resolution 
ordering all of the missionaries out of the coun- 
try. After this the members of the Church re- 
maining in the country grew cold in the cause, 
and the people forgot how to pray. This state 
of affairs continued for quite a number of years, 
when the Indians began to congregate and sing 
the old songs of Zion and revive the spiritual 
feelings once enjoyed while the missionaries 
were among them. They invited the mission- 
aries to come among them again, and in re- 
sponse to this invitation Rev's. Thomas Ber- 
tholf, Walter Collins, and James Essex returned 
and renewed their labors. My father was then 
about seventy years of age. He united himself 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church, and was 
baptized. My mother died years before this, 
but had embraced religion, and died in the tri- 
umph of a living faith. In 1844 the Creeks in 
council again made a law prohibiting any of 
the citizens from preaching, under a penalty of 
fifty lashes on the bare back for each violation. 
The Indians regarded preaching as belonging 
to the white folks alone. Many persons were 
severely whipped under this law, and many fled 
from their homes in order to escape the clutches 
of the officers. I was one of the latter number. 

I appealed before General Roley McIntosh, who 
was at that time chief of the Upper Creeks, and 
complained of the persecution, and requested 
that he would stop it, and he did so. I was ad- 
mitted into the Indian Mission Conference in 
1852. I was located by the Conference in 1861. 

I was readmitted a short time after the close of 
the war. On account of poor health and feeble 
condition, I have been placed on the superan- 
nuated list for the past two years. My constant 
desire has been to labor earnestly wherever I 
might be, in the itinerant or local ranks.” He 
was Chief of the Muscogee Nation twelve years, 
and was twice appointed presiding elder of the 
Creek District. In either the councils of the 
Nation or Church he was regarded as a safe 
man. His Church honored him with the ap- 
pointment as delegate to the Ecumenical Coun- 
cil which met in London a few years ago, and 
to the Centenary Conference which is appointed 
to meet in Baltimore next December. As a 
Christian he was deeply pious, and let nothing 
hinder him from meeting the obligations of a 
Christian life. While presiding elder, and also 
a candidate for the office of Chief, he was re- 
quested at one of his quarterly-meetings, held 
in a town where the vote was doubtful, to ap- 
lK)int Monday morning to address the people 
l)efore they left for their homes, and in this 
'vny to secure if possible the vote of that town. 
His reply was: “I will suffer a defeat before I 
will turn a religious into a political meeting.” 
The last three years of his life he sustained a 
supernumerary relation to the Conference. His 
health declined until the 3d of September, when 
he with our beloved Bishop Pierce ascended to 
heaven. At the time of his death he was Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees of Harrell In- 
ternational Institute. He was one of the orig- 



inators of the school, and was ready at all times 
to lend his counsel and influence to the enter- 
prise.

Thomas J. Gooch was born at Denmark, 
Madison county, Tenn., June 4, 1832. He has 
been preaching for thirty-one years. While a 
member of the Memphis Conference he preached 
in Tennessee, Kentucky, and Mississippi, as the 
Conference embraced a portion of those States. 
During the war he and his family went to Ala- 
bama. While there he was elected to the pres- 
idency of a literary institution at Munford, and 
at the same time was station preacher at Talla- 
dega, a short distance from Munford. He joined 
the Missouri Conference in 1868, and received 
the following appointments: One year at Co- 
lumbia, three years at Glasgow, one year at Car- 
rollton, two years at Mexico, one year at St. 
Charles, two years at St. Joseph, four years at 
Mexico, and nearly two years presiding elder 
of Mexico District. He fell asleep in Christ at 
his home in Mexico, Mo., May 1, 1884, at 2:30 
A.M. He died at his post like a Christian hero. 
His faith sustained him in his physical suffer- 
ings, which were intensely severe. To a brother 
minister seated at his bedside the Sabbath be- 
fore he died, he said: “I am now testing the 
gospel I have preached to others for years.” 
“Do you find it sufficient. Brother Gooch?” 
“0 yes; it is all I w'ant. Jesus is my Rock; 
in him I trust, in him I trust. All is bright; 
there is not a cloud in my sky. I am ready to 
go.” This was his last testimony. Another 
watchman has fallen from the walls of Zion, 
another soldier of the cross has been taken 
from the battle-field and crowned with victory 
by the Captain of Israel’s hosts. His voice, so 
familiar to thousands in Missouri, which has 
for years saluted the glad ears of sinners with 
joyous tidings of salvation, will never again be 
heard in this world of sin and sorrow. In la- 
bors he was abundant, in work continuous, con- 
ferring not with flesh and blood or with ease and 
comfort. He went wherever duty called him, re- 
gardless of bad weather and all other difficulties. 
Every preacher in his district loved him with 
a pure heart fervently, because he felt that in 
Brother Gooch he had a warm personal friend. 
Among all classes of citizens our brother’s death 
created a profound and wide-spread sorrow. 
The community wdiere he labored long and ac- 
ceptably, and where he fell, mourned him as 
one endeared to all. His funeral was the most 
largely attended of any ever held in Cen- 
tral Missouri. When his funeral-sermon was 
preached the ministers of the various churches 
m Mexico were all present, and publicly and 
with tears bore testimony to the nobility of nat- 
ure and Christian worth of our brother. One by 
one we are going from the Missouri Conference 
in quick succession. God help us to be ready 
when the Master calls us! May God gracious- 
ly bless and comfort the bereaved and grief- 



stricken family, the sorrowing wife and daugh- 
ter and son-in-law, and may they ultimately 
constitute an undivided family in heaven ! 

William Mandrel Sutton was born in 
Barren county, Kentucky, September 12, 1816. 
He came to Missouri about the year 1838, and 
after ten years’ residence in the State, two of 
which were spent as a local preacher, he united 
with the Missouri Conference. He was received 
on trial at Weston, Mo., in 1848. In 1851, at 
the Conference in Fayette, Mo., he was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Capers, and ordained elder 
by Bishop Andrew, at Palmyra, Mo., in 1853. 
His first appointment was the Putnamville Mis- 
sion, where he preached for two years, filling 
fourteen appointments every three weeks. He 
received thirty-four appointments to circuits 
during his connection wdth the Conference. 
Often they were hard fields of labor, yet he 
went to all of them without murmuring. At 
the last session of the Missouri Conference, held 
at Chillicothe, Mo., he received a superannu- 
ated relation. How’ever, he took supply work 
on the Grant City Circuit. Here be worked 
hard, having put in projection the building of 
two church-houses during his short stay. On 
December 24, 1883, he went home to see his 
family, at IStoberly, Mo. He appeared more 
worn and exhausted than usual. During the 
first part of his illness he suffered with a com- 
plication of diseases, which finally terminated 
in typhoid fever, lie died at 3: 15 o’clock p.m, 
January 21, 1884. He fell asleep in Christ, say- 
ing to his family, “Meet me in heaven.” He 
said the Lord was drawing nigh, quoting in his 
dying-hour the twenty-third Psalm, and sing- 
ing, “Let me to thy bosom fly.” Brother Sut- 
ton was a faithful man of God. He has gone 
to his reward. May the blessings of our Heav- 
enly Father rest upon his bereaved family!

Aleri a. Morrison was born in Gallia 
county, Ohio, May 21, 1818. His parents were 
both Presbyterians. They died when he was 
eight years old. He united with the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in August, 1833, when he 
was only fifteen yeai-s old. In his early years 
he became conscious of a call to the ministry, 
and at the age of twenty he entered upon a 
course of training at college, and graduated at 
Augusta (Ky.) College in 1842. In January, 
1842, while yet a student, he was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference, the Rev. 
Isaac Collard being presiding elder. Having

graduated, he spent four years in teaching, that 
he niigiit pay oft' the indebtedness incurred in 
getting his education. In the fall of 1847 he 
joined the Louisville Conference, at Glasgow, 
ky., Bishop Paine presiding, and was appoint- 
ed to Logan Circuit. In 1848 he went to Hen- 
derson Station; in 1849, to Southland; in 1850, 
to Bowling Green; in 1851, to Owensboro; in 
1852, to Walnut Street in the city of Louis- 
ville. During this year he was married by Dr. 

A. H. Bedford to Miss Sue G. Scanland, of Ma- 
rion county, Kentucky. In the fall of 1853 
he was appointed Principal of the Bardstown 
(Ky.) Female Institute, in which position he 
spent two years. In 1855, being unable from 
sickness to take work, he located and went to 
Iowa, believing that the change would be help- 
ful ; and in a short time, feeling able to preach, 
he was appointed to supply the Iowa City Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, which during the year 
under his labors enjoyed a gracious revival, in 
which nearly one hundred souls were convert- 
ed and added to the Church. In 1856 Dr. 
Morrison removed to Missouri, and was received 
into the St. Louis Conference, receiving an ap- 
pointment to Boonville, where he remained two 
years. In 1858 he was President of Central 
College, which place he occupied until 1860, 
when he resigned and returned to the active 
work as pastor of the Mound Street Church, in 
St. Louis. In 1861 he was transferred to the 
Tennessee Conference, and was appointed to 
Winchester Station. Here his health failed, 
and he was compelled to return to Kentucky. 
After eighteen months, he was appointed to 
Russellville, where he remained for two years. 
In 1865 he was appointed to Henderson, Ky.; 
in 1866, to Lebanon. In 1867-8 he was again 
appointed to Walnut Street, in Louisville, Ky. 
In March of the second year at this place he 
was utterly prostrated; but, being somewhat 
restored, remained to the close of the year. Be- 
ing loath to retire from the work he loved so 
well, he took an appointment, and was sent to 
Elizabethtown, where he w’as by sickness brought 
nigh to death. In 1870 he was superannuated. 
In 1871 he went to Colorado. Very soon h6 
was again at w^ork, and wdtli his faithful wife 
organized the work of our Church in that State. 
He was pastor, presiding elder, and church at 
firet. He labored indefatigably while able to go 
about. While on his bed he prayed and talked 
and gave liberally of his substance for the great 
cause of Christ. In 1874 he was a delegate to 
the General Conference which met at Louis- 
ville, and was instrumental in the work of hav- 
ing our colored members set apart in a distinct 
organization. Through all these years he had 
been faithful, and made full proof of his minis- 
try. Brother Morris adds, in a letter: “ Broth- 
er Morrison died in perfect peace. . . . His last 
words were, ‘They ’ve come!’ He meant that 
the angels had come after him. He bore all 
his sufferings with the spirit of one who knew 
his Lord intimately.” Brother Morrison was 
a man of fine presence, rich endowments, fine 
scholarship, and fervent piety. As a preacher 
he was careful, classical, eloquent, orthodox. 



He gloried in the cross of Christ, and every- 
where he went preached a full gospel. 

Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The bittle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter ihy Master’s joy. 

Elijah Thurmak was born in the State of 
Ohio, November 17, 1819. His parents, Joel 
and Fannie Thurman, moved from Richmond, 
Va., to Petersburg, Ohio, some time before his 
birth. Here he made a profession of religion, 
and joined the Methodist Church, January 30, 
1841, and married Miss Melissa Spencer, for- 
merly of Virginia, November 15, 184.3. Ilav- 
ing selected a wife well worthy of one who 
should become a minister of the gospel, this 
happy pair cast their lot with the people of 
Henderson county, Kentucky, in February, 
1849. Sister Thurman writes: “Mr. Thurman 
and I lived happily together for over forty 
years, and were blessed with six children, of 
whom five had crossed the river before'their fa- 
ther died.” Brother Thurman had not the ad- 
vantage of a collegiate education; but having 
improved his time in the common schools of 
the country, he was, when grown, a good En- 
glish scholar. He early engaged in school- 
teaching, which employment he followed for 
more than twenty years. As a teacher he was 
earnest, patient, and successful, and much of 
the population of the Green River country 
can bear testimony to his energy, ability, and 
marked degree of success. But long before he 
gave up school-teaching he felt a call to the 
Christian ministry, and having served the 
Church for years in the capacity of class-leader 
and exhorter, he was accordingly licensed to 
preach in 1853. He soon displayed extraordi- 
nary preaching ability. His custom for many 
years was to teach school through the w’eek and 
fill preaching appointments on almost every 
Sabbath. His ministry was in demand, and as 
the common schools aftbrded but small compen- 
sation, the Church most heartily compensated 
him for his services. Viewing his financial sur- 
roundings, he was often led in his preaching 
to use the expressive lines of the poet: 

No foot of land do 1 possess, 

Nor cottage in the wilderness; 

A poor, wayfaring man! 

His life was a struggle against poverty, and 
from this cause and its consequences he newr 
attained to that prominence in the Church to 
which his talents and merits entitled him. He 
was a close student all his life, and had a 
mind well stored with Biblical knowledge. 
This devotion to study made him appear, 
where not well known, to be unsociable; but 
with those who knew him best his society w^as 
agreeable and much coveted. As a preacher 
he kept with the standards. His leading theme 
was “Christ and him crucified,” yet he ac- 
quired considerable reputation as a polemic. 
As a revivalist he had few equals; with a heart 
aglow with love to God, he impressed his hear- 
ers with a fervid eloquence that was frequently 
irresistible. He was faithful to his flock while 
in the pastorate; preached in sickness and in 
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health ; continued in the service even up to the 
end of his life, surrendered his armor only to 
receive his crown. Naturally of a delicate con- 
stitution, his great energy was much needed to 
keep him up, but toward the close of life pul- 
monary consumption seized his frame, and by 
its wasting influences gradually reduced him, so 
that after preaching on Sabbath he would be 
prostrated for days. Thus he continued until 
April 19, 1884, when somewhat suddenly he 
died of heart trouble ; yet in the hour of death 
he assured his weeping companion that Jesus 
w'as with him. His death took place on the 
Curdsville Circuit, in Daviess county, Ken- 
tucky. He was buried in the beautiful ceme- 
tery near by at Owensboro. 

Henry N. Hobbs was admitted into the 
Kentucky Conference in the fall of 1845. He 
died in 1884. We have been unable to fix the 
dates of his Conference history farther than the 
years of his admission and death. We have 
been equally unfortunate as to his personal his- 
tory up to the time of his joining Conference. 
Brother Hobbs was regarded as a good preach- 
er. He understood our theology and presented 
our doctrines clearly. He was also considered 
an excellent pastor, and one who knew him well 
says that his most efficient preaching was done 
around the fireside. It is claimed for him that 
he was an efficient church-builder; also hav- 
ing finished during his pastorate twenty-seven 
churches. He claimed to have baptized seven 
hundred infants, and to have received into the 
Church three thousand three hundred persons. 
For the last few years he had been on the list 
of superannuates. He was afflicted with a can- 
cer for a number of years, and for the last eight- 
een months was the subject of paralysis. His 
mind gave down with his body, and this cast a 
shadow over his last days. He was never mar- 
ried. We hope that he sleeps well. 

James Madison Moore was born in Jeffer- 
son county, Virginia ; was converted in Cum- 
berland, Md., and was licensed to exhort. He 
was licensed to preach in Hardin county, Ken- 
tucky. When the Indiana Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was organ- 
ized Brother Moore became its secretary, and a 
competent judge has said that he kept its rec- 
ords with rare neatness and accuracy. His la- 
bors as a traveling preacher in the large, scat- 
tered circuits of Indiana so impaired his health 
that he was compelled to take a superannuated 
relation, but continued to preach and visit in- 
dustriously at points near his residence. By 
‘ the inclusion of the Indiana Conference in the 
Louisville Conference, Brother Moore became 
a superannuated member of the latter Confer- 
ence. He was noted for his integrity, and his 
fellow-citizens honored him as a magistrate, 
trustee, and councilman. He was one of the 
oldest Odd Fellows in the world, and an enthu- 
siastic member of a temperance order; but, 
better than all else, he was a humble, earnest, 
faithful Christian gentleman, honoring his di- 
vine Master in all positions of life ; and through 



his long, painful illness his Master honored him 
wdth his cheering presence and sustaining grace. 
Brother Moore died in his seventy-fifth year, 
on January 20, 1884, at Jeffersonville, Ind.

Robert A. Hedrick was born in Ralls coun- 
ty, Ohio, October 20, 1833.

George W. Horn ivas born in Logan coun- 
ty, Kentucky, July 24, 1839; was converted in 
early life, and licensed to preach by W. M. 
Prottsman, Cass county, Missouri, September 5, 
1857, when only eighteen years old, and three 
weeks thereafter was received on trial in the St. 
Louis Conference, and appointed to the New 
Madi'id Circuit as junior preacher with Rev. 
Green Woods. At the next Conference he was 
discontinued, at his own request, that he might 
go to school. He was again received on trial 
at Independence in 1859, and sent as junior 
preacher to the St. Louis Circuit with Dr. 
Boyle. In I860 he was appointed to the Ver- 
sailles Circuit. During the years of trouble 
that followed, he served the Church, in con- 
nection with Dr. McAnally, at Wesley Chapel 
in St. Louis, and then at Carondelet, then at 
Fenton. In 1865 he was sent to Arrow Rock 
and Cambridge. In 1866-7 he was stationed in 
Jefferson City; in 1868, Boonville; in 1869, 
Pleasant Hill; in 1870, Springfield; 1871, West- 
port. In 1872 he ivas transferred to the Mis- 
souri Conference, and stationed at Macon City, 
where he was continued for three years; 187o, 
Carrollton; 1876-8, Columbia; 1879, Hannibal. 
In 1880 he was transferred to the North Texas 
Conference, and stationed at Terrell. In 1881 
he was transferred back to the South-west Mis- 
souri Conference, and stationed at Boonville. 
In 1883 he was transferred to the Denver Con- 
ference, and stationed at Colorado Springs. At 
the session of the Conference held last July 
he was transferred back to us, and soon there- 
after (August 17, 1884) he was translated to 
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the general “Church of the first-born” on 
high. Brother Horn was a good preacher, a 
superior pastor, and a most captivating writer, 
and withal lie was a great sutlerer. His en- 
feebled condition induced him to cross the At- 
lantic Ocean, hoping thereby to regain his wast- 
ing health. lie visited London at the time of 
the Ecumenical Conference, and was appointed 
by Bishop McTyeire a member of that body. 
During this trip he wrote regularly for several 
of our Church papers. Subsequently, during a 
trip “ health hunting” in Florida, he wrote most 
felicitously about that land of flowers. For 
many years he was a regular correspondent of 
different Church papers, so that thousands doubt- 
less read his racy letters, and Methodists on 
lx)th sides of the sea were thrilled with the 
thoughts that flowed so smoothly from his ready 
pen. In 1869 Brother Horn was married to 
Miss Mattie Myers, of Boonville, whom, with 
three children, he has left to our care. On his 
way back from Colorado he said to a friend : “ It 
is hard for me to live as I am ; it would be easy 
for me to die; I am ready.” 

John K. Bennett was born in Virginia in 
1812, and was converted in early life. Soon 
afterward he felt himself called to preach the 
gospel, and having creditably pjvssed the usual 
probation he was received into the Virginia 
Conference. His early ministerial life was 
spent in that Conference, and was full of prom- 
ise and usefulness. Brother Bennett was twice 
married. First to Miss Langhorn, who proved 
to be a true helpmeet in the self-denying work 
of the itinerant ministry. His second mar- 
riage was to Miss Mary Jones, a lady of fine ac- 
complishments and earnest piety, who survives 
him. Brother Bennett was transferred to the 
St. Louis Conference about the year 1846, and 
located his family on a farm in La Fayette 
county. For many years he filled with great 
acceptability and usefulness a number of the 
most important circuits and districts in the 
Conference. During the civil war he served 
in the Confederate army as chaplain until the 
close, when he returned to his home and re- 
sumed the work in connection with his old 
Conference. After the division of the St. Louis 
Conference he remained with that part which 
has since been called the South-west Missouri 
Conference until his transfer to the Western 
Conference, in 1879, where he preached until 
transferred back as a superannuated preacher 
to our Conference at the beginning of the pres- 
ent year. He desired to return to the Confer- 
ence in which he had longest served the Church, 
and die at the home of the daughter of his first 
wife. But it was ordered otherwise. Before 
he left his home in the Western Conference he 
was transferred by the great Bishop of souls to 
his eternal home. John R. Bennett was a 
preacher of more than ordinary ability. Pos- 
sessed of a large and comely physique, an enthu- 
siastic nature, and a good mind, his preaching, 
especially in early and middle life, was attract- 
ive and powerful. He was an uncompromising 
and enthusiastic believer in and teacher of those 



great doctrines of the Bible taught by the fa- 
thers of Methodism, and believed like them 
that those doctrines w'ere destined to usher in 
the millennial glory upon the earth. We shall 
not cease to remember those qualities of head 
and heart which made him a man greatly be- 
loved by his friends. It was just to him that 
he should sustain a superannuated relation to 
the Church in connection with our Conference, 
where the largest portion of his ministerial life 
was spent, and where the fruits of his ministry 
remain. Brother Bennett died in peace with 
God and in hope of a blessed immortality.

Thomas S. Garrett was born in Jackson 
county, TexavS, August 30, 1853. He was taken 
sick August 26, and died September 9, 1884. 
He was licensed to preach February 28, 1874, 
having served as exhorter for some time. He 
was received on trial into the West Texas Con- 
ference, at Seguin, October 20, 1876. He w^as 
ordained deacon by Bishop Wightman Novem- 
ber 2.^^, 1877, and elder by Bishop Pierce Octo- 
ber 17, 1880. He was married to Mrs. L. J. 
Harper January 26, 1876. He served the Bee- 



ville Circuit in 1877-8; Thompsonville, 1879; 
Mountain City, 1880-1 ; Lockhart, 1882-4. He 
died at his post and in the heat of the conflict. 
His life was a success. Cut off before he 
reached the maturity of his power as a minis- 
ter, yet we know that he died as a victor and on 
the field of battle. He was beautiful in his life 
and lovely in his death. The West Texas Con- 
ference mourns the loss of one of her most loved 
and prized ministers, one w ho gave promise of a 
brilliant career in the ministry, one who had 
achieved success already, and wdio could have 
filled acceptably any of her pulpits. Humanly 
speaking, the loss is irreparable, and our grief 
would be without relief did we not know that 
the great Head of the Church reigns, and has 
promised that the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against his kingdom. At an early age 
Brother Garrett was left an orphan, his mother 
dying in 1861, and his father did not long sur- 
vive her. He was taken to the home of the 
Rev. O. A. Fisher, and by him reared and ed- 
ucated. Providence could not have more kindly 
cared for him than in giving him in his tender 
years to the care and protection of Brother Fish- 
er. He was treated as one of the family, and 
W'as brought up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. He w’as converted at fourteen 
years of age, and to the day of his death he 
adorned the doctrine of God his Saviour. His 
light shone more and more unto the perfect day. 
Brother Garrett received a good high school 
education at Coronal Institute, and to the day 
of his death w'as devoted to the success of the 
school that had fitted him for his life-work. As 
a preacher he w'as fluent, pathetic in a w’onder- 
ful degree, and always impressive and interest- 
ing to his congregation. We all looked to him 
as one of the able men to meet the demands of 
our pulpit in the years which we confidently 
expected w'ere in reserve for him. But his effi- 
ciency was not alone in the pulpit. In every 
function of a minister he was successful and re- 
liable. As a pastor he had no superior in his 
Conference, and in the instruction and pastoral 
work among children his equal has rarely been 
seen. He always brought up his collections, 
often exceeding his assessments, and never fall- 
ing below them. He attended to all the duties 
of a preacher, and neglected nothing. He built 
up every charge to which he w’as assigned. 
Spiritually, financially, and socially, the people 
he served were made the better. Scrupulously 
neat in his person, with a prudence and practi- 
cal sagacity remarkable in one so young, with 
a magnetism which drew all hearts to him, a 
physical frame that seemingly knew neither lan- 
guor nor fatigue, and with a tireless energy 
and quenchless zeal for the salvation of souls, 
he was fully qualified and equipped for the itin- 
erant ministry. The sorrows, trials, afflictions, 
and contradictions of human life were trans- 
formed and reconciled in the light and loveli- 
ness of his character.

departed brother. He was unconscious during 
the greater ]>art of his illness, but the ruling 
passion was strong even in his delirium. Un- 
conscious of what was passing around him, he 
was preaching and exhorting, calling penitents 
and trying to sing. He died as if falling asleep. 
We are prepared to sympathize with his be- 
reaved widow and fatherless children, for as a 
husband he was a model, and as a father he 
dVcharged every duty. G(xl bless and comfort 
them! Human sympathy cannot sound the 
depths of their great sorrow.

Eli C. Jonks was born in StaflTord, Orange 
county, Ver., July 12, 1811; was happily mar- 
ried to Miss F'rancis Carson, of Indiana, May 
9, 1834, with whom he lived for more than fifty 
years. He died at his residence in Mountain 
Home, Ark., June 4, 1884. Brother Jones was 
an itinerant preacher about twenty years, trav- 
eling most of the time in Indiana and Wisconsin. 
Being educated, a profound thinker, and a close 
student, he was called to fill important stations, 
circuits, and districts. Through his efficient pul- 
pit labors hundreds were turned from their sins 
to Christ. He was a true Methodist, a fearless 
defender of Methodist doctrines. Elder Jones (as 
he was familiarly called) spent about eighteen 
years in this part of the country, and was known 
as a strong preacher, a good citizen, and a de- 
voted Christian. Notwithstanding he has been 
on the supernumerary list for many years, and 
was granted a superannuated relation at our last 
Conference, he has had regular appointments 
almost every Sabbath.

Robertson I>. Fagan, the son of Robert 
Fagan, a local preacher, was born in Ruther- 
ford county, Tenn., January 22, 1823. He mar- 
ried in early life, and professed faith in Christ 
in 1847. He was impressed with the belief 
that he was called to preach; but his early edu- 
cational advantages were limited, and, besides, 
he had a family, was engaged in business, and 
found it difficult to wind his temporal matters 
to a close without pecuniary loss and financial 
embarrassment; but by the aid of friends he 
adjusted all his temporal affairs, was licensed to 
|)reach in 1850, and in the fall of 1851 was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Tennessee Conference. 
From that time forward he was one of the most 
zealous, faithful, and successful members of the 
body. He traveled the Short Mountain, Cum- 
berland, Dickson, Asbury, Montgomery, Stone’s 
River, Prospect, Pisgah, Trinity, and Lynnville 
circuits, and the Centerville District as presid- 
ing elder. In many of these fields he remained 
three or four years consecutively, and witnessed 
gracious revivals in every charge; indeed, he 
l)rought thousands into the Church. Plvery- 
where the Master was with him, and he showed 
himself wise in winning souls. His last ap- 
[lointment was Pleasant Valley Circuit, in the 
Columbia District. He was of ardent tempera- 
ment, indomitable will, and commanding faith. 
He never thought of failure, but victory was 
always inscribed upon his banner. He was 
twice married. His first wife was the mother 
of his only son. Rev. F. F. Fagan, who died a 
few years ago a member of this Conference. As 
a preacher. Brother Fagan was brief, pointed, 
spiritual, without much method, but always aim- 
ing at present success. In his social qualities 
lie was remarkable, gaining the confidence and 
love of all who knew him. His tall and strik- 
ing person, his grave and thoughtful face, his 
clear but dreamy eye, and the gleam of sun- 
shine which lit up his countenance when hold- 
ing sweet intercourse with friends, all went to 
attract and impress every person who came in 
contact with him. He was not a man of half 
measures. He entertained no jealousy of any 
man, and was free of the spirit of detraction. 
It gave him great pain to see a fellow-man de- 
graded, hence it was the aim. of his life to ele- 
vate the fallen. Men whose lives were black 
with every sort of wickedness, and unredeemed 
by a single virtue, were sought out by him and 
encouraged to lead a better life. While many 
pitied and compassionated the depraved and 
hdlen, he loved them. He honestly desired 
the happiness and prosperity of all men. His 
power over men seemed to be almost magical. 
It seems he was sent on earth, like a minister- 
log angel, with some high commission of peace 
and reconciliation. He was a peace-maker, and 
IS said to have been one of the most influential 
men in Giles county, where he lived for several 
}ears as pastor. His last sickness was brief,

lasting only one Aveek. He died of pneumonia, 
at his home in Pulaski, Saturday morning, Feb- 
ruary 2, aged 61 years and 11 days. He only 
wanted to live that he might preach more ear- 
nestly Jesus and the resurrection. He was hap- 
py and triumphant in view of his change, and 
when questioned as to the foundation on which 
he Avas resting, replied in very jmsitive and un- 
mistakable language. As the hopes of contin- 
ued life faded aAvay, the light of immortality 
gleamed upon his latter hours with the assur- 
ance of peace and eternal joy. It cheers us to 
know that in the death-valley througli which 
his ready soul Avas called to pass God gave him 
poAver to whisper, in tones of tenderness and 
faith, his hopes of soon entering into the open- 
ing glories of the immortal life. The end was 
at hand. The wanderings of time Avere over. 
Eternity’s glories were breaking around. The 
dying Christian spoke out in full and even 
triumphant accent: “My trust is in the Lord 
who made the heavens and the earth. ‘ Lo, I 
am Avith you ahvay, even unto the end of the 
world.’ ‘And I will be a father unto you, and 
ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty.’ ” The pulse throbbed its last 
beat, and tbe spirit fleAV to its God and immor- 
tal destiny; and thus he died AA'ith the Avord of 
God on his lips. He was buried Sunday after- 
noon, February 3, the funeral-service haA'ing 
been performed by his presiding elder, Rev. 
T. J, Duncan, and Rev. W. Weakley, when 
he Avas laid aAvay beside the remains of liis son. 
Thus has passed aAvay a good man and faithful 
preacher, after more than thirty years’ toil in 
the work of the Master. Many Avill mourn his 
loss, but all will rejoice in the salvation of one 
Avho strove to saA’e so many others. Many Avill 
call him blessed in the last day. Of all the 
dead Avhose obsequies this Conference has 
paused to solemnize, we recall no one whose 
decease has left a vacuum in so many hearts, and 
whose life Avas so rich in prophecy of eternal life 
as that of Robertson L. Fagan. 

Abraham B. Coke was born in Montgom- 
ery county, Tenn., September, 1823; Avas tAvice 
married; died November 27, 1883. He Avas 
genuinely converted in early manhood, and 
joined the Methodist Church, and Avas a con- 
sistent member of the same for forty years. 
He Avas licensed to preach soon after his con- 
version. He Avas admitted on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference in the fall of 1849. Tavo 
years thereafter he Avas received into full con- 
nection. October 16, 1853, he Avas ordained 
elder by Bishop Capers. For tAventy-six years 
Brother Coke Avas a faithful and efficient itin- 
erant. He cheerfully Avent to whatever ap- 
pointment Avas assigned him. He felt it an 
honor to preach Christ anyAvhere. He had 
many seals to his ministry — won many souls to 
Christ that will shine as stars in his croAvn of 
rejoicing.

months, when he was disabled by sickness, 
from which he never fully recovered. In this 
charge h“ won the admiration and love of all 
the people. He did faithful work. After re- 
covering in a measure from the shock of disease, 
he went to his home near Nashville, and re- 
mained for several montlis under the care and 
attention of a loving mother atid devoted sisters 
and brother. From thence he went to Colo- 
rado, thinking there to regain his health; and 
he recovered sufficiently to be able to preach- 
a few times. He wrote letters to his friends in 
Tennessee expressive of his great joy and satis- 
faction at being enabled again to preach the 
gospel of salvation. After a brief convales- 
cence, he was again violently attacked by the 
dread disease — consumption — and lingered only 
a short time, having several severe hemor- 
rhages, and died in great peace at Brother Mc- 
Clure’s, in Denver, Colorado, June 2, 1884. 
He was a young man of great promise, having 
rather extraordinary preaching ability, and 
being very fully consecrated to God and his 
service. He was of a kind and loving disposi- 
tion, which made him very acceptable as a pas- 
tor. He believed much in prayer, and felt 
much the necessity for the Holy Ghost in his 
ministry. During his brief ministry, he as- 
sisted in a number of protracted meetings, and 
was effective in leading a great many to re- 
pentance and faith in Jesus Christ.

Daniet. Kel.sey was born in Vermont 
March 15, 1815; joined the Church at thirteen 
years of age; graduated at Middleburg College 
in 1838; came to Georgia and taught school in 
Jones county in 1839. He was admitted on 
trial in the Georgia CV)nference in January, 
1844, and sent to the Clinton Circuit. In Jan- 
uary, 1846, he was admitted into full connection 
in the Conference and ordained elder. The fol- 
lowing have been his apix)intments: In 1846, 
Hinesville; 1847, Fort Valley; 1848, .\mericns; 
1849, Marion; 1850, Musc*ogee; 1851-2, Spar- 
ta; 1853, Waynesboro; 1854, Newnan; 1855- 
6, Washington Station; 1857, Madison Sta- 
tion; 1858-60, Professor and President Cas.s- 
ville Female College; 1861, .\lpharetta; 1862, 
Monticello; 1863-4, Morgan; 1865, Newton; 
1866, Monroe; 1867, Monticello; 1868-70, 
Thomaston; 1871-2, Richmond; 1873-4, Ap- 
pling; 1875, Elbert; 1876, Lincolnton. At 
the Sparta Conference, in 1876, he was placed 
upon the superannuated list, and remained 
on it until he died, April 30, 1884. This 
long list of appointments show's that he served 
many of the most cultivated and important fields 
in Georgia. There is not one of them but needed 
the service of a minister well equipped for the 
holy work. Such w'as Brother Kelsey: a man 
of God w'hose Christian character was blame- 
less; a student w'ho made his college course 
only a starting-point for thorough scholarship; 
a preacher w'hose style was clear, logical, and 
sometimes pathetic; a pastor w'ho loved his. 
work, and wrought in it with earnest faithful- 
ness. He had infirmities of eyes and body, but 
they kept him not from w'orking as long as the 
Conference permitted him to labor. After su- 
perannuation he preached as his strength per- 
mitted, and even beyond his strength. It is 
believed that w'ork of this kind last winter has- 
tened his death. He was unsw'erving in devotion 
to principle. Although born in a Northern 
State, yet living among our people at the time 
of the division of the Church, and thoroughly 
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understanding the questions at issue, he cliose 
his lot with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and no one was truer to its cause. Brave 
as the Chevalier Bayard, he was without fear 
and without reproach. Transparent as the 
springs in the (ireen Mountains of his native 
State, he w;.s guileless as an infant. He la- 
bored among us in peculiarly trying times, but 
in the ordeals through which we passed he kept 
himself unspotted from the world, and nothing 
could abate the love he Ixire to the Church of 
his choice. When his eventful, laborious life 
drew to a close he was ready for the change. 
For him to die was gain. In Georgia soil, far 
aw’ay from the haiJ of his birth, his honored dust 
rejxjses, awaiting the resurre(?tion of the just; 
but our real brother, we doubt not, is forever 
with the Lord. 

Albert Gray was born October 22, 1826, in 
Upson county; died July 20, 1884, in Henry 
county, Georgia. He was unfortunate in his 
boyhood in the loss of his mother, who was a de- 
voted Christian woman and an exemplary mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Church. She died when 
Albert was in his fourteenth year. However, 
she had already indelibly impressed her Chris- 
tian character upon him, by wholesome moral 
discipline so inclining the young cion of her 
hopes as to insure future development into Chris- 
tian maturity and fruitfulness. His early as- 
sociations and habits were religious and favor- 
able to piety. He had from his earliest recol- 
lection been accustomed to habits of devotion 
and to the society of religious people. He was 
converted in early childliocxl, and the purity 
of his boyhoo<i was remarkable. Though he was 
early bereft of a mother’s love and instruction, 
his religious character still ripened under the 
genial inthience of a pious step-mother, who 
won his afiection and impressed him favorably 
with her true piety. Early dedicated to God 
and trained in the ways of religion, it was nt)t 
strange that he should have enjoyed in his 
youth a satisfactory Christian experience. Un- 
der the ministry of Rev. Caleb Key, in 1848 he 
received consciously and unmistakal)ly the wit- 
ness of the Spirit. Albert Gray was licensed to 
preach in 1847, graduated at Emory College in 
1848, and was happily married in the same year 
to Miss P. R. Thomas, a near relation of Colo- 
nel D. P. Thomas, of Fulton county, Georgia. 
He was admitted on trial in the Conference at 
Augusta in January, 1849; and admitted into 
full connection and ordained deacon at Savan- 
nah in January, 1851; and ordained elder in 
December, 1852. He served the following ap- 
pointments: In 1849 he was junior preacher on 
the Hamilton Circuit, Thomas F. Pierce as sen- 
ior preacher; in 1850, Monroe Circuit; 1851, 
Lawwenceville ; 1852, Morgan ; 1858, Lexington ;

Donough. Such were his various fields of serv- 
ice through a period of thirty-five years of itin- 
erant life, during which he was no less succes.s- 
ful than abundant in labor for the Master. The 
strength of his manhood was given to the itin- 
erancy, and no man ever labored with more in- 
terest and entire devotion. He was heroic in his 
spirit, fearless and strong under res])onsibilities, 
patient and uncomplaining in suffering and 
hardship. He was remarkable especially for 
the unblemished purity and loveliness of his 
character, and was ever faithful to his convic- 
tions. He was a man of noble and generous 
nature. His kindly, genial face was wreathed 
with smiles, and his warm hand-clasp and friend- 
ly words ever revealed the sincerity and inten- 
sity of his benevolent spirit. Amidst the many 
trials of his private and ministerial life he 
made Go<l his refuge. He was a man of great 
faith, ‘r nd j)rayer to him was not only a privi- 
lege bu*; a delight. It may be said of him that 
he lived by prayer. To him Jesus was indeed 
tlie bread of life, and such was his felt depend- 
ence on Christ that his soul’s hunger was 
only satisfied by regular communion with him. 
His faith in God as a prayer-answering God sur- 
mounted all difficulties. Many instances of pre- 
vailing faith and prayer characterize his life. 
He could say with David, “I love the Lord be- 
cause he hath heard the voice of my supplica- 
tions.” His faith to claim the blessing was no 
less admirable than his humble and cheerful 
resignation in case of denial. To him God was 
always supremely good, whether in giving or 
withholding. His resignation under the tear- 
ful ordeal of bereavement in his family was 
beautiful in the strength and joy of grace which 
G(xl alone supplies. As a preacher he was sys- 
tematic, simple, and sound. His discourses were 
always impressive by their good sense and per- 
spicuity of view' and deep spirituality. His 
preaching was out of a heart that implicitly be- 
lieved and sincerely appreciated the truth of 
revelation. He was excessively modest and re- 
tiring, preferring others before himself, willing 
either to hear and learn or to instruct others. 
To him the gospel needed no embellishment, 
and his sermons were therefore wdthout any ef- 
fort at display or to win the applause of men ; 
but he fed the flock intrusted to his care with 
food convenient for them. If he aimed not to 
please with excellency of speech, the goodness 
of the man and the blamelessness of the preach- 
er’s life made him a man of power, and clothed 
him with a magnetism more potent than logic 
and eloquence. All wdio knew him recognized 
the Christian gentleman and a disciple who 
had been wdth Christ. In sickness and health, 
in prosperity and adversity, he was the same 
man of taith, the same meek and gentle follow- 
er of the lowly Nazarene. While he preached 
uniformly well, the excellence of the man w*as 
in his private and social life as a Christian 
friend and pastor. All his qualities gave him 
special adaptation to pastoral functions, and de- 
spite his diffidence he loved the work and w’as 
faithful in the duties of his office, no less faith- 
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ful in the duties of his office, no less faithful in 
the administration of reproof and rebuke than 
in offering counsel and encouragement. He 
wore well with his parishioners, and enthroned 
himself in their confidence and affections. He 
was always' more highly appreciated and in- 
fluential after leaving than wlien entering his 
various charges. He was universally esteemed, 
and his pastoral work made him acceptable and 
successful. In all the relations of life he acted 
well his part, and made all within the circle of 
his association feel the fervor of his life and ex-' 
ample as one of those properly called the salt of 
the earth. In the charge in which he ended 
his career the McDonough Quarterly Confer- 
ence, by formal and solemn resolutions, as a 
worthy testimonial to his merits a:; a man, a 
pastor, and a preacher, showed their high ap- 
preciation of our brother when they said: “In 
the midst of his usefulness he was taken from 
us, but his works do follow him, and will con- 
tinue to multiply tlieir gracious results in the 
power of his life;” and we also can say in the 
spirit of their resolutions that we “remember 
our dear brother as one whose life is worthy of 
imitation, both by preachers and laymen ; that 
we assure his family of our deepest sympathy 
and earnest prayers, and trust this sad affliction 
may be sanctified to their present and eternal 
good.” He died in the fifty-eighth year of his 
age, leaving a noble Christian wife and eight 
children — three lovely daughter and five in- 
telligent and devoted sons — to mourn his sud- 
den death. Though premonished by symptoms 
of disease several months before his departure, 
he said to Brother Walter Branham, in his 
calm and unpretentious manner, “The thought 
of death gives me no alarm.” His faith failed 
not, and his consolation in Christ was strong. 
He had a “hope which, cherished in the breast, 
shall never be disappointed,” a hope through 
grace which penetrated the veil even in the 
night of affliction and approaching death. He 
said in his last sermon, “ I am ready whenever 
the Master calls.” Just one week before his 
death he preached some distance from home, 
and returned exhausted. The church - bell 
called him to the pulpit again in McDonough. 
His devoted wife, seeing his feeble condition, 
begged him to rest. He replied, “I must fill 
my appointment.” It was his last sermon. He 
rests in God. 

How blest the righteous when he dies, 

When sinks a weary soul to rest!

Solomon W. Davies was born in Asheville, 
Buncombe county, N. C., March 22, 1818. He 
was converted in September, 1838; licensed to 
preach in 1840. We are not advised as to the 
particular works he served in his native Con- 
ference, but find he was ordained elder by Bish- 
op Soule, in Columbia, S. C., December 29, 1844. 
He continued to labor in North and South Car- 
olina until February, 1851, when he was ap- 
pointed missionary to California. He set sail 
at once for his new and distant field of labor, 
reaching San Francisco April 1, 1852, just two 
weeks before the organization of the Pacific Con- 
ference. He was present at this organization, 
and participated in fitting and launching it for 
its career of usefulness among the Conferences 
of our Church. His first appointment, was a 
mining town known as Ntishville; in 1853, 
Georgetown and Colona; in 1854, Placerville 
and Mud Springs; 1855, the Conference granted 
him the privilege of visiting the Atlantic States, 
giving him no appointment. He did not go as 
he expected, and took charge of the Sacramen- 
to Circuit. This year he was happily married 
to Miss Lizzie McClenny. In 1856, Sonoma 
Circuit; in 1857, Sonoma and Napa. In 1858 
he was located, at his own request. This year 
the sessions of our Conference were changed 
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from spring to fall of the year. At the ensu- 
ing session lie was reiulmitted and appointed to 
La Grange and Merced circuits; 1859, Merced 
and Cathey Valley; 1860-2, presiding elder of 
Visalia District; 1863, Gilroy; 1864-, Los An- 
geles. To this distant appointment he was un- 
able to go. In 1865, San Simeon; 1866, Bear 
River; 1867-8, Knight’s Landing; 1869-70, 
Ilealdshurg; 1871-2, SebastoiKil; 1873, Petalu- 
ma. From 1874 to the time of his death he 
was either in the supernumerary or superan- 
nuated relation. Thus we see from the birth 
of the Pacific Conference to the hour of his 
change he has gone in and out among us, shar- 
ing the privations and labors incident to our 
work, joining in the shouts with which the fair 
stones of our glorious building were laid, sad- 
dened with our sorrows and gladdened with our 
triumphs. Our now glorified brother has had 
his very life interwoven with the fortunes ot 
Southern Methodism on this coast. But with 
him a change has come, and from the mount ot 
God he shall doubtless watch its fortunes, and 
wait the coming of those ot us who linger in 
the vineyard of our Master. On September 5, 
1884, our brother met his death in the most 
tragic manner. Preparing to attend a camp- 
meeting in progress in the Healdsburg Circuit, 
he had occasion to cross the railroad track, 
when he was struck by the engine of a passing 
train, and instantly killed. Mysterious are the 
ways of Providence; and while there may be 
all about such a death to cause a soul instinct- 
ively to shrink back from it with dread, yet the 
sudden breaking of all life’s strings at one iell 
blow may have been the most painless of all 
passages from the earthly to the heavenly es- 
tate. He was never a very demonstrative man, 
but always quiet and unobtrusive in his manner. 
Amid a long, hard struggle, he was ever consist- 
ent and persevering in his religious experience, 
and in the sacred precincts of his own family 
circle his virtues shone with a most steady ra- 
diance. But his work is done; and in the pres- 
ence of the King, with the other deceased mem- 
bers of our Spartan band, he waits the reward 
the Unerring One shall give at the last day. 

Lewis R. Feathebstun, son of the Rev. F. 
M. Featherstun, died at the parsonage in Yuba 
City, Cal., October 19, 1883. He was born in 
Shelby county, Illinois, March 16, 1851. He 
was licensed to preach in the summer of 1873. 
In the fall of the same year he was admitted on 
trial in the Mississippi Conference. His first 
work was the Covington Circuit, lying within 
the bounds of the State of ^uisiana. Here he 
was happily married to Miss Annie L. SmiUi, 
whom he leaves with four children. ^ In ^18/ 6 
he was appointed to the Cane Ridge Circuit; in 
1877, to Rocky Springs Circuit; in 1878, to 
Waynesboro Circuit; in 1879, to Yazoo Circuit. 
Being in frail health, he was thus moved from 
place to place each year, that he might try the 
benefit of each locality. Finding, after all 
these changes, that his health was not im- 
proved, he concluded to try a change to the 
Pacific coast, and hence he transferred to the 
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Ia)s Angeles Conference in the fall of 1879, and 
w'as sent to Lompoc Circuit. In the following 
year he came by transfer to the Pacific Confer- 
ence, and W'as sent to the Wheatland Circuit. 
The last two years of his labor Were spent in 
the Yuba City Circuit. At the last session of 
our Conference he was appointed to Galt Cir- 
cuit; but before he had time to change from 
one appointment to tlie other, the Saviour sum- 
moned him to his presence in the skies, and 
with not a fear as to the reception that awaited 
him he laid by his armor and passed from the 
scenes of earth to those above. In his last 
hours the room where he died was a truly glo- 
rious place. The presence of Him who was to 
go with our brother through the valley and the 
sliadow was felt by more than the chief actor in 
the scene. Every expression of the dying 
saint was an expression either of confidence or 
of triumph. As he neared the final hour the 
scene took on a more heavenly type. Once, in 
broken accents, lie spoke of the angels so^ near 
as to fan him with their wings; and, as if de- 
scribing each stage of his approach, he said: 
‘‘Nearing heaven — at the gate — entering para- 
dise;” and then, as if overwlielmed with the 
sight, shut out from the eyes of the anxious 
friends of earth, but in full view of liim on 
whom the change was coming, shouted: “Glo- 
ry! glory! the angels! the angels! Good-by! 
good-by! farewell! farewell!” in one breath 
bidding farewell to earth and greeting heaven.

George Washington Nolley was born in 
Mecklenburg county, Virginia, December 25, 
1803. His parents were devoted Methodists, 
and his father a useful local preacher. He at- 
tended a country school from liis tenth to his 
eighteenth year, and after leaving school ap- 
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plied himself with a good degree of success to 
the history of the dead languages and other 
branches of higher education. He was con- 
verted in his nineteenth year at a camp-meet- 
ing, and soon felt called to the ministry. He 
was received on trial in this Conference in 1825, 
and at once entered zealously and successfully 
upon his career as an itinerant preacher; and 
from that Conference to the last he attended he 
answered to his name at roll-call on the first 
day of each session. He filled with marked 
success all the charges to which he was ap- 
pointed — including circuits, stations, missions, 
and districts — for sixteen years of his active 
•ministry. As a preacher he was sound in doc- 
trine, clear in statement, and well-nigh fault- 
less in the use of language. His religious ex- 
perience was of a high order and full of the joy 
of salvation. His attachment to the peculiar 
features of our system, such as the itinerancy, 
the love-feast, and the class-meeting, was strong, 
and increased with his declining years. When 
he could scarcely walk he would come with tot- 
tering steps to the love-feast and the class-room, 
and was usually the first to hear his testimony 
to the value and power of experimental religion. 
His last years were spent in the quiet of his 
family at Ashland, the site of Randolph-Macon 
College. He was for many years a trustee of 
the college, and collected hundreds of dollars 
in aid of its buildings and other enterprises. 
One of his last acts in its behalf was to walk 
for a mile or more in the city of Richmond to 
secure a donation for it, in which he was success- 
ful. His efforts were not confined to collecting 
from others: he gave an example to all in his 
own generous gifts. In great feebleness of body 
lie attended the last session of our (’nnference, 
and at its close returned to his home in a pros- 
trated condition. He had often rallied from 
very severe attacks, but he seemed to feel now 
that he was about to receive the call to come up 
higlier. This was indicated even before he was 
confined to his room and bed. During the Sun- 
day of the Conference, as the writer was about 
to l>egin the service in the chapel, he came in; 
and walking up the aisle and into the pulpit, 
said: “Doctor, I should like to preach this 
morning.” He was invited to do so, and select- 
ed one of his favorite texts: “ Whom we preach, 
warning every man and teaching every man in 
all wisdom, that we may present every man 
perfect in Christ Jesus;” and preached for half 
an hour with great clearness of thought and 
his accustomed precision of language. He said 
that would be his last sermon, and it was. For 
nearly sixty years he had blown the gospel 
trumpet, never with uncertain sound; and it 
now fell from his nerveless hand, and the crown 
was about to descend upon his venerable brow. 
In his last sickness he was as brave as ever; 
but like a child, crying out when the writer 
talked with him : “ I want to go home ! I am 
tired, and I want to go home! My work here 
is done; I want to go home!” Before the day- 
light came on December 8, 1883, the gates of 
the city opened, and he entered and found his 
home amid the host of friends who had gone

before him. If there was ever a true man he 
was one. Of lion-like face, he had the heart 
of the loving John. Brusque in manner, he 
was yet as humble as the humblest. As a lead- 
er in gospel work he wsis tireless. Preaching 
was his chief delight, and to the last he never 
wearied in pointing men to the Lamb of God. 
“Well done, good and faithful servant.”

William B. Pickens was born in Monroe 
county, Tennessee, in the year 1845, of pious 
Methodist parentage. He prepared himself for 
business, having graduated at Poughkeepsie 
College, New York. When about twenty-seven 
years of age he was convertetl at Spring Creek 
Camp-ground, in McMinn county, under the 
ministry of Rev. James T. Smith, and imniedi- 
ately commenced telling his friends and neigh- 
bors and the hands at work upon the section of 
railroad under his care what a dear Saviour he 
had found. His call to the ministry dates from 
that happy day. But feeling the need of great- 
er preparation, he entered Hiwassee College, 
completing the course in about four years. His 
influence while there was a benediction. While 
at school he was licensed to preach by Brother 
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J, M. McTeer in December, 1873. After grad- 
uation he entered our Conference, and was or- 
dained deacon in 1877. On completing the Con- 
ference course he was ordained an elder in 1881. 
His labors at Hendersonville, Swannanoa, 
Stickleyville, Knoxville, and Ducktown were 
crowned with success. One of his methods was 
worthy of imitation by brothers on missionary 
and other fields. He would deliver lectures 
upon the doctrines and polity of our Church, 
thereby disarming opposition and often winning 
over his hearers to Methodism. There was in 
Brother Pickens such a fullness and harmony 
of the Christian graces that the people were at- 
tracted by his ministrations. One of the neatest 
of men, modest, kind, unselfish, he was a good 
preacher, a faithful, sympathetic friend. No 
wonder the people loved him dearly. In June, 
1883, he was married to Miss Lou McLeod, of 
Ducktown, a lady every way fitted to be his com- 
panion. But alas! their sorrow soon came, for 
on August 28 he fell from a peach-tree, the small 
of his back striking a stump, a part of the same 
tree that had been sawed off near the ground. 
His wound was fatal. Paralysis ensued. His 
sufferings were great, but his soul was happy and 
his tongue was full of praise. Conference came 
in October, and he was granted a superannuated 
relation. He lingered till November 30th. On 
the morning of that day he asked his devoted 
wife to tell him whether the doctors thought he 
was about to die. Learning this to be so, he 
took her by the liand, begging her not to grieve 
for him, as they would soon meet again. He 
then extolled the mercy and goodness of God. 
About his last utterance was, “ O the goodness 
of God!” He soon fell asleep. He was buried 
with Masonic honors. A large concourse of 
people wept over his grave as children over a 
departed father. He has ceased from his labors, 
but his works do follow him. Sweet is the savor 
of his name.

William C. Green was born in Madison 
county, Tennessee; and died at his home in Cal- 
houn county, Mississippi, May 9, 1884. His 
ministerial life began in the Memphis Confer- 
ence, into which he was admitted on trial in 
1856. As to the time of his conversion and 
union with the Church we have no iiositive in- 
formation. In 1868 he was received into full 
connection in the Conference, and ordained dea- 
cx»n by Bishop Paine; and in 1860 he was or- 
dained elder by Bishop Pierce. After traveling 
for several years, he was compelled by failing 
health to ask for a supernumerary relation, 
which relation he sustained for two years. Be- 
ing somewliat restored to health, he again en- 
tered upon the active work of the ministry, and 
thus continued for several years. He became a 
member of the North Mississippi Conference at 
its organization in 1870, from which date he 
was superannuated most of the time until his 
death. Brother Green was a good preacher — 
sound in doctrine and pleasant in delivery. He 
delighted in pastoral work, and was popular 
with those among whom he labored. His last 
years were characterized by growth in grace 
and increase in love to God. He loved the 
Church, and for her was willing to spend and 
be spent, prizing beyond his highest joy Iwr 
hymns of love and praise. A go<xl an(l true 
minister has fallen; his work is done, his re- 
ward is on high. After years of itinerant life, 
he was permitted to die at home surrounded by 
his devoted family, feeling that 

Jesus can make a dying-bed 
Feel soft as downy pillows are. 

He rests from his labors, and his works follow 
him. 

Richard Harrison Davis, youngest son of 
Dr. R. H. Davis, was born at or near Atlanta, 

Chickasaw county. Miss., December 31, 1861. 

Under careful Christian training he was convert- 
ed to God in his eleventh year, and immediately Columbus Circuit, 
joined the Church. He was licensed to preach 
in 1880, and at the ensuing Conference was ad- 
mitted on trial into the traveling connection. 

His appointments in the Conference were Buena 
Vista, Wesley, and Eureka circuits, and Rosedale 
Station. At the Conference of 1882 he was or- 
dained a deacon by Bishop McTyeire. He 
died near Senatobia, Miss., November 26, 1884, 
in peace with God and man. His career was 
short, full of Christian activity, and has ended 
in triumph.

James C. Crews was born in Halifax coun- 
ty, Virginia, January 9, 1807. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Frances Estes December 23, 1828. 
In 1830 he emigrated to Tennessee, and settled 
in Weakley county. In March, 1835, he moved 
to Obion county, where he made his home until 
he died. He embraced religion in August, 1834. 
How soon after that he began to preach we have 
not been able to learn, but he was for many 
years a prominent preacher in the Methodist 
Protestant Church. Indeed, lie was for a num- 
ber of years President of the Conference of that 
Church, showing the high esteem in which he 
was held among his brethren. Brother Crews, 
being convinced that the M. E. Church, South, 
in addition to the fact of holding the same doc- 
trines, had a system of government much more 
efficient for doing good, sought admission into 
her communion. He was received into the M. 
E. (Jiurch, South, in 1859, by J. H. Garrett, on 
Dyersburg Circuit, and was duly recognized as 
an elder. He w’as admitted into the Memphis 
(Conference as a traveling elder, and for several 
years did acceptable work. His liealth failing, 
he wits placed on the superannuated list, where 
he remained to the time of his death. Brother 
Crews was for awhile in the Confederate army, 
and was a good soldier. In that service he con- 
tracted the disease that killed him. He was 
esteemed among his brethren and neighbors as 
a good man, and was much beloved. He died 
iSepteraber 7, 1884, in the seventy-seventh year 
of his age. 

Richard N. Freeman was born in Tippah 
county, Mississippi, November 5, 1854. His 
parents removed to Marshall county, Mississip- 
pi, and settled near Holly Springs; and there 
he was brought up. His father, the Rev. Al- 
fred Freeman, who Avas a local preacher in our 
(Church, and his mother were people of sterling 
worth and deep piety, “full of faitli and the 
Holy Ghost.” They were blessed with a large 
family of sons and daughters, all of whom made 
excellent citizens and active members of the 
Church of their parents. Two of the sons be- 
came preachers — the oldest, the Rev. T. G. 
Freeman, of the North Mississippi Conference; 
and the j’oungest, the subject of this sketch. 
Through the influence of home training and the 
public means of grace, Richard was soundly 
converted to God at about the age of eighteen. 
March 20, 1875, he was licensed to preach. 
His very first public efibrts astonished his 
friends, and gave promise of a brilliant future. 
Modesty almost amounting to diffidence ivas a 



prominent trait in his character. Associated 
with this were a grace of manner and an ele- 
gance of diction of rare quality. Added to all 
these were evidences of a consciousness of di- 
vine acceptance and manifestations of the di- 
vine presence and power w'hich marked him as 
“a chosen vessel.” He was at school at Monte- 
zuma, Tenn., under Dr. W. M. Patterson, at the 
time the latter was appointed Superintendent 
of the Central Mexican Mission, and it was 
only by the strongest arguments and earnest 
persuasion that his friends kept him from leav- 
ing school and going wdth his teacher. The 
latter half of the year 1877 he was employed 
as a su{)ply on the Holly Springs Circuit; and 
there, among the people who had known him 
from his childhood, he was honored and great- 
ly blessed in his labors. He was admitted on 
trial in the traveling conr.ection in the Mem- 
phis Conference, at Jackson, Tenn., December 
2, 1878, and appointed to the Springdale Cir- 
cuit, near the city of Memphis, Avhich he served 
with great acceptability and usefulness for three 
successive years. In the summer and fall of 
1879 the yellow' fever prevailed in Memphis, as 
it had done the previous year. The epidemic, 
spreading out into the bounds of Brother Free- 
man’s circuit, presented to him the question of 
his duty in the premises. He said to a friend: 
“ Life is sweet, and yet it would be worth noth- 
ing to me were I recreant to duty. 1 know the 
danger; but I know' in whom 1 trust, and liv- 
ing or dying I have no fear.” This declaration 
of yojing b reeman was l)orn of the same spirit 
that prompted the avow'al of the great apostle 
to the Gentiles, “I am ready not to be bound 
only, but to die at Jerusalem for the name of 
tlie Lord Jesus.” Brother Freeman having 
solved the question of duty, the sick and the 
dying and the l)ereave<l found in him a true 
pastor. On his circuit parents pointed to him 
as an example for their sons, and the charge 
reluctantly yielded its claim upon him at the 
end of three years. He was ordained deacon 
at Mayfield, Ky., by Bishop Kavanaugh in No- 
vember, 1879, and elder by Bishop McTyeire, 
at Union City, on December 15, 1883. In the 
winter of 1881-2 he was appointed to Bolivar 
Station, where he remained for six months. By 
this time the missionary fire, which luul been 
kindled in him years before, became so hot that 
he could refrain no longer, and he resigned his 
pleasant village charge, among friends, greatly 
to their sorrow and regret, and went to an un- 
tried field to take his cliances among strangers. 
His first appointment was to the English-speak- 
ing congregation in the City of Mexico. Thougli 
this charge had been served for years by men 
of large experience and eminent ability, and 
though it was composed of members of nearly a 
dozen different denominations, yet so w'ell and 
so acceptably did young Freeman fill this deli- 
cate and responsible place that at the end of 
his first year he was unanimously elected for 
another year. In the fall of 1883 he returned 
to his native land, and while here attended a 
session of the North Mississippi Conference 
held in the city of Oxford, where at the anni- 
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versary of the Church Extension Society, as one 
of the speakers of the occasion, he presented 
the cause so clearly and with such burning 
eloquence as to enlist the vast audience present 
in belialf of the cause. He attended also the 
session of the Memphis Conference held in 
Union City, Tenn., and presented the cause of 
the Central Mexican Mission before the breth- 
ren of this his own Conference, fascinating the 
members and the large audience by his beauti- 
ful address, and with his words of zeal and 
knowledge contributed to the instruction and 
delight <jf all. On December 5, 1883, Brother 
Freeman was united in marriage to Miss Lucy 
L. Barton, daughter of the Kev. W. P. and 
Mrs. Lucy L. Barton, of the Korth Mississippi 
Conference, and in a few weeks, with his lovely 
bride, he took his departure to his distant field 
of labor, and then in a few more short weeks, 
on the 28th day of January, 1884, he received 
his discharge from the great Head of the Church 
who said, ’Tis enough, come up higher,” and 
went up to join the martyred host around the 
throne of G<M. He died expressing the greatest 
confidence in the final success of the cause to 
which he had consecrated himself and in which 
he was now sacrificing his noble young life. 
He died of that dreadful disease small-pox, 
having been ministered to by his self-sacrificing 
young wife till she was stricken down with the 
same disease, and then he was ministered to by 
other kind people of his charge and by his 
fellow-laborer in the gospel, the Rev. Joseph 
2sorwood. His name is embalmed in the hearts 
of his congregation and brother missionaries, as 
is shown by the monument erecteil over his re- 
mains, and will go to the pages of history and 
be placed among the noble heroes of the cross, 
who “ counted all things but loss for the excel- 
lencv of the knowledge of Christ Jesus their 
Lord.” 

James B. Currie, the son of Dr. C J. and 
Mrs. M. E. Currie, was born in Woodrufi county, 
Arkansas, August 13, 1852. He embraced re- 
ligion in his nineteenth year, and joined the 
Methodist Eijiscopal Church, South, and was 
remarkable for his piety. He was educated at 
the University of Mississippi, at Oxford, and 
afterward taught in several public schools in 
that State. Here he joined the “ Free Method- 
ist Church” (a small sect), and was ordained 
an elder among them. He afterward removed 
to Lauderdale county, Tennessee, and was be- 
sought to organize a Free Methodist Church 
there; but he declined, and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. In 1881 lie was 
admitted on trial into the Memphis Conference 
as an elder, and was appointed to Tiptonville 
Circuit. That year he married Miss Alice W. 
Currie, of Lauderdale county. He was next 
appointed to Clinton Circuit. His last charge 
was Columbus Station. He died June 25, 1884, 
in great peace. 

William S. Malone, M.D., was born in 
Limestone county, Alabama, Sei>tember5, 1849, 
and died in the city of Memphis, Tenn., Janu- 



ary 24, 1884. He was converted at ten years 
of age, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, at Bethlehem, near Capleville, 
Shelby county, Tenn., in the fall of 1871. He 
graduated at the Louisville Medical College, 
Kentucky, and continued in the practice of 
medicine successfully for seven years. During 
this time, his pastor, the Kev. David Leith, 
having good reason to believe that he was exer- 
cised on the subject of preaching, had frequent 
conversations with him upon his call to the 
ministry. In the fall of 1875 he was licensed 
as a local predcher, in which relation he labored 
until the fall of 1878, when he was received on 
trial in the Memphis Conference. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop McTyeire in Novem- 
ber, 1880, and elder by the same Bishop in De- 
cember, 1882. He filled several circuits in the 
Memphis Conference with great acceptability 
and usefulness. He was pastor of the Georgia 
Street Methodist Church, Memphis, Tenn., at 
the time of his death. Our brother’s career in 
the ministry was short, but marked with good 
results. After joining the Conference, he be- 
came a thoroughly consecrated man. It was 
this that enabled him to surrender a paying 
profession, and adjust himself to the privations 
incident to the life of an itinerant minister; 
so self-sacrificing, laborious, and enthusiastic, 
he would not at times withhold himself from 
service which seemed quite beyond his physical 
strength. It seemed to be his highest pleasure 
to give labor without reserve, and if need be to 
endure suffering for the sake of souls. The 
love of Christ was the constraining influence 
which kept him upon the line of a spiritual 
and practical progression. Intellectually he 
was well endowed, with an analytical cast of 
mind. He loved to study the doctrines of the 
Church, that he might the better expound them 
to the edification ol believers and to the convic- 
tion of the irreligious. He had his own pecul- 
iar style of delivery, wliich was without effort 
at display — smooth, easy, gentle, and persua- 
sive. The word preached by him was the power 
of God unto the salvation of many who be- 
lieved. His deep piety and earnest Christian 
zeal impressed itself uiion all who knew him. 
In disposition and manner he was well adapted 
to his work. Refined and cultivated, perhaps 
he was never known to lower himself beneath 
the standard of a truly dignified minister of 
the gospel. Of sprightly temper, fair social 
qualities, polite and elegant in bearing, he 
was at the same time unpretentious and unself- 
ish, which at once introduced him into the 
confidence of strangers and opened the way for 
his ministrations. Our brother has left a beau- 
tiful record. His life has been given in faith- 
ful service for "the good of his fellows. With 
his Master on high he has found the promised 
reward.

George Matheavs Gilmore was born in 
Wilcox county, Alabama, on May 10, 1834; And 
dietl at the parsonage of East Feliciana Circuit, 
in the town of Clinton, La., on Sunday morn- 
ing, May 11, 1884, aged fifty years. Our in- 
formation of his early life is limited. He be- 
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lonjjcd to an old Methodist family, his father 
haviiif? been a local preacher for many years. 
Having been thns reared in a Christian home, 
and under the inilnence of godly examples, his 
mind and heart receive<l the impress of the 
Christian religion at an early age, and he was 
soon converted and added to the Church. In 
1800 he was licensed to preach hy the Quarter- 
ly Conference of the Clark Circuit (at that 
time in the Alabama Ojnference), Rev. J. T. 
Heard being the presiding elder. This Quar- 
terly Conference was held at the Old Jdberty 
Church, then a camp-ground, a place full of 
sacred memories. He served the Church as a 
local preacher Irr a number of years, and at 
the outbreak of the war he enlisted as a private 
soldier in the Thirty-seventh Mississippi Reg- 
iment, and exercised his ministry acceptably 
and successfully amongst his army comrades. 
His army record was good, having discharged 
his duties faithfully as a soldier, and main- 
tained his Christian integrity in the midst of 
all the temptations and dissipations of camp- 
life. ScK)ii after the war, in tlie month of De- 
cember, I860, he was most happily married to 
Miss M. E. Phillips, daughter of Captain \V. 
C. Phillips, of Clark county, Mississippi, with 
whom he lived eighteen years. Brother Gil- 
more was extremely fortunate in his marriage, 
securing a companion who made his home a 
charming one, and who clung to him and sym- 
pathized with him in all his itinerant wander- 
ings and labors. To them were born six chil- 
dren, live of whom are living to mourn the 
death of a kind father. He was admitted on 
trial as a traveling preacher in the Alabama 
Conference in 1867, at Marion, Ala., and was 
appointed to the Bladen Springs Circuit. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop AVightman, at 
Enterprise, Miss., November 25, 186(3; and was 
ordained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh, at Me- 
ridian, Miss., December 20, 1879. During the 
seventeen years of his itinerant life he served 
the following charges: Bladen Springs Circuit, 
Clark Circuit, Paulding Circuit, McGowan Cir- 
cuit, North Warren Circuit, Marion Circuit, 
China Grove Circuit, and East Feliciana Cir- 
cuit.- Circumstances compelled him to locate 
once or twice, but he was never satisfied in that 
relation ; and when he was readmitted the last 
time he resolved never to leave the itinerant 
ranks again while he lived, and he kept his 
vow. Brother Gilmore’s conversion was clear 
and powerful. He has olten been heard to say 
that he had never doubted his conversion. 
Such a work of grace in the beginning laid the 
foundation for the development of a splendid 
Christian character and a ministry full of the 
power of the Holy Ghost. He was singularly 
gifted in prayer. When sinners were hard 
and unyielding, or when penitents were weep- 
ing around the altar, crying for mercy, he would 
pour out his soul in the most thrilling language. 
(3ften his cup of joy would run over, and he 
would praise God aloud. He was a successful 
revivalkst, and many souls have been converted 
under his ministry, who will add to his crown 
of rejoicing. His health began to decline some 



four years ago, while he was on the Marion 
Circuit, and he had never experienced a well 
day from that time until the day of his death, 
although by his own request he was retained in 
the etlective relation in the Conference and re- 
ceived appointments each year. In 1881 he 
served the China Grove Circuit, but was dis- 
abled for a good jK)rtion of the year. Still the 
people said, “Send Brother Gilmore back to us 
another year, sick or well,” and he was returned. 
Last year he was appointed to East Feliciana 
Circuit, and resided at Clinton, La. The mo.st 
of the time last summer he was not able to till 
his pulpit, but in the fall he rallied, appeared 
to be improving rapidly, and at the meeting of 
the Conference in Natchez his friends enter- 
tained hopes of his recovery. But alas! as 
sj)ring opened they soon realized that their 
hopes had been in vain. He took his bed on 
April 1, and never rose again. His physician. 
Dr. O. P. Langworthy, assisted by occasional 
visits from Drs. Carruth and Hooper, labored 
faithfully, bravely, tenderly to save his life. 
Every thing was done for him that human skill 
and kind attention could do, but these could not 
avail. He suflered a great deal, but God was 
with him. He talked about his approaching 
death as if he was only going on a journey, soon 
to return. Often, during tlie last two or three 
days, he quoted this passage: “For we know 
that if our earthly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, a house 
not made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 
Then, when his sufferings would appear to be 
most intense, he would say, “ Lord, let now thy 
servant depart in peace.” His last \vords were, 
“ Thy will be done.” He died just before eight 
.o’clock, on Sunday, May 11, 1884, thus going 
to heaven on a beautiful Sabbath morning.

AI.FRED Dougeass Gaskill, M.D., was 
born in Humpbreys county, Tennessee, Decem- 
ber 3, 1804; and died at Abilene, Taylor coun- 
ty, Texas, January 14, 1884. He wius the son 
of Evan and Nancy Gaskill, and emigrated 
with his parents to Alabama when quite young. 
He professed religion at about seventeen years 
of age, and early giving evidences of the zeal 
that characterized bis life, he commenced to 
exhort sinners to repentance. He sustained 
the relation of exhorter for three years, and 
wiis licensed to preach at twenty. He remained 
a c^uiet, zealous local preacher for about ten 
years. At about thirty he ventured into the 
mercantile business with a man of experience 
without money. The ungrateful man erelong 
had all the money; while his partner, an art- 
less, honest man that he was, had much expe- 
rience, but was robbed of his means. To pay 
the claims of the mercantile establishments he 
used every means, and mostly by teaching school 
succeeded in paying every farthing. After clear- 
ing himself of these embarrassments, he studied 
medicine, and after long and careful prej)ara- 
tion commenced to practice, and that too with 
wonderful success. The praying, conscientious, 
careful physician — how could any thing but 
success attend his practice? In 1843 he mar- 
ried Miss Louisa Kidd, of Parkersville, Ala., 
and continued to practice his profession and 
preach the gospel in Alabama up to 1846. At 
that time he moved to North Mississippi, re- 
maining there but four years. He moved to 
Louisiana in the w’inter of 1850-1, and from 
thence to Etistern Texas in 1867. During the 
fifteen years he labored in Louisiana he had an 
appointment twenty miles distant that he met 
once a month during the whole time, being 
compelled to make the round trip in the same 
day. During the revival season he was con- 
stantly at work in the pulpit and altar. In 
1867, after moving to Texas, lie joined the itin- 
erancy, and from that time till the day of his 
death, at the advanced age of nearly eighty 
years, W'as an active, faithful itinerant preacher. 
Thus it will be seen that the subject of this 
sketch w’as more than an ordinary man. 

Such rare exceptions shining in the dark 

Prove, rather tlian impeach, the just remark. 

Dr. Gaskill was remarkable for his physical en- 
dowments. Up to a few days before his death 
he was as agile as a boy, moving wdth a quick, 
elastic step, attending witli Metluxlistic care to 
all the duties of a pastor. In walking, riding. 



or preaching, he was as full of vital power as a 
man of forty years. Tliis physical vigor was 
largely due to his knowledge and close ob- 
servance of the laws of health. He felt that 
“cleanliness is next to godliness,” and was tem- 
perate in all things. He ate sparingly and only 
of such things as were wholesome; used neither 
tobacco, c'oflee, nor wine, only under the most 
pressing circumstances, and he never even tast- 
ed coffee. Intellectually he was a giant. Dr. 
Gaskill was born in a country and at a time 
when intelligent training was not so easily to 
be had as at present. f:^hools were scarce in 
that then frontier country, and those to be had 
were of the poorer class. His preaching was 
practical, present work being the object; Meth- 
odistic largely after the style of the fathers, log- 
ically laying down well-defined projxjsitions, 
and reasoning with force to just conclusions, his 
vocabulary was good, though sometimes imper- 
fect. Like most earnest men of God, he w’as 
largely dependent upon the “divine breath 
that blows” for the wonderful power he some- 
times wielded in the pulpit, llis friends and 
those who lived in Ellis county will remember 
his pulpit efforts. Hundreds have heard his 
clarion voice as he w'as calling them to turn to 
a bleeding Saviour. Much people followed and 
thronged him. At Sardis alone, in company 
with Price and one or two others, he labored in 
the first camp-meeting ever held on that historic 
spot. Hundreds of souls were converted. The 
exact number will not be known this side the 
bar. The pastoral work was his chief delight. 
The employment suited his aggressive soul. He 
said, time and again: “I am growing old. I 
don’t want to locate. I want to die with the 
harness on.” God answered his prayer, and 
called him, like Pierce and Summers, in the 
midst of his labor. So anxious was he about 
llis charge that he had his steward write to his 
presiding elder to come at once to him. He 
w'anted to turn his work over and make his last 
earthly report. God was with him, and filled 
his sick-room all the time. As a preacher he 
was not wise above that that is written, but 
modest, not conceited, not dictatorial, not en- 
vious, but willing to condescend to men of low 
estate, to work wherever and whenever he could 
for the glory of God. He believed that if he 
had true merit the world would find it out and 
accord him his true place. He was a man of 
vital piety. He loved God, prayed much, and 
enjoyed the communion of the Spirit. He was 
a gentleman — urbane, scrupulously careful of 
the feelings of others. His moral character was 
spotless. But he has gone. We bless God for 
his acquaintance and intluence. He leaves two 
sons, both grown and in business, men against 
whom there is naught, and in many respects 
resembling their father. Miss Minnie, his only 
daughter, finds a home in the family of the eld- 
er brother, the glorifietl spirit of the wife and 
mother having long since gone to the reward 
above. 

Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy. 
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William C. liRoniE, son of W. B. and 
Georgia Ann Brodie, was born November 4, 
185"), at C’ane Hill, Washington county. Ark. 
He was converted at home, when bfteen years 
of age, August 15, 1871, and joined the M. E. 
Ghurch, South. He was licensed to exhort in 
his twentieth year, October 27, 1875, at Evans- 
ville, on Boonsboro Circuit, Fayetteville District, 
Arkansas Conference, Janies A. Walden, pre- 
siding elder. He was licensed to preach Octo- 
ber 30, 1875, on Boonshoro Circuit, Fayetteville 
District, Arkansas Conference, at Cincinnati, 
Ark., II. M. Welch, Secretary. He traveled as a 
supply on Canadian and Salisaw circuits until 
March, 1870, at which time Salisaw was given 
to another preacher. In 1877 he returned to 
Canadian Circuit. June 17, 1877, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Nellie Farmer, of Sunset, McLen- 
nan county, Texas. He joined the Arkansas 
Conference in October, 1877 ; was transferred 
from that Conference by Bishop Kavanaugh to 
the North-west Texas Conference, and was re- 
ceived by Bishop Wightman during the session 
which convened at Waco December 5, 1877. 
He was appointed to Corsicana Circuit, and 
after serving it six months was forced to aban- 
don the work and teach school to support him- 
self and wife. He did not attend the session 
of the Conference held at Belton in 1878, on 
account of a violent attack of neuralgia, in con- 
sequence of which he received no work; and 
was local the ensuing year ( 1879). Not feeling 
content with what he could accomplish in the 
local ranks, he reentered the North-west Texas 
Conference at Fort Worth in October, 1879, and 
was sent to Fort Griffin Mission, where he la- 
bored most willingly and faithtully. In the fall 
of 1880 he was sent to Coleman Mission. In 
1881 he was sent to Comanche Circuit. In 1882 
he was sent to Lampasas Station; in 1883, to 
Burnet Station, where he labored till July 15, 
1884, when, about three o’clock p.m., “he fell 
on sleep.” His last utterance was, “I am going 
to the land that flows with milk and honey.” 
Brother Brodie was ordained deacon in 1880, 
and elder in 1883. His last charge was Burnet 
Station, where he had intrenched himself in 
the aflections of all the people, both of his own 
Church and other denominations, and those 
outside as well. He was a fine specimen of a 
true Christian gentleman. Had he lived and 
been blessed with health, the day was not far 
distant when any pulpit of Texas would hav’e 
welcomed his ministrations. He was emphat- 
ically a student. On the day of his funeral the 
large audience present sincerely sympathized 
with his wife and two little boys. There was 
not a person present who did not weep. Death 
has severed the silken cord that bound those 
two hearts together, and left the devoted wife 
alone with her little babes. But in the darkest 
hour grace sustained her, and at the grave she 
gazed for the last time upon the noble face of 
her husband, exclaiming: “Farewell, Willie, 
but, thank God, not forever!” Let the whole 
Church keep a warm place in its heart for this 
noble woman and the children of our fallen 
watchman.

James Graham was born in the State of 
Pennsylvania March 1, 181.5; and had he lived 
to his next birthday, would have completed his 
three-score and ten years. He was converted 
at an early age, and entered the ministry. He 
went to the State of Arkansjis, and was there 
ordained a deacon by Bishop Andrew, at the 
Conference held at Fayetteville November 10, 
1 839 ; was ordained elder by Bishop Morris, at 
Batesville, November 14, i841. His first aj>- 
pointment wsis from Bishop Andrew to an In- 
dian mission in the Indian Territory in 18.39- 
40. He came to Texas, and traveled Clarksr 
ville Circuit in 1841. He organized the first 
Methodist Church in Paris, and with the aid of 
his wife built up Paris Female Institute. He 
was happily united in marriage to Mi.ss Marv 
Weathered, a lady of fine culture and Christian 
character, about 1841 (>r 1842. It is said that 
this lady educated him, saying she preferred to 
take the rough diamond and j>olish it to her 
own notion; and well did she perform her tvork. 
For two or three years he taught in Lebanon, 
Tenn., and the remainder of his time was spent 
in active labors in Church and school in and 
around Paris, Texas. He went to Daingerfield, 
and remained there three or four years. In 
1851 he went back to Paris. In 1868 he gave 
up the school for the active ministrv’. In 1869 
he was supernumerary on Paris Circuit. In 
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1870-1 he served Clarksville Circuit. In 1872 
-3 he was on Bonham Circuit. In 1874-5 he 
was on Koxton Circuit; in 1876, on Rohhins- 
ville Circuit; in 1877, on Mt. Pleasant Circuit. 
In 1878-9 he served Atlanta Circuit. In 1880 
he was appointed to Van Alstyne Circuit; after 
Avhich, his health failing, he was passed to the 
roll of honor militant, ami was superannuated, 
lie died at his home in Paris November 4, 1884, 
leaving a record of a well-spent life and a con- 
secrated ministry. In his last illness he told 
his friends that he had not prayed for some 
time. Prayer had given way to praise. He 
tlid not need to pray. ‘‘All is now thanksgiv- 
ing and praise, all perfect peace.” May God 
bless his triumphant death to the good of all, 
and comfort his bereaved family ! 

James H. Shaw was brought up in the town 
of Paris, Texas. His mother was a poor wid- 
ow. James was apprenticed, and learned the 
tinner’s trade. The dates of liis conversion and 
call to the ministry are not within our reach. 
He was for several years a local preacher, but 
was admitted on trial in the North Texas Con- 
ference in 1878, and ordained a deacon at the 
same date by Bishop Keener. That year he 
served Eobbinsville Circuit. In 1879 lie again 
served Robbinsville Circuit. He was appoint- 
ed to Cooper Mission in 1880, and to Paris Cir- 
cuit in 1881. In 1882 he served Woodland Cir- 
cuit, and was supernumerary on the same in 1883 
and 1884, when he died. Brother Shaw was a 
faithful worker. He loved the Church, and 
served her from a sense of duty and from affec- 
tion. When about to die he said, “Yes, I am 
about to die,” and repeated several verses of tlie 
one hundred and third Psalm: “Bless the Lord, 
O my soul, and all that is within me bless his 
holy name.” When his voice failed he sunk to 
rest. Thus closed the life of this excellent 
young brother; but he had “walked with God, 
and God took liim.” His trials and sufferings 
are ended in the triumphs of heaven. We will 
pray the benedictions of God upon his family, 
and* commend his true and pious example to 
his young companions.

• Samuel G. Colburn was born December 
13, 1848, and was consequently at his death 
thirty-five years old. He joined the M. E. 
Church, South, at the e<irly age of ten years, 
and was converted at the age of fifteen, while 
attending McKenzie College. Although so 
young, he began at once to lead in the social 
meetings of the students, to the delight and ed- 
ification of all who heard him. He was licensed 
to preach and admitted on trial in the Little 
Rock Conference in tlie fall of 1865, and filled 
the following appointments: As junior preach- 
er on the Ouachita Circuit in 1866, Richmond 
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Circuit, Rock port Circuit, Devall’s Bluff’ Sta- 
tion, Hot Springs Station, Washington Station, 
Hot Springs again, Lonoke Station, Monticello 
Station. During his pastorate at Monticello 
he became connected with the Arkansas Meth- 
odist. Then he >vas sole editor. This year he 
had Liberty and Pleasant Grove in connection 
witii the paper. He was a man of great urban- 
ity of manners — a really polished man. Noth- 
ing vulgar was heard in his speech or seen in 
his life. He was true and confiding in his dispo- 
sition, and lovable in association. As a preach- 
er he was far above ordinary — chaste in style 
and earnest in manner, and never heavy and 
wearisome. He made many friends wherever 
he traveled. As a writer he was chaste and 
j)olished, and truly wielded a graceful pen. 
His race was short but brilliant, and the Master 
called him to come up higher. On the first of 
April last he fell on sleep, to wake up in glory. 
We hope the Arkansas Methodist will live as a 
monument to his memory. Our efficient, ge- 
nial Secretary, who so often called the roll of 
the Conference, has gone to answer the roll-call 
above. May we meet him there! 

Enoch L. Gaddie was born in 1828, con- 
verted in 1845, and was received on trial in the 
Ouachita Conference in 1854 — our first session. 
He was a laborious, uncomplaining itinerant, 
going wherever bid to go, whether it was mis- 
sion to white or black. Neither mountain nor 
swamp deterred him, and he was not afraid of 
lK)verty or disease. He was not a brilliant 
man, but a good one. Nobody ever called him 
great, but everybody said he was good. His 
was not a faultless ministry. He never preach- 
ed any grand sermons, but very many useful 
ones. He was well and favorably known in our 
bounds, and many will rise up to call him bless- 
ed. He was married some years ago to the 
daughter of the Rev. John Pryor, and he found 
in her a helpmeet truly. He died at Hamburg 
in August last, after much suffering. Brother 
Gaddie died grandly. It was like the entrance 
of a conquering king or mighty chieftain, after 
a hard-fought but victorious battle, returned to 
take possession of the conquered city. He en- 
tered heaven with the shout of victory and song 
on his lips, and we shall see him again. 



was a very successful minister, and hundreds 
were brought to Christ through his ministry. 
He was also a successful teacher, and eminent- 
ly useful. He did very much good in leading 
children to Christ and in awakening an inter- 
est in Christianity. In 1860 he was readmitted 
into the Tennessee Conference and transferred 
to the Ouachita Conference, and appointed to 
Magnolia Circuit. In 1861 he was on Hemp- 
stead Circuit. He worked just as long as he 
w'as able, and only retired when forced by age 
to retire. His retirement to the superannuated 
relation was the one great trial of his life. O 
how hard to be laid aside and give up our loved 
employ! But the true man of God is to learn 
to suffer as well as to do his Master’s will. His 
afflictions were long and painful, but O how 
uncomplainingly and patiently he bore them! 
He was a fine doctrinal preacher, and w’as well 
versed in Methodist theology. He loved Meth- 
odism, and sought to rear his family in and for 
the Church, and he made no failure. Plis son is 
a minister, and both daughters were ministers’ 
wives. He is gone. The old man, with his 
bruised and battered shield, conquered the last 
enemy, and triumphantly entered the home of 
his God.

Joseph G. Ward, son of the Rev. James 
Ward, was born in Botetourt county, Virginia, 
August 29, 1806, and was brought ttp in Jeffer- 
son county, Kentticky, where his father settled 
in 1807. He professed religion in 1826, was li- 
censed to preach October 26, 1828, and joined 
the Kentucky Conference the same year. His 
first appointment was Cumberland Circuit as 
junior preacher. He traveled in this Confer- 
ence till 1833, and was forced to ask a location 
to attend to some important business, but he 
was still laborious and useful. He only re- 
mained local a year or two, and returned to the 
Conference and continued to travel till 1841, 
when he again located, and soon after removed 
to Tennessee, where he engaged in teaching. 
The Minutes of the Conference show that he

John B. Tullis was born in Edgefield Dis- 
trict, South Carolina, August 8, 1825. He was 
the son of Newel Tullis, and had five brothers 
and two sisters, all of whom died early. In a 
journal kept by him is the following: “At a 
camp-meeting held at Nixbury, near Wetump- 
ka, Ala., I was born of the Spirit, October 4, 
1842. On the 14th of the same month I at- 
tached myself to the M. E. Church, and was li- 
censed to preach October 7, 1847 ; recommend- 
ed to the Annual Conference, and received on 
trial at Montgomery, in February, 1848, and 
transferred by Bishop Paine to the East Texas 
Conference, and left in the hands of S. A. Will- 
iams, presiding elder of the San Augustine Dis- 
trict. In May following he placed me on the 
Panola Mission. On this mission I organized 
and reorganized eight small classes, leaving 
eighty-four members in the work.” In 1849 he 
traveled the Upshur Mission, organized a church 
in the town of Gilmer, with seven members. 
He held the first camp-meeting which was ever 
held at old Fort Crawford, in Harrison county. 
This year his lal)ors were crowned with success. 
At the close of the year he was received into 
full connection in the East Texas Conference, 
and ordained deacon by Bishop Paine. In 1850 
he traveled the Nacogdoches Circuit, in 1851 
the Clarksville Circuit, and returned in 1852. 
At the close of this year he was ordained elder 
by Bishop Paine. In 1853 and 1854 he filled 
the Marshall Station. On the 14th of Novem- 
ber, 1854, he was married to Miss Matilda Jane 
Blakemore, of Harrison county. In 1855 he 



was stationed at Henderson, hut owing to severe 
affliction, he did not enter upon his work until 
the last of January. In his journal he wrote 
as follows: “I came near leaving this world 
for a bright home in heaven.” The Dallas 
District was formed this year, and he was ap- 
j)ointed presiding elder for three consecutive 
years, 1856-8. In 1859-60 he was presiding 
elder of the Palestine District ; in 1861 he wts 
stationed at Marshall ; in 1862 he traveled the 
Harrison Circuit ; in 1863-4 he was presiding 
elder of the Marshall District. On this work 
his voice failetl so as to preclude the possibility 
of preaching. Here closed his effective labors, 
which had been most efficient for seventeen 
years. Dr. Tullis has served as Secretary of 
his ('onference, as President in the absence of a 
Bishop, and was twice elected a delegate to the 
General Conference; showing the ap})rcciation 
of his brethren, as well as their confidence in 
his ability to serve and fidelity in the discharge 
of duties enjoined. In his palmy days he occu- 
pied a place in the front ranks, and was greatly 
endeared to his brethren in the ministry, and 
no less so to the people he faithfully served. By 
a mysterious. Providence he became disabled in 
the prime of life, and was compelled to “lay 
his armor by,” when he would most willingly 
have spent a life-time in his Mastei*’s service. 
After he sustained a superannuated relation t» 
his Conference, he applied himself to the study 
of dentistry, attended lectures at a dental col- 
lege, and qualified himself for the practice of 
the profession, receiving a liberal share of pat- 
ronage ; and was a contributor to the Ohio l)ai- 
tal Joui'nal. He had two sons. Edward, the 
eldest, graduated first at Emory and Henry Col- 
lege, and afterward at Vanderbilt University, 
which conferred on him the degree of Ph.D. 
He too was a Methodist preacher of much prom- 
ise. It was a heavy stroke of Providence which 
called this young, talented, amiable, and pious 
son to his reward in heaven. None felt it more 
keenly than did his now sainted father. Little 
did he think that so soon he would be permit- 
ted to unite with his beloved Edward in prais- 
ing the God of their salvation. His death oc- 
curred at his residence in Marshall, Texas, on 
the morning of the 19th of June last, and was 
doubtless as unexpected to himself as it was to 
his family and friends, as he had enjoyed his usr.- 
al health up to a few days before his demise. 
Our brother is greatly missed at Marshall. His 
office was a pleasant resort for the preachers 
visiting the city, who were met with a smile 
and a cordial reception, and pleasantly enter- 
tained. He kept posted in affairs of Church 
and State. While he was not slow to censure 
wrong-doing, he never failed to approve the 
right. Most of all, he wdll be missed by his 
greatly bereaved companion and only son. 
They are now left to mourn the absence of the 
one who “shared their sorrows and increased 
their joys.” An appropriate funeral-discourse 
was delivered at the Methodist church by the 
Rev. R. W. Thompson, to a large and sympa- 
thizing audience, after which the Ma.sons per- 
formed their impressive burial-service, led by a 
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Christian brother of the Protestant Episcopal 
Churcli. A large concourse of citizens in solemn 
procession followed his remains to the Marshall 
Cemetery, where, along-side his deceased son, 
his dust will repose until all who are in their 
graves will awake and come to judgment. We 
cannot but fondly hope that our fallen comrade 
will have a part in the first resurrection. We 
extend oiir sympathies and prayers to the be- 
reaved widow and son, hoping that this afflictive 
disj)cnsation of Providence will he sanctified to 
their good. 

Edavari) P. Rogers died at his residence, 
near Jacksonville, Texas, February 2h, 1884. 
Our deceased brother was a native Texan. His 
l)arents lived for many years on the frontier 
of Texas, and were not religiously inclined; so 
he had no advantage of pious training. Under 
the ministry of the Rev. John R. Tullis, while 
traveling the Clarksville Circuit in 1857, he Avas 
ha[)pily converted and united with the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South. The same year 
he Avas licensed to preach the gospel, and was 
admitted on trial at Tyler, in the Ea.st Texas 
Conference, and appointed to the Beaumont 
Mission. In 1858 he was appointed to Shook 
Bluff; 1859, to Douglass; 1860, to Homer; 1861, 
to Milam; 1862, to San Augustine Circuit; 
1863, to Clarksville and McKenzie; 1864, re- 
turned to San Augustine; 1865, to Orange; 
1866, to Liberty; 1867, to Rusk Station; 1868, 
to Tyler Station; 1869, to Athens Circuit; 
1870-1, to Palestine Mission; 1872, to Rusk 
Circuit; 1873, to Scottville and Jonesville; 
1874, to Jacksonville Circuit; 1875, to Troup 
Circuit. From 1876 to 1882 he sustained a su- 
j»ernumerarv relation to the Conference. During 
these years he Avas actively engaged in circulat- 
ing religious literature. In 1882 the Confer- 
ence granted him a superannuated relation, 
Avhich relation he sustained to the close of life. 
As soon as eligible, he Avas ordained deacon by 
Bishop Pierce, and elder by Bishop Early. He 
Avas tAvice married, first to Miss Mary Rountree, 
by whom he had hA^e children. Three <lied ear- 
ly; the other tAA'o survive him. KnoAving our 
deceased brother as Ave have for many years, 
we can hear testimony that in ministerial de- 
portment and hdelity to God and the (_'hurch 
of his choice he leaves an example every Avay 
worthy of our imitation. During the tAA’enty- 
hve years of his effective labors, he 'vas an ac- 
ceptable preacher, a faithful pastor, and much 
beloved by the people committed to his charge. 
His sermons Avere plain, practical, and script- 
ural. He Avas- emphatically a Bible student, 
and kept his mind and heart Avell stored Avitli 
its precious truths, firmly grasping its promises. 
Just hei'ore our brother died, he said to his pre- 
siding elder (Rev. R. W. Thompson) that in the 
NeAv Testament the Saviour liad given direc- 
tions to suit all times and all people, leaving no 
room for emendation or improvement. Brothers 
Woolam and Fowler Avere Avith him in his last 
moments, receiving from his tremulous lips his 
dying-AA'ords. He said t> them: “I have per- 
fect peace Avith God. Soon I shall l^e eating 



fruit from the tree of life. I leave my children 
in the hands of my Heav’enly F'ather.” In 
scriptural language he portrayed the goodness 
of God and the joys of religion. Just before 
he breathed his last, he laid his hand upon his 
breast, saying: “() there is such a severe pain, 
but so much joy with it.” Then his triumph- 
ant spirit soared to the regions of bliss. Our 
venerable Brother Woolam closed his eyes in 
death. We tender his bereaved family our 
heart-felt condolence, and Avill pray that the 
same hand Avhich led our departed brother and 
sustained him through life, and as Ave trust, 
safely transferre<l him fron) the Church militant 
on earth to the Church triumphant, Avill in like 
manner care for the widoAV and ori)hans.

Lewis Scarboro, so well known to the mem- 
bers of the South (’arolina Conference, of which 
he had been an honored member for forty-seven 
years, passed to his reward on the morning of 
May 22, 1884. He died as the tender and in- 
nocent babe falls asleep. So easily, calmly, and 
sweetly did this venerable servant of God fall 
asleep in .Jesus, so gently was the silver cord 
loosed, that loved ones watching by his bedside 
did not know when the last breath was drawn. 
The writer spoke to him on several occlusions in 
reference to his latter end, and the answer al- 
ways quickly came that he was ready at any 
moment. All was bright. He was only wait- 
ing for his Master’s summons: “It is enough; 
come up higher.” Brother Scarboro was born 
August 6, 1809, in Montgomery county, North 
Carolina. His parents were from Virginia, but 
moved to the State of his nativity. He was 
converted and joined the Methodist Church in 
early life. Soon after he was licensed to ex- 
hort, in which capacity he exercised his gifts 
for about twelve months, when he w'as licensed 
to preach, and served one year in the locnl 
ranks. He soon felt that God had a more ex- 
tended field of usefulness for him. He there- 
fore applied for admission into the Conference, 
and was admitted in 1837. He served twenty- 
nine years on circuits, five years on missions, 
and for thirteen years he sustained the relation 
of a superannuate, which relation he held up to 
the time of his death. Our venerated and be- 
loved brother was in every sense a self-made 
man, for his educational advantages were ex- 
ceedingly limited; yet by his application and 
perseverance he rose to the plane of a useful, 
forcible, and instructive preacher. His reading 
was chiefly confined to the Bible and a few 
works of standard theology. He was well ac- 
quainted with the polity and doctrines of the 
Methodist Church, and was in every way qual- 
ified to defend her doctrines whenever assailed. 
While Brother Scarboro possessed eccentricities 
of character which with some people militated 
against his usefulness, yet we believe there were 
none who questioned his piety. He had his 
own way of preaching and his own methods of 
work, which gave to him a personality that 
sometimes attracted crowds to hear him; and 



very often those who went in curiosity to laugh 
at some of his peculiarities went away con- 
science-stricken to weep and pray. The active 
labors of his ministry extended from the mount- 
ains to where the tide eblis and flows, and many 
were the souls added to the Church through his 
instrumentality, and many will l>e the stars that 
shall beautify his crown in the day of the I»rd 
Jesus. His lx)dy sleeps at old Miller’s Church, 
in Marion county, to await the resurrection 
morn. “ Well done, thou go(xi and faithful serv- 
ant ; enter thou into the joy of thy Ixird.” 

John Finger was lx>rn in Lincoln county. 
North Carolina, Decemlier 30, 1813; and dietl 
at Williamston, 8. C., June 13, 1884. He was 
converted in August, 1843, and joined the Meth- 
odist Church at Maytonton Cam{>-meeting, in 
Union county, St>uth Carolina. He was admit- 
ted on trial in the South Carolina Conference 
in Decentber, 1848, and was a member of the 
Conference thirty-five years and six months. 
He was appointed to the Greenville Circuit in 
1849, Pickens Circuit in 1850-1, McDowell Cir- 
cuit in 1852, Morganton and McDowell in 1853 
-4, (’atawba Circuit in 1855, Tyger and Enoree 
Mission in 1856-9, Lincolnton Circuit in 1860, 
Santee Mission in 1861, Goshen Hill Circuit in 
1862-3, Pineville Circuit in 1864-5, Lincolnton 
Circuit in 1866-7, Rock Springs Circuit in 1868, 
Mt. Pleasant Circuit in 1869-70, Tumbling Cir- 
cuit in 1871-4, Pendleton Circuit in 1875, Fork 
Shoals Circuit in 1876-7, Brushy Creek Circuit 
in 1878-9. He was superannuated in 1880, 
and remained in that relation until his decease. 
He was married to Miss Hannah E. Avery, 
daughter of James and Elizabeth Avery, of 
Burke county. North Carolina, in 1853. Broth- 
er Finger was a man of medium stature. He 
had naturally a good constitution, and never 
lost a year from the effective ministry until his 
health failed and he was superannuated. Even 
after this he continued to preach, and had reg- 
ular appointments up to a few weeks before his 
death. He was a fair preacher, well versed in 
the Holy Scriptures, and wjis an earnest and 
faithful expounder of the doctrines and pre- 
cepts of our holy religion. He was a man of 
deep piety, and lived up to the rules of Meth- 
odism after the primitive style. He won the 
affections and had the confidence of the people 
wherever he went, and Christians of every 
name spoke of him in the kindest terms. Very 
early this year his health grew worse, and it 
was feared by us that his end was drawing nigh. 
He kept up, however, and worked until witliin 
a few weeks of his death. He frequently sjxike 
of his end, and expressed a readiness to depart 
and be with Christ. The night before his death 
he asked his wife for the Bible, that he might 
once more unite with her in fiimily devotion; 
and the next morning at seven o’clock he was 
stricken down while sitting up in bed, and nev- 
er spoke again. At four o’clock in the after- 
noon his spirit passed calmly and peacefully 
away. His funeral-services were conducted the 
next day in the presence of a large congrega- 
tion at the Methodist Church, and his remains 
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were laid in the Williainston cemetery, there 
to await the resurrection of the just. 

Sorvant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry'won, 

Eater thy IMaster’s joy. 

Samuel Jacob Hill was the son of a Meth- 
otlist preacher, the Rev. Jacob Hill, a inemlter 
of the South Carolina Anniutl Conference for 
forty-four years. He was horn April 19, 1835. 
His conversion was early in life. From the pe- 
riod when his character first manifested itself, 
the sterling qualities of lirmness and decision, 
stiftened by gentleness which marked his whole 
life, were apitarent. These were surmounted by 
a warmth of love for God and man which gave 
tone to his utterances and permeated his whole 
nature, winning, attracting, and developing af- 
fection wherever he was associated. He en- 
tered the Cokesbury High School in February, 
1853 ; and by studious habits and Christian char- 
acter exhibited he made for himself an honor- 
able record. While a student at Cokesbury he 
was licensed to exhort, August 21, 1853. He 
joined the South Carolina Annual Conference 
in ^Covember, 1855, and received the following 
apix>intjnents: Union Circuit, 1856; lulgelield, 
1857 ; received into full connection, 1858; Pac- 
olet Circuit, 1859; Greenville Station, 1860-1; 
AVadesboro Station, 1862-3; chaplain of a North 
Carolina regiment in the Confederate service, 
186-4-5; Sumter Circuit, 1866-7; Manning Cir- 
cuit, 1868-70; Sumter Circuit, 1871-2; Bishop- 
ville Circuit, 1873-6; Buck Swamp (Mullins) 
Circuit, 1877-80; Little Rock Circuit, 1881-3; 
Sumter Circuit, 1884. Here he ended his life 
of active useliilness, in blessed peace, on June 
14. The wisdom, strength, and beauty of his 
Christian ministerial character are held forth 
in the tact that he closed his career in the midst 
of a full current of useful acceptability, on a 
circuit and among a people to whom he had 
been four times previously appointed. As a 
preacher he was plain, clear, practical, forceful.. 
As a pastor he was adapted alike to tlie palace 
and the hut, to the home of mourning and of 
mirth, never forgetting his high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus. As a counselor he was wise 
and true. With such characteristics, the fact 
and the conclusion are alike inevitable that his 
life-work was successful. And while there is 
abundant material here for profitable elabora- 
tion, tbe attendant circumstances do not admit 
it, and the whole is comprehensively summed 
up in this truthful statement: there are seals to 
his ministry on earth, and stars to glitter in his 
immortal crown of souls won for Christ. He 
was united in marriage to Miss Martha Jane 
Rembert, of Sumter county. South Carolina, 
June 22, 1865. They were hap])ily adapted to 
each other, and their union being sanctified by 
the holiest of principles, their married life was 
unflecked by a cloud, unmarred by a single dis- 
cordant note. She and eight children survive 
him. We commit them to the God who promises 
to l)e a father to the fatherless and a husband to 
the widow. His last illness was painful and 
protracted, but he sutiered and died just as such 



a life would warrant. While his spirit is en- 
throned with the Master, his memory is em- 
balmed in our hearts. 

John B. Mas.sebeau died near Branchville, 

S. C., August 25, 1884. His father was a native 
of France; his mother, of Camden, S. C. He 
was Ikwii at the latter place, June 15, 1836. 
His ministry extended over a period of twenty- 
six years, and embraced the following charges: 
AVadesboro, Wateree Mission, Lexington, Fair- 
field, Cheraw, Yorkville, S{;artanburg Circuit, 
Pacolet, Belmont, Williston, Allendale, Lower 
Darlington, Orange, Williston and Blackville, 
and Branchville. V^ery early in life he as- 
sumed the obligations of Church-membership, 
and was noted for his devtmt and exemplary 
conduct, exerting a whole.some religious influ- 
ence over his youthful t'ompanions. When 
seeking the assurance of acceptance in Christ, 
he wrestled in j)rayer at the altar of the old 
Methodist Church in Camden till near dawn. 
There and then the true light shone upon his 
soul, never to be eclipsed, but to shine on and 
on unto heaven’s eternal day. Thenceforth his 
life was consecrated to God and to duty. When 
called to preach, he dismissed the school of 
which he was principal, and after spending 
some time at AVofi()rd College, joined the South 
Carolina Conference at its session of 1858. The 
light of his piety was steady and uniform. Free 
from the turbulence of passion and the coldness 
of indifierence, he pursued the even tenor of 
his way, discharging with godly conscientious- 
ness the high resj)onsibilities of the Christian 
ministry. In all the relationships of life ho 
exerted a tenderness, self-forgetfidness, and un- 
wavering adherence to the requirements of the 
gospel. Though not demonstrative, he was pro- 
foundly reverent and devout in spirit, without 
the slightest tinge of morbidness or ascetici.sra. 
Ever placing belore himself the highest ideals 
of truth, purity, and goodness, he had humble 
views of his own attainments; yet the erring 
and sinful found in him the tenderest consid- 
eration. The s})irit of true Christian love 
breathed in all his utterances and inspired his 
judgment respecting others. At the bedside of 
the sick and suftering, and in the abodes of 
poverty and wretchedness, his tenderest minis- 
tries were exercised. Though thoughtfully ap- 
preciative of the claims of social life, and en- 
joying its amenities, he never by word or act 
compromised or discounted his ministerial char- 
acter. No mere perfunctory performance of 
duty could satisfy a man of his mold and spir- 
it. “Beaten oil for the sanctuary” was his 
motto as a i)reacher, and his sermons indicated 
careful and prayerful preparation. His style 
was simple, chaste, and clear; his language 
adapted to the comprehension of the most illit- 
erate. His object seemed to be to make his hear- 
ers understand wdiat he conceived to be the mind 
of the Spirit, and thus lead them to Christ. A 
prominent minister, who knew him intimately, 
says: “As a preacher, he was clear, instructive, 
and spiritual. He always got into the marrow 
of his text. There were few better theologians.” 
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A thoughtful layman says: “Massebeau was 
not what is termed a revivalist, but he was a 
solid, sensible, faithful preacher, and a good 
man.” The efficiency of his pulj)it ministra- 
tions was assured and heightened by fidelity 
and faithfulness in the pastorate. The people 
whom he served bear ample and glowing testi- 
mony to this feature of his work. The facts of 
his own personal experience were interpreted 
in the light of the divine ultimatum, “All things 
work together for g(K)d to them that love God.” 
Believing in the providential direction of his 
ministerial apiauntments, he cheerfully and un- 
reservedly submitted himself to the authorities 
of the Church. Nor could any field of labor, 
however uninviting, or stress of circumstance.s, 
however unpropitious, dampen the ardor of his 
zeal or embitter his feelings toward his breth- 
ren. Genial, frank, confiding, he harbored no 
envies or jealousies toward his fellow-laborers. 
He loved them to the last “with a pure heart 
fervently.” He was a genuinely modest man. 
No one ever heard him boast of his own achieve- 
ments. None who knew him ever doubted the 
sincerity and purity of his motives. In his own 
loved home his virtues shone brightest and best. 
None who shared the hospitalities of that home 
;*an forget the cheerful, unaffected piety that 
enriched and hallowed his domestic life. The 
saintliness of his character gave assurance of 
his everlasting blessedness. Farewell, brother 
beloved. Tliy w^ork is done, thy warfare ended. 
Henceforth the star-gemmed crown and heaven- 
ly glory are thine. We shall meet again on the 
shining shore. 

Robert Lee Harper was born in the city 
of Exeter, England, July 11, 1845. When he 
was about ten years old his father moved to 
Canada. There our brother grew to manhood, 
and there he was converted, was called to 
preach, and began his ministry. After preach- 
ing about two years, his health was threatened, 
and it became necessary for him to seek a mild- 
er climate. In April, 1866, he came to Charles- 
ton, S. C. Meeting Dr, F. A. Mood, he was en- 
couraged to enter the ministry of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South. In December of 
that year he was received into the South Caro- 
lina Conference, and was sent to Cheraw. In 
1868 he was in charge of Greenville. At the 
close of this year he was transferred to the 
Memphis Conference, and was appointed to 
luka Station for 1869 and again for 1870. Dur- 
ing the latter year he returned to South Caro- 
lina, and the remainder of his life-M'ork was 
done in our midst. Our Church intrusted im- 
portant charges to Brother Harper, and he was 
worthy of every trust. From mountain to sea- 
board — in country, village, and city — he went, 
and everywhere distilled the perfume of a saint- 
ly life and proclaimed the grace which brings 
salvation. Pure in thought and word and deed, 
he lived high above the common walks of men. 
In him simplicity and gentleness were blend- 
ed w'ith solid judgment and unyielding decision. 
As a Christian his experience was clear, and his 
life harmonized with his profession, lie grew 



in grace day by day. Finally lie claimed to lie 
entirely sanctified — soul, body, mind, and spir- 
it — and others saw in him “the beauty of holi- 
ness.” As a preacher and pastor he was gifted 
and faithful. His sermons were sacred poems, 
and were delivered with the power of the Holy 
Ghost. His pastoral labors were labors to save 
the lost, to build up the believing, to comfort 
the sorrowing. His visits from house to house 
w'ere visits which sought the welfare of the souls 
committed to his care. Brother Harper was 
twice married — first to Miss Mary Sanders, of 
Cheraw, S. C.; and next to Mrs. Harriet (Japp, 
of luka, Miss. In both cases his choice was 
wise. His wives were belimiates to the man 
and to the minister. In 1880 Brother Harper’s 
health failed so rajiidly that he asked and was 
granted a supernumerary relation. Strength- 
ened by the yeai^s rest, he reported fr>r work 
in December, 1881, and was apjminted to Abbe- 
ville Station for 1882. He was returned to the 
same charge for the ensuing year. He never 
lived better nor labored more faithfully than 
during these last years. He knew the time 
was short, and with heart and lips baptized 
with celestial fire he proclaimed God’s grace 
and persuaded men to accept .Jesus. Toward 
the close of 1883 he was stricken down by dis- 
ease, and when our (Conference convened he 
seemed to be at the Ixirder-land of heaven. His 
brethren sent him a loving message, and placed 
his name on the superannuated roll. lie ral- 
lied a little, and went to his home at luka, and 
there he suffered and worshiped as his life 
ebbed fast away. As he faded his thoughts 
were divided between heaven and its compan- 
ions and the field of his earthly toil and his 
brethren of this Conference. “Tell them,” 
said he, “I love them all, and I die at my post.” 
When, on the morning of August 17, 1884, the 
sun poured its light upon the watchers at bis 
bedside, the spirit of our brother ascended with 
angelic convoy to that city which has “no need 
of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it; 
for the glory of God doth lighten it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof.” 

Thomas B. Boyd was born in Charlotte, N. 
C., November 8, 1841. In early childhood his 
parents moved to Camden, S. C.; then to York- 
ville. His educational advantages were enjoyed 
first in the King’s Mountain Military' School; 
then at the State Military' School, in Columbia, 
S. C.; and lastly at the Citadel Academy, of 
Charleston, S. C., where he remained until 
called into the field of service in the late war 
between the States, December, 1864. In 1866 
he was married to Miss Mary' J. Easterling, of 
Orangeburg county. South Carolina. Not long 
after his marriage he connected himself with 
the M. E. Church, South, and was converted to 
God at Boiling Springs Can1^-meeting. In 
1879 he was licensed to preach, and in 1880 he 
served the Boonville Circuit as a supply. In 
December, 1880, he was admitted on trial into 
the South Carolina Annual Conference. In 
1881 he served the South Abbeville Circuit. 
During the early part of this year there were 
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manifest indications of disease and bodily fail- 
ure, but he labored on in his loved employ. In 
1882-3 he was in charge of Louiston Circuit. 

In 1882 he was received by the Conference into 
full connection. He went from the Confer- 
ence sick, but he persisted in labor until May, 

1883, when he was urged by his presiding eld- 
er to rest, and his place was supplied until he 
returned in November to close up the work of 
the circuit for Conference. At the Conference 
he was granted a supernumerary relation. Dis- 
ease encHnnpassed him in its deathly grasp soon 
after the adjo\irnment of Conference, but he lan- 
guished and lingered till, on the night of April 
4, ls84, his redeemed spirit was triumijhantly 
delivered from his suftering body. He passed 
away to his heavenly reward in the forty-third 
year of his mortal life. As a preacher he was 
faithful to the last degree. Though during his 
short experiem^e as a pastor he served in mucli Williston Circuit, 
bodily weakness and sufl’ering, yet he served ef- 
ticiently. His faith was tinfailing. Through 
all his sufferings, trust in God was the stay of 
Itis soul. To a brother minister, the day before 
his tinal triumiih, he said: “1 iiave reached 
that point where there is no limit to my faith. 

No juatter how far He carries me, it cannot be 
too far to trust him. Though he slay me, yet 
will I trust him.” His mind was clear, calm, 
and peaceful to the last; his trust simple, un- 
wavering, boundless. Just a few hours before 
his spirit departed from the body he took the 
hand of his brother-in-law (who had just reached 
his bedside) in both his, and said, “The bless- 
ing of the Lord rest upon you !” Later he said, 

“ Let me fold my hands and be in an easy posi- 
tion to pray.” Amid the marked silence that 
then reigned, the calm features told the watch- 
ers that all was peace within. The end came 
at last. Without the change of a feature of his 
face, without a murmur or a sigh, gently and 
peacefully closed his life, as sinks the sun be- 
neath the empurpled glories of the west, to rise 
with a more resplendent light upon the coming 
day. He bequeathed to the Church he loved 
so well a wife and one daughter.

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care. While in the army the sick and wonnd- 
tnl had no more faithful and tender nurse, nor 
any wiser sj)iritual adviser. He was laborious 
and selt-sacrilicini; in his eHorts to promote the 
jdiysical and spiritual interests of the soldier, 
lie was always a student and an extensive read- 
er, and he read such Inwks as fed the mind and 
iinprovetl the heart. Hence he was a grow- 
ing preacher up to the day of his death. His 
preaching was of a high order, spiritual and 
instructive, and often he preached with great 
power. His preaching was owne<l by the Great 
Head of the Church in bringing souls to Christ 
and in edifying the Church. His object was 
ever to do goo<l. Ni) purer man ever lived 
than Charles C. Denison. He was free from 
guile and true in all his relations of life. He 
was a true citizen, taking a deep interest in the 
welfare of the State and of the nation. His 
friendship was steadfast. He never betrayed 
his trust. He was a faithful and loving hus- 
band and father. He loved his family devoted- 
ly. He was a man of prayer and of faith. He 
took hold of the promises of God with all his 
soul, and was constant in his habits of piety. 
He daily communed with Gtxl his Saviour. 
When the last conflict came he was ready. His 
experience was clear and soul-animating. He 
grew in grace as he grew in years, always sub- 
missive to the Divine will, patient in suffering 
and triumphant in death. “He rests from his 
labors; and his works do follow him.” 

Jesse II. Guinn was born about 1841, near 
Danville, Va. He enjoyed but few educational 
advantages in early life. He grew up to man- 
hood in the rude strength of a most highly en- 
dowed mind, without training, without culture, 
in utter unconsciousness of the possibilities of a 
life that was to measure with the noblest and 
best of men. His early religions life was not 
good. Eeared with the most perverted views 
of doctrinal truth, under the belief that man 
could do nothing to secure his salvation, he 
neglected all the religious duties of life, and 
gave himself to unrestrained and repeated 
transgression of the law of righteousness. In 
the latter years of his life he invariably spoke 
of himself to his intimate friends as having 
been one of “ the chief of sinners.” In the war 
^tween the States he followed the flag of his 
country until that flag was furled in defeat at 
Appomattox. Sown after the war he was mar- 
ried to Nannie K. Lyon, of Davie county, North 
Carolina. In 1871 he was converted to Christ. 
In the close of that year he joined the North 
Carolina Conference, and from that time dated 
a career of spiritual and intellectual develop- 
ment in his own life and of large usefulness in 
the Church of God that is rarely seen among 
men. He served on Carteret Circuit in 1872, 
on Stanly Circuit in 1873, on Wadesboro Cir- 
cuit 1874-7, on Monroe Station in 1878-80, on 
Wilson Station in 1881-3. We venture to say 
that no man ever wrought in these fields with a 
larger success; no man received a diviner seal 
to his ministry; no man left the odor of a ho- 
lier life. He' was appointed to Kockingham 



Station for 1884. Here he continued that most 
signal career of pulpit ministration and of pas- 
toral service which had distinguished the whole 
of his previous ministry until early in .June, 
when the Master said, “It is enough.” After 
a few days’ illness, on the 10th of June he fell 
on sleep, and was not, for God took him; and 
so he is ever with the Lord. As a preacher 
Brother Guinn had a peculiar career. There 
has probably been no man among us who from 
so small a beginning made so great an end, who 
from such rude material raised so grand a tem- 
ple, and from such povertN" amassed such wealth 
of wisdom and power and l>eauty. It may prob- 
ably be said of him, what can be said of but few' 
men, that he could not have done more than he 
did in the course of his short ministerial life. 
Brother Guinn was only truly known and loved 
by those who waited regularly upon his minis- 
try; hence his reputation as a great preacher 
was not underst(M)d by the Church at large. He 
possessed few’ of the external accomplisliraents 
of a popular preacher. He did not excel in the 
breadth of literary culture. He had no science 
in his preaching, no human speculation. There 
was no guessing when he spoke from the sacred 
desk. He preached from the word of God and 
from his own spiritual life, and when he thus 
preached he was the master of a fervid elo- 
quence. He was like unto one whose head w’as 
anointed with the holy oil, whose heart was 
on fire with divine truth, and whose lips were 
touched with the grace of utterance. Though 
unschooled in letters and untrained by the great 
masters, yet when he stood up for his Lord, un- 
der the inspiration that he was called of God to 
preach, he spoke in “the unblemished fashion 
of pure and fitting w’ords.” AVe have seen the 
movements of his mind w’hen it had the maj- 
esty of an archangel’s flight, “when his very 
spirit wjis unloosed, and bending a pinion for a 
deeper sky, he seemed in the very fetters of the 
flesh to be mating with the pure essences of 
heaven.” As a student and thinker Brother 
Guinn possessed a singularly clear and discern- 
ing mind. He almost intuitively distinguished 
truth from error. His mind was like the al- 
chemist’s crucible, separating the dross from the 
gold. On the great cardinal doctrines of an 
unlimited atonement and of a conditional sal- 
vation he surpassed most men. As a man the 
purity of his life was the great attraction of his 
person. There was no guile in his soul, there 
was no hate in the chamber of his heart, there 
was no slander on his tongue. If he had a 
fault that would mar the character of a Chris- 
tian gentleman, it was never known. As a 
friend he gave honor to the relationship, and 
made it something more than a name. He was 
true, though all the world proved false. To 
those of ns who knew him w'ell, and reclined 
upon his bosom and lived in his affection, his 
life W’as a blessing from God; and now that he 
is gone, his precious memory lingers with us 
“like the benediction that follows after prayer.”

James Dunwody, son of Robert and Mary 
Dunwody, was born in Screven county, Geor- 
gia, May 4, 1790. His parents M'ere Christians, 
belonging to the Presbyterian Church, and we 
may reasonably infer that he was trained in 
“the way in which he should go.” As early in 
life as he could remember he was the subject of 
religious impressions, which were intensified un- 
der the ministration of the gospel, nurtured by 
serious refiection; and, after continued prayer, 
resulting in a gradual, almost imperceptible 
change, were matured in a conscious sense of 
God’s love shed abroad in the heart during the 
month of September, 1811. In the meantime, 
in accordance with the wise policy of our Churcli 
and a sensible view of the claims of his Creator 
upon him, he had united with the M. E. Church 
the year preceding that of his conversion. Fol- 
lowing the course of the early years of our 
Church history, he began his work for God by

assisting in leading the cla.ss-meeting. Devel- 
oping gifts for that useful office, he was regular- 
ly appointed class-leader in 1814. In 1815 he 
was licensed to exhort. The last Quarterly 
Conference of the Ocmulgee Circuit for 1816, 
embracing Twiggs and Wilkinson counties, gave 
him license to preach the gospel, and recom- 
mended him for admission on trial in the trav- 
eling connection. His widowed mother being 
in debt, however, his application was withheld, 
and his admission deferred to the following 
year. The presiding elder employed him as 
supply junior preacher on his llome work, the 
Ocmulgee Circuit, for that year. In January, 
1818, he was admitted on trial into the South 
Carolina Conference. Witli this year begins his 
history as an itinerant preacher. That history 
naturally divides itself into three periods: the 
period of uninterrupted itinerant activity; that 
of missionary labor among the colored slaves; 
that of his superannuation. Tlie first period, em- 
bracing the twenty-two years succeeuing his li- 
cense to preach, was spent on numerous circuits. 
A faint’conception of what the itinerancy meant 
to him may be formed by merely mentioning 
the names of these circuits: The Big Ocmulgee 
three times; Sparta; Cedar Creek, lying in 
Baldwin, Jones, and Putnam counties; Water- 
ee, in South and North Carolina, two times; 
Little Ocmulgee, three times; Warren; Satilla, 
embracing Wayne, Glynn, and Camden coun- 
ties; Upson; Houston; Liberty, including Tatt- 
nall, Liberty, and parts of Montgomery, Bryan, 
Emanuel, and McIntosh counties; Harris; Lee 
Mission, in Lee, Sumter, and Marion counties; 
McDonough twice; Forsyth; Knoxville; and 
the Zebulon and Fayetteville. He was moved 
every year during this period of his ministry. 
In the sixth year of his connection with the 
Conference (May 6, 1823) he married Miss Sa- 
rah Sutton. In his modest style he said of her: 
“She was truly a helpmeet for me for forty- 
three years and nearly eight months.” Tlie 
largest salary he ever received was three hun- 
dred and ninety-eight dollars, which was paid 
him by the Forsytli Circuit. The smallest was 
seventy-five dollars. While there is nothing 
of an unusual character connected with this pe- 
riod of his life, its record indicates a clieckered 
experience. It is saddened with signs of pov- 
erty, sickness, embarrassments arising from the 
physical aspects of the country and the pecul- 
iarities of the people he was appointed to serve, 
and brightened and hallowed by evidences of 
“uncommon liberty in preaching,” “blessings 
in the quarterly-met^ing,” the “grace of God 
poured out in divine torrents,” and souls 
brought into the Cliurch of the living God. 
Its record is that of fidelity, earnestness, and 
growing purity. These early years of his min- 
istry fell into what may be termed the second 
epoch of American Methodism. The Church, 
in its evangelizing and pastoral ca 2 )acity, had 
fixed its centers in all parts of the country, and 
was beginning to enlarge its conception of duty. 
Though not a prominent leader, it is interesting 
to know that he was present and with his vote 
participated in laying our great educational and 
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nientos of that last hour. None were necessary. 
Ninety-four years of blameless living, pure 
speaking, holy thinking, should be sufficient. 
To demand more would be to lusk that a long 
life well spent shojild be reckoned of less value 
than the few moments of final siifiering. The 
foregoing sketch has presented the salient feat- 
ures in the life of our venerable father. From 
it may be gathered that the supreme excellence 
of his life was devotedness to Christ. There is 
a grandeur in his history — not the grandeur of 
intellectual gifts delighting the mind of men, 
not the grandeur of extensive learning, amaz- 
ing as with its variety and profundity, not the 
grandeur of large executive talents wielding a 
large influence over masses of men; for he 
had no such greatness. His grandeur was sim- 
ply in his devotedness to Christ; all the preach- 
ing power he had was due to tliis fact; all the 
mental attainments he acquired were under the 
stimulus of this principle; all the power he ex- 
ercised was from men’s consciousness of the re- 
ality of this devotion, and their yielding it the 
homage of their own better nature. This de- 
votedness to Christ made him industrious, ear- 
nest, punctual, true, faithful, good. The one 
great lesson of his life is the power of a lofty 
thought and a gracious spiritual experience to 
ennoble the humble and to sanctify the com- 
mon gifts. Of this truth he was a most perfect 
realization. Men were deeply impressed by his 
goodness. A noted character of his own com- 
munity, disposed to doubt the reality of relig- 
ion, and accustomed to say extravagant things, 
used to say of Father Dunwody: ‘‘There is one 
man that has religion. As long as he lives I 
will be forced to believe in its reality. When 
he dies I think it will die with him.” A just 
tribute to the character of our brother, what- 
ever may be the folly of the assertion. As a 
preacher Father Dunwody was simple, plain, 
and earnest. He loved the doctrines of Meth- 
odism, and studied the standards thoroughly. 
His sermons were filled with the results of this 
study. They were edifying and useful. Those 
to whom he preached most loved most to hear 
him. Thus our fathers are passing away. We 
thank God they were among us — have been so 
successful in his cause. May their mantle, with 
a double portion of their spirits, fall upon us! 

John M. Potter, the eldest son of the Rev. 
Ira L. and Amelia B. Potter, was born in Lau- 
rens district. South Carolina, February 25, 
1821 ; was baptized in infancy by the Rev. Eli- 
sha Calloway; and died near Union Church, on 
the Spring Vale Circuit, South Georgia Confer- 
ence, July 25, 1884. In July, 1837, at Pleasant 
Grove Camp-meeting, in Mecklenburg county. 
North Carolina, under the ministry of the Rev. 
Malcolm McPherson, he was convinced of sin 
and powerfully converted to God. At this time, 
when only sixteen years of age, he felt that he 
was called by the Spirit to the work of the min- 
istry, but resisted the call on the ground of his 
youth. However, his evidence of acceptance 
Avith God and conviction that he was called to 
preach the gospel continued clear and strong 



until he was about twenty years of age, when 
his resi.stance to the call left him in a wretch- 
edly cold condition, utterly without peace and 
almost bankrupt in faith. “This was the most 
perilous period of my life,” he said, “and I only 
record it that others may take warning from 
my sad experience.” At this juncture his 
worldly plans Avere so deranged, and his earth- 
ly affections so disappointed, that he re.solved 
to leave home and seek relief amid the excit- 
ing scenes and experiences of the great West. 
Through the influence of friends he procured 
from the Government a commission as topo- 
graphical engineer, and spent several years in 
surveying along the frontier of Texas and in 
the Western Territories. When off duty for 
awhile, and stationed at the soldiers’ barracks 
in New Orlean.s, he Avas stricken doAvn Avith 
cholera, Avhicli Avas raging fiercely in that city 
at the time, and was taken to the hospital at 
the Catholic convent, where he Avas tenderly 
nursed and cared for. While the, disease, in 
his case, Avas at the Avorst, and hope of recov- 
ery about abandoned, after prayer by the priest 
as for a dying man, he asked for a Bible, and a 
copy of the Catholic version was handed to him. 
Finding himself too feeble to hold it up, he re- 
quested a Sister of Mercy to hold it for him to 
read, having secretly promised God that the 
first Avords he read should be his motto for life, 
if he Avas sparetl. “Go thou and ]>reach the 
kingdom of God” were the first Avords he saw, 
challenging his submLssion and obedience t ) 
Avhat for years he had felt to be his divinely 
ordained duty. Instantly he surrendered to the 
demand, saying, “Ix>rd, 1 Avill go;” and witli 
that surrender came convalescence, folloAved by 
a rapid recovery. But his peace Avas gone, an 1 
it returned only after three bitter years of re- 
pentance, during Avhich he Avas fearfully tempt- 
ed to believ'e that the Spirit had finally aban- 
doned him. But at Miccosuki Camp-ground, 
in Leon county, Florida, on the third anniver- 
sary of his rescue from cholera at Ncav Orleans, 
God revealed his loA-e to him, and filled his 
soul with peace and joy. A short time after 
that (September 20, 1851), he aatis licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of the 
Thomasville Circuit, then in the Florida Con- 
ference. lIoAvever, he did not enter the itiner- 
ant ministry, but remained a local preacher for 
thirteen years; “another great mistake of my 
life, limiting the sphere of my usefulness,” he 
said in his diary. In December, 1855, he mar- 
ried Miss Nancy C. Wood, of Blakely, Ga., Avho 
made him a loving, faithful, and Christian Avife, 
and Avho survives him. He Avas ordained dea- 
con by Bishop AndreAA', at Thomasville, Decem- 
ber 20, 1863; and one year afterward Avas ad- 
mitted on trial in the Florida Conference. He 
Avas ordained elder at Columbus December 17, 
1871, by Bishop Wightman. His first Avork 
Avas Asbury Circuit, in the Avestern portion of 
Decatur county, Avliich AVork he served Avith 
great acceptability, Avalking to his appointments 
and supporting his family by teaching school, 
the people, impoverished by the AA’ar, not being 
able to support them. From this time to his 
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(loatli he sorveil, fn>in one to four years, New- 
ti>n ami (.\>lqnitt Station, Min'i'an, Waynesville, 
(.’olquitt, Stewart, Oj^lethorpe, 'rerrell, (Jeneva, 
ami Knoxville eireuits, ami was aeccptahle and 
sueivsstul on them all. Ijast year he had an 
attaek of paralysis, and for some time his life 
was ilesiniired of. From this attaek he never 
fully recovered, and was strongly urged hy liis 
physieian to desist entirely from preaehing. 'Po 
this eourse he inmld not eonsent, hut presented 
liimself at the last session of the (^inference for 
work. He was assigned to Spring Vale Cir- 
enit, whieh had been so arranged that it w\>nld 
not overtax his enfeebled strength. He was 
promptly at his post, and through all the rigors 
of an exeessively eold winter met his appoint- 
ments, visited his people, and reaehed out after 
destitute plaees until he liad made tvork enough 
for two strong men. He worked far beyond his 
physical ability, seeming to feel that his time 
was short and that he must improve every mo- 
ment. To his excessive labors and exposure 
his friends attribute the sickness which closed 
his life by an attack of paralysis. Brother Pot- 
ter was a plain, pointed, practical preacher, 
having no object in view but that of turning 
souls to Christ, lie had no desire to be consid- 
ered eloquent or sensational. Though over six- 
ty years of age, and looking even older than he 
was, he drew the young people to him, and im- 
pressed himself upon that class even more con- 
trollingly than any other. Never were lofty 
and noble qualities of manhood combined with 
greater self- distrust and shrinking modesty. 
Excessively sensitive, he was yet sweetly com- 
panionable; for his love of God and man was 
too pure and deep to be stirred by unjust and 
prolonged suspicion of another’s motives and 
gootlness. He never sought to exalt himself 
at anotheFs expense, but cheerfully recognized 
and honored genuine worth and merit wher- 
ever he saw it. A godly man and a useful 
preacher has gone from our midst. 

Edward J. Kextz was born at Sunbury, 
Liberty county, Ga., March 21, 1832. At the 
age of twenty years, under the operation of tlie 
Divine Spirit, he was convicted of sin and sought 
salvation in Jesus Christ. The season of pain- 
ful penitence continued for many months, dur- 
ing which time he sought rest in vain. At 
length, impelletl by a sense of obligation to 
God, and with the determination to do all in 
his power to secure that peace for which his 
soul was longing, he united with the Church in 
August, 1852. In the act of complete surren- 
der and full consecration he Avas happily con- 
verted. Immediately thereupon he felt im- 
pressed with the duty of committing himself to 
God as a minister of the gospel. At_ Grace 
Chapel, on the Perry Circuit, he Avas licensed 
to preach in the year 1853. In 1859 he was 
admitted into the traveling connection at Wash- 
ington, Ga. During the subsequent years^ he 
served the following charges: Isabella Mission, 
Franklin Circuit, Ilamcock Circuit, and Ilaw- 
kinsville Circuit. In April of the year 1861 
his health failed, and at the ensuing Annual 



Conferen(:e he was located, by his own request. 
After six years spent in farming, during which 
time he in a large measure recovered his 
health, he was readmitted into the South Georgia 
Conference in 1867, and served thereafter Ogle- 
thorpe, Vienna, Ellavillc, Magntdia Springs, 
Weston, Terrell, Butler, Ihiena Vista, Camilla, 
Bethany, and Tall«d circuits. In July, 1883, 
his health again failed, and at the ensuing Con- 
ference he Avas granted a superannuated rela- 
tion. In all the Avork committed to him as an 
itinerant Methodist preacher he was earnest 
and faithful. His zeal for God and his cause 
Was so manifest that much of his arduous labor 
Avas done in the midst of great bodily suflering. 
To Avin souls to Christ Avas the inspiration of his 
life, and he was never so happy as Avhen he saw 
the work of the Lord prospering in his hands. 
Ilis Avas no barren ministry. Under his earnest 
preaching multitudes of souls have been con- 
verted to Christ, and hundreds rise up to-day 
and bless his memory as that of him Avho led 
them in the way of salvation. His preaching 
Avas plain, pointed, and practical, having for 
its direct object the salvation of sinners and the 
edification of believers. The last years of his 
life AVere spent in great bodily Aveakness and 
suffering, yet through it all he passed Avith the 
spirit of resignation to God and of cliild-like 
faith in his goodness. On the 21st of October, 
1884, he sweetly fell asleep in Christ, and has 
entered into his reward. Thus has passed away 
from among us a brother beloved for his many 
noble traits of spirit, of earnest, devoted conse- 
cration to the work of the Master.

William E. Doty was born in Maury coun- 
ty, Tennessee, in the spring of 1809 or 18i0. He 
Avas early trained by Christian parents, and his 
early impressions were never lost. In 1826, at 
a camp-meeting at Knob Creek, he was con- 
verted, and united with the Methodist Church. 
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lie was soon impressed that it was his diity to 
preaelj the g;(ispel. ami for two years he divided 
his time between labor and seliool, seekinuf to 
prepare liimself for the work before him. In 
ISiiS he was lieensed to exhort and preach by 
tlie Rev. Robert Paine, then presiding elder of 
the }sashviHe District. In Novendier, 1828, he 
was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Confer- 
ence, which convened that year at Murfrees- 
boro, and was appointed to the Dickson Circuit 
as junior preacher. Here he witnessed a great 
revival of religion. In 1829 he was sent to the 
Franklin Circuit, in North Alabama, embrac- 
ing Tuscumbia, Russellville, and the adjacent 
neighlH)rhood He next traveled the VVayne 
and Cypress circuits, and was ordained elder in 
the fall of 1832. Then, for a season, he retired 
from active itinerant work, and devoted him- 
self to secular pui-suits, in the meantime exer- 
cising his gifts as local preacher. He lived in 
the Courtland Valley, where he was highly re- 
spected, and was very useful. In the course of 
a few years he removed to Caddo Parish, Lou- 
isiana, where he settled and devoted a portion 
of his time to planting interests; bnt not satis- 
.fied with a local sphere, he was readmitted into 
the traveling connection in the Louisiana Con- 
ference, in January, 1848, where he labored as 
circuit preacher, missionary, and presiding eld- 
er with acceptance and usefulness. For the last 
several years of his life his health was feeble, 
and from time to tin>e he suffered great pain of 
body. His latter yeai*s were spent mainly in 
his new home, where he died, September 23, 
1884, after a lingering and painful sickness. 
He endured his sufierings witli great fortitude 
and much Christian patience He longed to 
be absent from the bexly and present with the 
Lord. His faith was unwavering, and his trust 
in God was full; he had no fear, but rather re- 
joiced in the prospect of a change. His testi- 
mony in his last sickness, and just before his 
death, was triumphant, and vindicated the wis- 
dom of having devoted himself to the cause of 
God in early life, and spent many years in the 
service of his Master, and in the ministry of 
the gospel. Brother Doty, when young, was a 
man of line personal appearance and attractive 
manners, and in the meridian of life was a 
strong and eloquent preacher. In his latter 
years he was greatly hindered because of ill 
health, but he maintained his confidence stead- 
fastly to the end. Brother Doty loved the 
Church, and rejoiced in its success; and he was 
always happy to see his brethren in the minis- 
try useful and in favor with the people. He 
was a noble Christian man, a faithful preacher, 
and died giving glory to God. 

Baxter Clegg was born November 1 1, 1811. 
He was a native of Chatham county. North Car- 
olina, and belonged to one of its largest and 
most honorable families. He was educated at 
Randolph-Macon College, under the presidency 
of Dr. Olin. He entered the ministry soon aft- 
er graduation, and consecrated a long and use- 
ful life to preaching and teaching. For years 
he conducted a school, which was eminently 



successful, at Mocksville, in Davie county, de- 
voting his Sahbatlis to the pulpit. He afterward 
founded the high sch(x>l at Olin, in Iredell coun- 
ty, and continued at its head until 1859, when 
he removed, with his family, to Louisiana, 
where he still continued his lahoi-s in the pulpit 
and school-room. As a preacher, he was clear, 
pointed, and forcible; his preaching was always 
logical, instructive, evangelical, and often pa- 
thetic. As a teacher, he was capable, accurate, 
diligent, and progressive, and made his pupils 
feel the force and power of an educated head 
and a sanctified heart. As a teacher he impart- 
ed knowledge with great facility; therefore it 
was a privilege to have been under his tuition. 
He ever proved himself a true and faithful 
friend, kind and aftectionate to all. A purer 
and better man in his motives, conversation, 
and example has never gone in and out before 
us. He was a man of decision, was always 
found at his post, and unyielding in whatever 
opposed him in the path of duty. The pastor 
in charge of the Vermillionville work had the 
privilege of visiting him often during the last 
two yeare in his home, and always found him 
the same go(xl and holy man of God. In him 
all had a true and safe counselor. The more 
intimately acquainted with him any one became 
the more was seen in him to admire and love. 
Brother Clegg took charge of Homer College 
in 1859. He was at the head of this college 
only a few years, when he resigned his position 
and entered the regular work as an itinerant in 
the Louisiana Conference, where he has been 
actively engaged up to the time of his death. 
Brother Clegg was beloved by all who knew 
him, and many mourn his death. His life has 
been long and useful, but his labors are ended, 
for God called his servant from labor to rest on 
the morning of October lb, 1884. He suffered 
much during the last few months of his life, and 
especially during his last sickness; but never 
did a murmur escape his lips — he was patient 
and submissive under all. He frequently called 
on his sons to read to him some of those beau- 
tiful Psalms of praise and thanksgiving in the 
midst of his sufferings; and just as he stood 
upon the shores of time, when life was failing 
fast, he asked Judge Clegg, his son, to read to 
him that beautiful twenty-third Psalm. His 
life passed out without a cloud — it w'as a glori- 
ous, golden sunset. Thus a good and faithful 
man of God has gone to his reward in the land 
beyond the shadows.

Edwix Isaac Smith was born in Atlanta, 
Ga., June 6, 1851; and died at Cherry Lake, 
Fla., October 1, 1884. He was baptized in ear- 
ly childhood by the Rev. John W. Talley, and 
was converted in Sparta, when about sixteen 
years of age. While studying law in Valdosta, 
he decided that it was his duty to pi'each, and 
entered the South Georgia Conference. He 
was quite young and inexperienced, and was 
appointed by Bishop Pierce as junior preacher 
on the Dooly Circuit. Soon after Conference 
the presiding elder divided the circuit, and 
placed him on a mission in the border part of 
the circuit, a field cheerless and difficult. He 
Wits sick much of the time, owing to the un- 
healthy locality, and went to his Conference al- 
most disheartened. Again Bishop Pierce, who 
loved him, placed him with a senior on the 
Knoxville Circuit; and again the circuit was 
<livided, and the young preacher placed in charge 
of a mission which had no come out ia it. Two 



years of such discouragement might have driven 
him from the field. But his heart was in the 
work; so, selling his horse, he went to Pimory 
CJollege, where he spent one year, and again 
entered the ( 'onference. He was then .sent on 
a circuit newly formed from a mission in Heard 
county. Dr. Heidt, the presiding elder into 
whose hands he fell, was exceedingly kind, and 
a good old brother gave him his lx>ard; and al- 
though he received for the year only eighty- 
three dollars a.s salary, he had a plea.sant and 
profitable year, leaving the circuit much strong- 
er than he found it. At the close of the year 
he found a way open to enter Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. He did so, and remained until he took 
his diploma in the Theological Department. 
Immediately after his graduation he married 
the young lady to whom he had been affianced 
since 'his time on the Dooly Mission — Miss 
Clifford Rawls. He entered the North Geor- 
gia Conference, and was sent to the Belton Mis- 
sion. The appointment was one of Jhe poorest 
in the Conference; but he went to the work 
most cheerfully, and his wife, accustomed to 
every comfort, accommodated herself to all the 
demands of their new life without a murmur. 
The next year he was sent to Blairsville Mis- 
sion, and while his salary was larger, his sur- 
roundings were not so agreeable. His wife’s 
mother being in Florida, and knowing that the 
work here needed laborers, he decided in wind- 
ing up his yeai*’s work to transfer to the Florida 
(Jonference; but Bishop Pierce sent for him 
and told him he needed him for an appoint- 
ment in the mountains, and sent him to the 
Cleveland Circuit. There was no parsonage, 
and he set to work to build one. The year was 
one of great prosperity, though he received less 
than two hundred dollars for his support. These 
trials of his early ministry had never daunted 
or depressed him, nor discouraged his gentle 
wife. He went to his last Conference fixed in 
his determination to come to Florida, and was 
transferred. The Florida preachers received 
him gladly, and he was placed on the Madison 
Circuit, which met all his wishes. He was 
greatly beloved by his people, and was instru- 
mental in bringing many souls to Christ. He 
never complained of hard work, but with man- 
liness and cheerfulness went bravely on doing 
what he could for his Master. His sickness 
was short, and his death unexpected to any ex- 
cept himself, who seemed to realize from the 
first that he would not recover. Believing that 
he would die, and being cons(‘ious till the last, 
he s^wke often of his departure, and expressed 
himself as being entirely satisfied and willing 
to go. He recitetl many of his favorite pas- 
sages of Scripture, such as this: “ Bless the Lord, 
O my soul ; and all that is within me, bless his 
holy name;” and after bidding his wife good- 
by, passed away, fully trusting in Jesus. 

Joseph J. Seat.t.y was received as a proba- 
tioner from the Alabama Conference in 1847 ; 
and died at Indian Springs, Ala., January 31, 
1884, in the sixty-first year of his age. It would 
be a most pleasant work to sketch his life, por- 
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tray his virtues, and give expression to the 
words of admiration an(i pride tliat rise unbid- 
den from our loving hearts. But we are de- 
nied. Years ago and often and earnestly our 
dear brother recpiested members of our Confer- 
ence in whom he most oontided to see to it that 
no ojie write Ins memoir and that no one say a 
word alKUJt him on the Conference-floor after 
his deatli. During the thirty-seven years he 
lived and labored among us he led many souls 
to Jesus and gave comfort to many a sorrowful 
spirit. We must be silent, but the Master has 
spoken the “well done!” We pause a moment 
to drop a tear and lay a flower on his grave; 
then go on to tread the path he trod, the path 
that will lead us througli the gates into the city.

John Glasgow AA^ilson, presiding elder of 
the St. Louis District, Methodist E}tiscopal 
Cliurch, South, died August 5, 1884. He was 
born in Maury county, Tennessee, in 1826, and 



had reached his fifty -eighth year. He was 
reared by religions parents, members of the 
Presbyterian Church, and^early in life professed 
faith in Jesus Christ as his personal Saviour. 
He was graduated from the Nashville Univer- 
sity at the age of sixteen, and was an indus- 
trious student during his whole life. He adoj)t- 
ed the Arminian form of theology, and at the 
age of twenty-four years was licensed by Dr. A. 

L. P. Green, of Nashville, as a preacher in the 

M. E. Church, South, in which Church he 
preached thirty-four years. For twenty years 
Dr. AATlson was connected with educational en- 
ter)»rises in the Church, being President of tb.e 
Huntsville Female College, Huntsville, Ala., 
and AV'^arren ('ollege, Bowling Green, Ky. He 
was an educator of the highest type, being him- 
self an enthusiastic scholar, a thorough instruct- 
or, and an able disciplinarian. Familiar with 
his own language, he was proficient in the dead 
languages, and a master of the French, Ger- 
man, and Spanish. AVell read in literature, an- 
cient and modern, he was eminently (pialilied 
for the important work of developing the minds, 
liearts, and ta.stes of his students. That devel- 
opment was ever well directed. Teaching was 
to him a religious duty which he always con- 
nected with the Christian system of faith of 
which he was an accredited and faithfid minis- 
ter. The n)inister was never lost in the teach- 
er. He became a teacher in the schools because 
the Church needed him there, and whether 
there or in the jnilpit he sought to discharge 
the high functions of the office to which tlie 
Holy Ghost and the Church of God had called 
him. Dr. AA’ilson became connected with the 
Church in St. Louis in 1876, at which time he 
was transferred by Bishoj) McTyeire from Bowl- 
ing Green to the pastoral charge of St. .John’s 
Church. Four years of faithful ministerial 
service he gave to that society. In all that per- 
tains to the pastorate lie was most successful 
during that term as an instructive preacher, an 
earnest, watchful pastor, a sympathetic adviser, 
an upright Christian gentleman, a large-heart- 
ed friend. He did his work well, and meritetl 
the high esteem with which his name will 1 e 
cherished by those whom he served. In the 
pulpit and in the Sabbath-school, as well as in 
the homes of St. John’s people, the memory of 
the nobility of his bearing and the purity of his 
life will long linger as an inspiration and a 
benediction. At the expiration of the four- 
years’ pastorate at St. John’s, in 1880, Dr. AVil- 
son was a.ssigned by the late Bishop Doggett to 
the presiding eldership of the St. Louis District. 
The result of each yeaPs labor in that imjior- 
tant charge justifies the wisdom of the episco- 
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pal appointment. With clear amvictions of 
duty, and with a brave and true heart, our 
friend entered upon the new field of lai)or, and 
discharf'ed Ins ol)lif?ations with a fidelity that 
never wavered and with a degree of success 
that is unsurj)assed in the history of St. Louis 
Metliodism. Industrious, intelligent, self-sac- 
rificing, knowing nothing hut Christ- crucified, 
and seeking only the advancement of the king- 
,doin of the Son of (to<1. Dr. Wilson gave his 
time, his talent, and his all, even to his life, to 
the Church. Overworked, wearied, and ex- 
liausted, our brother contracted a cold, nine 
weeks ago, which confined him t 9 his bed, and 
which issued in a complication of diseases. liis 
work was done. On the beautiful afternoon of 
August 5th, in the quietness of his chamljer, 
with loving friends around him, our brother 
died as calmly as the setting of the sun. “ Sweet 
rest!” he said awhile before. No truer, braver, 
purer man has gone from us. W'e shall miss 
him and mourn his absence, and hope to meet 
him again. 

James Aleen Carter. — A mong the labor- 
ers who have been called to rest during the Con- 
ference-year just past was .James Allen Carter, 
preacher in charge of Plattin Circuit. Brother 
Carter was originally from Tennessee. He lived 
many years in Phelps county. Mo., and served 
the Cluirch in the local ranks. When the writer 
was presiding elder of the Salem District, he 
was employed to supply Licking Circuit, and 
served tliat charge with great acceptability. In 
1876 lie applied for admission into the travel- 
ing connection, and was received and appoint- 
ted by Bishop McTyeire to St. Clair Circuit. 
He was relippointed to this charge the year 
following. In 1878 he was apj)ointed to the 
Cuba Circuit, In 1879 he served the Houston 
Circuit, and again in 1880. In 1881 Brother 
Carter was appointed to the Poplar Bluff and 
Dexter Circuit. In 1882 he was appointed to 
the Plattin Circuit, and reiippointed in 1883. 
For the last two years of his life Brother Car- 
ter was in declining health, suffering very ex- 
tremely from rheumatism. He was con.sequent- 
ly unable to do full work. His death was from 
consumption, February 12, 1884. Brother Car- 
ter was a man of sincere temper and pure spir- 
it. As a preacher he had a fine natural abil- 
ity, and his discourses were very earnest and 
practical. He was in all his appointments an 
acceptable preacher, and none questioned his 
piety. He suffered long with exemplary pa- 
tience. He died in peace with God and all his 
brethren. A true man and a true Christian 
was he, 

CiiRiSTi.VK Eaker. — W e have no definite 
statistics in regard to this brother. He served 
our Church some years as a local preacher. 
After his admission into the Conference he 
preached five years, and at the end of that time 
was compelled to superannuate on account of 
loss of sight. For about thirty years of his life 
he was entirely blind. He bore the character 
of a deeply pious man, and died in peace. All 



who knew Brother Eaker testify to his exem- 
plary Christian character.

The end of Brother 
life was in harmony with his faith, 
idling, and his living. In a sermon 
L‘hed on “Absent from tlie body and 

j with the Lord,” he said: “Fear not 

that absence from the body which death occa- 
sions, but on tlie other hand thank (iod and 
take courage. Either you shall have, like the 
Israelites, a dry-shod passage across the river 
of death, or, if like Bunyan’s pilgrim you wade 
through, your feet shall feel the bottom, and 
your eyes* shall see the shining ones ready to 
receive* you on the sun-bright shores of immor- 
tality.” In the last hours of his life he experi- 
enc^l the truth of this prophecy. He had no 
fear of the “swellings of Jordan.” Ever fond 
of Zion’s sacred songs, his choice hymn at this 
time was, 

Rly latest sun is sinking fast, 

My race is nearly run. 

My strongest trials now are past, 

My triumph is liegun. 

During his latest illness, family devotions, which 
throughout life he so ardently advocated, were 
never neglected. W hen too weak to kneel, he 
would sit in his chair and lead in prayer. He 
had great liberty and power in prayer. When 
too feeble to engage in or understand conversa- 
tion, he was not bereft of his wonted feryencv 
in praver. In his final hour he had a vision ol 
celestial splendor. He lay gently sleeping; 
suddenly raising his eyes, as it gazing into 
heaven,* his countenance brightened with such 
radiance as to fill the room. In this rapturous 
condition he continued for fifteen minutes; then 
the eyelids closed in peaceful sleep, and the soul 
was “ absent from the body and present with 
the Lord.” 

WiLXiAM H. Wilson was born in Maryland 
more than sixty years ago. He died in Wash- 
ington in the summer of 1884. Two decades 
ci his life were spent as a Methodist preacher 
in connection with the Baltimore Conference, 
lie entered the Conference in 1844. In 1845 
he was appointed to Lexington; 1846, Rocking- 
ham; 1847, Sweet Springs; 1848, Georgetown; 
1849-50, Harper’s Ferry; 1851, Warrenton; 
1852-3, West River; 1854, Patapsco Station; 
1855-6, Whatcoat; 1857, Danville, East Bal- 
timore Conference; 1858, Asbury Chapel, Bal- 
timore; 1859, Bladensburg; I860, supernumer- 
arv; 1861, Union Square, Baltimore. During 
the war Brother Wilson was engaged in secular 
business. In 1866 he was appointed to East 
Baltimore Station; 1867, Sunday-school Agent; 
In 1868, Taylor Circuit, associated with the Rev. 
■ J. P. Hall; 1869, Sunday-school Agent; 1870, 
Fairfield; 1871, Annapolis Mission ; 1872, East 
Rockingham; 1873-4, New Market; 1875, 
Moorefield Station; 1876-7, Churchville; 1878- 



trembling, appalleil at the magnitude ot resiion- 
sibilitv and his own insufficiency. In much 
prayer he sought relief, and then covenanted 
“to go, onlv trusting in God.” M ith a view to 
preparing ior his life-work, he entered Asbury 
College in Baltimore, but afterward, his lather 
removing to Carlisle, he entereil Dickinson Col- 
lege, where he pursueil his course ot studies pei 
with a diligence and zeal Inirn of a conscious- 
ness of obligation growing out of privilege. In 
March, 1827, Brother Kepler was received on 
trial in the Baltimore Conference, and preached 
his first sermon' in Wesley Chapel. In 1829 he 
Avas ordained deacon by Bishop Roberts, and in 
1831 heAvas ordained elder by Bishop lledding. 

For forty-four years Brother Kepler was in the 
active liiinistry. During that time he served 
about twenty-five appointments, extending over 
a territory from Greenbrier county in West \ ir- 
ginia to LcAvistown in Pennsylvania' The fol- 
foAA'ing Avere among the manv appointments he 
receiA-ed: In 1833, Jefierson Circuit; 1834, Lcaa- 
istown. Pa. In 1835 and 1836 he Avas a mem- 
l)er of’the Philadelphia Conference. In 1853 
he served Bladensburg Circuit; 1854, Lexing- 
ton Circuit; 1855, Lexington Station; 18ob, 
Cumberland Station. In l85< the Baltimore , 
Conference diA'ided, and he became a member 
of the East Baltimore Conference, and was sta- 
tioned at Williamsport. In 1859 and I860 his 
appointment Avas to LeAvistown, Pa.; 1861 and 
1862, to Bedford, Pa. During the years 1863, 
1864, 1865, he maintained an independent re- 
lation to the Methodist Church, and organized 
and preached for an independent Methodist 
Church at Williamsport, Pa. In 1867 he re- 
ceiA'cd an appointment from the Baltimore Con- 
ference of the M. E. Church, South, "'as 
stationed at Harrisonburg; 1868 and 1^6^ at 
Frederick Citv; 1870, North Baltimore. I his 
was his last active service, as in 1871 he took 
a supernumerary relation. Yet ^ he Avas not 
idle. Frequently he preached by invitation tor 
ministers of various denominations, and never 
lost his intense interest in the welfare ot his 
own Church. What manner of man was Brother 
Kepler? He AAas a man of sound judgmmit, 
strong conviction, and candor of expre^ion. 

In his habits he was diligent and frugal ; in 
his manners genial but dignified. In his suf- 
fering he Avas resigned, peaceful, and triumph- 
ant- and his life Avas beautiful for its consecra- 
tion and fruits. He was a diligent student of 
the Word of God. On its precious promises 
and provisions he rested all his faith and 
“ If” Said he, in an address on the Bible, the 
deist tells me I am in error in cleaA’ing to the 
Bible, I have only to reply. Then I err with 
Bacon, the confidant of nature; I err AAUth 
Locke, whose pure philosophy only taught him 
to adore its still purer source; I err with Mil- 
ton, ascending on an angel’s AVing to heaven, 
and, like the bird of morn, soaring out ot 
sight amid the music of his native pietv. 

harmonv with this true devotion to the Mord of 
God was his high idea of ministerial dignitv 
and propriety. He felt that the minister of 
f^nd must live, move, and have his being in a 
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9, Hillsboro; 1880, he was granted a super- 
numerary relation; 1881, he was appointed to 
Laurel and Grace; 1882, Bladensburg and Em- 
ory; 1883, African Mission. In 1884 he was 
granted a superannuated relation. Excepting 
a few years, his labors were given wholly to the 
ministerial work. If no other feature had suf- 
ficed to convince men tliat he was a man of 
keen, searching mind, his deep-set, penetrating 
eyes would have marked him as such. Always 
straightforward, he impressed others with his 
honesty, who might not greatly enjoy the man- 
ner by which the impression was made. But 
if on this account any shall infer that he was 
wanting in kindness, they will do his memory 
a grave injustice. Any exhibition of littleness 
in others, any want of fidelity in friendship, 
any taint of selfishness aroused his indignation ; 
nor did he stint the words expressive of his con- 
victions. On the other hand, if a brother was 
in distress, he was ready with practical sympa- 
thy; if any needed a friend for defense he 
would stand for them against the world. And 
in such a case as that last named, he was self- 
forgetting. Perhaps no man among us spent 
less time in the mental arithmetic which is serv- 
iceable chiefly in counting the cost of friend- 
ship for men out of favor. He hated wrong, 
loved the right, and had profound sympathy 
with the weak and helpless, and with a hand 
equally ready and bold' stood for their vindica- 
tion. Brother Wilson was converted when a 
boy. It was thorough work. At a camp-meet- 
ing God spoke peace to his soul, and, like a 
sun-burst, lifted upon him the light of his coun- 
tenance. When he reached his mother’s house 
he told her — she wiis not yet a Christian — what 
God had done for his soul. His mother said : 
“ William, you must have family prayer.” He 
read from the Epistle to the Ephesians, and 
then prayed. That night his mother said : “ I 
will tell you what I have never told. Before you 
were born I dreamed that God gave me a son ; 
that when a boy he was converted ; that when he 
returned home he read the portion of Scripture 
you read this evening, and prayed.” This was 
a singular coincidence, if nothing more. It led 
to the mention of the fact that throughout his 
subsequent life he was often, as some would say, 
the creature of impulse. A conviction would 
seize his mind, moving him to some unusual 
course of action. In many instances remark- 
able effects followed obedience to such impulses. 
If preserved by any one, they will furnish mat- 
ter for an interesting chapter in the life of this 
good man. One illustration must suffice: He 
was preaching on S. Circuit. Among his hear- 
ers was a rough, rude, untutored man who had 
resisted sermons and perhaps jirivate personal 
appeals. Brother Wilson felt that he must ad- 
dress this man before the people. He could 
not divine the result. Perhaps he would as- 
sault him; but speak he must, even as Elijah 
to Ahab, or John the Baptist to Herod. He 
had reached the conclusion of his sermon, and 
was making his closing appeal, when, lifting his 
voice, and looking into the man’s face, he cried, 
“Mr. j if you do not soon repent, you 



will soon be in perdition!” The man passed 
out, conviction seized him, repentance and faith 
followed ; and so tlie man who had been a lead- 
ing spirit in evil became a messenger of salva- 
tion to others. Brother Wilson was a vigorous 
thinker; a strong, original, able preacher. He 
was without the graces of oratory; his manner 
was unstudied, and therefore natural. The lack 
of superior opportunities in early life at times 
betrayed itself; but, notwithstanding any or all 
drawbacks, he was strong, earnest, able, and 
souls were converted under his ministry; yes, 
many souls will doubtless bless God forever for 
the word which he spoke, preaching peace. 
If any distinction should be made, it was more 
his function to call sinners to repentance than to 
edify believers. A certain sharpness of manner 
(to which reference has been made), a somewhat 
angular character, an impulsive nature, the rela- 
tions of business which often beget misunder- 
standings, little regard for the courtesies of life, 
and other peculiarities, forbade what is called 
“popularity;” but if he did not and could not 
win the general praise, he could do and did what 
was far better — won men to know and love our 
Lord. But here also a caveat must be intro- 
duced. Let no one think he was wanting in 
appreciation of the kindnesses and courtesies 
of life. That he had not cultivated the graces 
of address may be admitted. At the same time, 
few men had a heartier appreciation of kind- 
ness, and few acknowledged it more promptly 
or with greater heartiness. In the death of 
William H. Wilson a remarkable man disap- 
pears from the Conference and the Church. If 
he did not fill what some choose to regard the 
highest places in the Church, it was not because 
he had not many qualities to eminently lit him 
for them, but because some conditions which 
he could not control, and some which he did 
not control, interposed; because he was wanting 
in what some look upon as the minor qualifica- 
tions, but which, in point of fact, are as impor- 
tant as others when a question of adaptation has 
to be settled. Long-continued sickness and 
other painful circumstances at times repressed 
his joy; but he never lost his hold upon Christ. 
He stood firmly in the faith of the Lord who 
had saved him. Often throughout his sickness 
he testified his faith in the Son of God. As 
the close of his life drew on the clouds passed 
away, the wind fell, and the soft light, which is 
that of the peaceful evening or of the dawno^ 
the unending days, cheered his heart. And so 
a strong soul, Avhich could no longer be held by 
the poor, wasted body, easily escaped to essay 
the lightsome air and the boundless light of 
heaven.

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BISHOP GEORGE FOSTER PIERCE, D.D., 

Born February 3, i8ii ; consecrated Bishop May 25, 1854; died Septembers, 1884.

Gkouoe Foster Pierce was lx)rn in Greene county, Georgia, February 3, 1811. His father, 
the Rev. LrtU’iek Pierc*e, then in the tifth year of Iiis ministry, wtis presiding elder on the Oconee 
Histriet, 8o\ith Caftdina ('onferenoe. His mother’s maiden name was Foster, and her family was 
among the most prominent of the early settlers in the State. 

When the news of the birth of a son was brought to the father, he fell upon his knees, and 
there stdemnly deilieated his tirst-born to the service of the Lord, fervently praying that the Holy 
Spirit might set him apart for the ministry of the gospel. This pious act of the father was record- 
etl in heaven, and the answer of his prayer is seen in a life of thorough consecration and remark- 
able usefulness, excelled by none in this age. 

Such was the e<mdition of things in the lirsi; quarter of this century that the itinerant preacher 
Avho married a wife was expected to locate, or submit to privations which were scarcely compati- 
ble with the comfort, or even the existence, of a family; therefore “ marriage” and “location” were 
terms that were generally regarded as equivalents. The exceptions were so few that they only 
prove the rule. For three or f<.)ur years the Rev. Lovick Pierce struggled against these adverse 
circumstances, but he was compelled to yield at last. In 1814 he located, and devoted himself 
chiefly to the welfare of his growing family. In taking this step it was not his purpose to aban- 
don tiie itinerant ministry. He could reconcile his call to preach wdth the relation of a head of 
a family, but he could not ask a woman of reflnement and intelligence to submit to needless and 
unreasonable demands upon her sensibilities, exacted in the name of Christian humility. He 
could not see the wife of his bosom degraded and insulted by self-appointed censors who assumed 
the authority of the keys, and vigorously denounced every practice and sentiment which they 
did not choose to entertain. Those were the days in which a feather on a woman’s bonnet was 
regan.le<l as the infallible badge of the beast of Revelation. 

Lovick Pierce was a man of the people. He had risen from the ranks, a man of genius, or- 
dained of God for a great work. When he gave himself to the service of tiibles, and chiefly oc- 
cupied his time with secular concerns, it was solely in recognition of his duty as a husband and 
father, that he niight place his family in a situation secure from want and prepared to occupy 
their rightful position in siwiety. In 1814 Lovick Pierce located; in 1823 we find his name on 
the Minutes once more as tlie preacher stationed in Augusta. 

^leantime George was at school. lie was a bright, quick-witted child, not particularly fond of 
books nor given to study. His was a large, generous, full-breasted, great-lunged childhood and 
vouth. He was foremost on the play-ground, and ready for any exercise of strength or skill of 
hand or foot. He had inherited his father’s gift of oratory, but the early efforts of the school-boy 
did not show it. Quickness of intellect and the ability to meet the requirements of the school- 
room without exciting particular attention or giving any special promise of a great future — these 
were the marks that the discerning inquirer recorded in the progress of the itinerant preacher’s 
son. 

Meanwhile the father carried his first-born to the throne of grace in earnest supplication. This 
he did with a paternal pride which will only be condemned by those who have never had a reason 
that could justify it. With patient, persevering self-denial and diligence the father secured a col- 
legiate education for his son. Few Methodist preachers could afford to pay the board and tuition 
of a son at college in those days. But George Pierce passed the regular course at Franklin Col- 
lege, Athens, Ga.; graduateil with credit; and went forth into the great world to make for him- 
self a fortune. Up to this period his thoughts had not been seriously directed to the ministry. 
He saw the profession of the law as the one avenue to fame and fortune, and this he selected as 
best adapted to his taste. 

But the time came for the answer to the prayer that consecrated the infant child to the service 
of Christ’s kingdom. The young man was arrested by the Divine Spirit, and the baptism of fire 
fell upon him. The light of the future died out of Blackstone’s pages, whilst a holy radiance is- 
sued from the leaves of the Bible. Courts and causes, law, equity, chancery, judgeships and polit- 
ical honors — all dwindled into insignificance, whilst the call of God rang in the young man’s ears. 
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He rushed from the j)lace where he liad Wn studying the text-books of tlie law, and threw him- 
self unreservedly at the f<K)t of the cross. 

Jle who has seen the sparkle in the eye of the father as the glowing eloquence of the son has 
thrilled the nndtitude can realize the a|)pearance of Lovick Pierce when it was announced to him 
that his first-lK)rn was licensed to preach the gosj)el. Nor was it long before there were proofs 
abundant that the calling wits of (rod. Hursting from the restraints of timidity, and l>earing the 
message attested by a genuine, heart-felt exj)erience, the young itinerant became facile ’princepn 
among his fellows at the very outset of his career. A country circuit gave place, in the seo)nd 
year, to the best station in the (Jonference, and the third year finds him in the most difficult field 
in all the land, the “ancient city of (Jglethorpe.” Odonial family pride, and the echoes of false- 
1io(k1s which connected the name of John Wesley with unseemly deeds and questionable acts 
nearly a hundre<i years before, had built almost inpregnable barriers to the growth of Methodism 
in Savannah. True there was not much occasion for a boasting aristocracy when one reads the his- 
tory and notes the particulars of Oglethorpe’s adventurers that founded the colony of (Jeorgia. 
But time, like distance, throws enchantment over the scene, and the sons of Oglethorpe’s manu- 
mitted prisoners had made for themselves a name of which their children might be proud. 
True it wa.s, also, that simple justice to John Wesley could only be done by freely and fully ac- 
quitting him of any wrong, moral, civil, or social, during his residence in Savannah. But the 
tongue of malice is often at the service of sectarian jealousy, and there be those who will not 
openly justify a slander, and yet will secretly profit by it. 

The writer of these lines remembers well wlien he was a child sitting in his mother’s lap at 
Wesley Chapel, Savannah, whilst the wonderful young preacher delivered his message in the 
pulpit. The impression made upon the mind of a child may be imagined when I state that the 
burning of my father’s house is the only incident that I can call to mind as of earlier date than 
the ministry of George F. Pierce in Savannah. At this moment the figure is before me. A man 
of singular beauty — I know not any other word that w’ill express the idea. Above the medium 
height, but very slightly; features and form, nose and mouth and chin, of faultless symmetry, 
whilst his eyes seemed like diamonds sparkling in a sea of light. His voice, musical and strong, 
ascending and descending the scale of sound wdth marvelous intuition of j)ower and propriety, 
whilst the speaking hand drew the drapery of his figures with absolute mastery of art, the art 
which is only the voice of nature. Every motion indicated an unstudied grace, w’hilst the atmos- 
phere of humility and earnestness that surrounded him caused even the scoffer to say, “This is a 
man of God.” Of his sermons then I know nothing now. But this I remember, that the glow- 
ing figure in the pulpit was my ideal of the angels whom a mother’s love had taught me to look 
for among the gifts of God to the children of men. 

That this young evangelist was a phenomenon in the staid and quiet city of Savannah all con- 
temporary witnesses attest. Never before had despised “Methoidism” caught the ear of the 
fashionable world in this quarter. But now "the pews of many churches are deserted, and the 
plain, unpretending “meeting-house” is the center of attraction to many a fair lady wdiose name 
has figured in the history of State and province. Invitations to dinners and teas and “at homes” 
by the score are heaped upon the table of the young itinerant, and many a snare is set to entrap 
the wonderful genius. By a change of allegiance a magnificent church and hearers of the high- 
est culture await him, whilst a full purse is ready to bestow the rewards of genius upon the 
grandly eloquent servant of the Lord. Alliance with great fortune and elevation to social grand- 
eur are among the possibilities, and tarry only for his sanction to become realities. But no! The 
path of the itinerant Methodist preacher is the chosen avenue to eternal life. The young preach- 
er quietly, almost furtively, selects a companion for his pilgrimage; and finds her, not in the 
glare of wax-lights and diamonds, but in the calm retreat of simple domestic life, where the warm 
inspirations of the heart are not chilled and frozen by the formalities and insincerities of fashion. 
The world is astonished at the choice, but a life of domestic happiness has demonstrated that in 
this, as in many other crises of his life, the young preacher had asked counsel at the mouth of the 
Lord. 

From Savannah he was transferred to Charleston, another field in which the seed has been 
sown with patient hands, and the adequate harvest has delayed its coming. From this old city 
by the sea Mr. Pierce returns to Georgia, and for the second time occupies the pulpit of Au- 
gusta. Next year he is the presiding elder of a district, where he continues until he is called, 
in 1840, to the presidency of the first chartered female college in the United States or in the 
world — the Georgia Female College, located in Macon, Georgia. 

Given a conviction of duty paramount, there is no question that Mr. Pierce was qualified for 
any office or station in the Church. But it is not so clear that he was in his proper sphere in the 
presidency of this institution of learning, however valuable or indispensable such a college may 
be. The sphere of this eloquent preacher is in direct and Sequent contact with the people — with 
the masses. True he may serve society, and the kingdom of heaven may be the gainer by the 
impressions made upon those young minds, destined to be the centers of so many happy homes 
and the teachers of the generations yet to come. But there are others who can do this work, 
whilst no man can take the prophet’s crown from this great preacher, now in the zenith of his 
powers. 

As a member of the General Ck>nference of 1844 he became prominent, simply because he had 
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only to appear on the arena of debate to secure attention and to win applause. His heart and 
his intellect were aroused hy the cpiestion which resulted in a division of the Church. Those 
who ditlered from him admired his gifts, and felt the gracious influem*e of his humble, unassum- 
ing manners and devotetl piety. Before the American Bible Society he delivered an address 
Aviiich l.«<.)ril Macaulay has pronounced to be the best specimen of English diction that the Amer- 
ican Continent has produced. 

The pastt)ral work had claimed his services for years Avhen he was once more called to the pres- 
idency of an institution of learning. Emory College needed the undivided care and eloquent ad- 
vocacy of one who could win the hearts of the people, and convince the rich and prosperous 
that the Lord of the vineyard has committed the highest education of the young to the Church 
at whose altars they have been reared. The memorable occasion on which the new President was 
inducted into office will not be forgotten by those Avho were witnesses of the scene. The vener- 
able father of President Pierce, then forty-three years in the ministry, delivered the baccalaureate 
address. On the platform sat the retiring President, Judge Longstreet— whose son-in-law is the 
present Secretary of the Interior— and beside him sat many of the distinguished men who were 
the pioneers of Christian culture in Georgia. There too, in all the symmetry and grace of per- 
fect health and in the meridian of his intellectual powers, sat the new President. The orator of 
the day had occasion to quote the proverb, “A wise son maketh a glad father;” and turning grace- 
fully around, jK)inting his signiticant finger at the newly installed President, in a tone of voice 
that reached the lowest depths of sensibility in his hearers, the father exclaimed, “And. I speak 
from happy experience!" 

The current of mingled surprise, admiration, and sympathy which thrilled through an immense 
audience forms one of the graphic memories which do not tade aivay. The roseate blush on the 
son’s features, and the proud c*onsciousness of having uttered an unchallengeable truth, which 
glowed like a summer sunset on the father’s face, formed a scene w'orthy the brush of the most 
skillful artist. And ivho could have the heart to deny the exultant parent this incense to his 
pride in the brosul blaze of that “commencement” day? It was his right, and if other men 
would have suppressed the sentiment or stifled its expression, it was because they lacked the can- 
dor which was a prominent trait of Lovick Pierce. 

Nearly six vears of arduous service in the maintenance of Emory College was followed by the 
election of Dr. Pierce to the episcopal office. He Inul almost every qualification for this delicate 
and difficult trust. Easily accessible, patient in inquiry, earnestly seeking the highest welfare 
of the Church, coor.'.inately with the gitts, graces, and necessities of her ptustors, and prepared to 
charm, instruct, and erlify the people, the young Bishop entered upon his new work with zeal 
and energy. From the day of his consecration in 1854 to the w'eek in wffiich he died in 1884, 
a period of more than thirty years, he was “ in labors more abundant.” In vain w^as he cautioned 
and reasoned with and advised to rest, lest his untiring activity should shorten his days. He was 
deaf to the remonstrances of his friends, and not always obedient to the requirements of his phy- 
sician, for it was meat and drink for him to preach the gospel. In the city full, or out upon the 
Ixirders of civilization — to the negro, the Indian, and the white man, anywhere, everywhere, at 
any hour of the day or night. Bishop Pierce was ready to preach. He allowed no carefulness for 
name or reputation to form an excuse for his absence from the post of duty. 

It may be questioned whether in this he acted wisely. Ordinary men— who have labored long 
and painfullv, and have attained only to meager results at last— may find it necessary to guard the 
small store of influence which “reputation” places in the hands of a preacher. Bishop Pierce 
took counsel of his CDnscience, and saw only a congregation of sinners, fast-approaching death, 
and the bar of God. Therefore, to give ivarning, now may be the last opportunity. He cared 
not what the people thought or said of him, but what did they think of his message? Neverthe- 
less, there were great occasions, when multitudes w^ere present, when there w^as need for bringing 
out' all the reserves of power in the preacher’s store-house; and if, by constant, indiscriminate 
pulpit exercise, he reduced his capacity for supreme success upon extraordinary occasions, we dare 
not sav that this Avas the wisest course. Nor do I affirm that he did this, but it is apparent that 
there is room for such a fault, and if he committed it not, there is more reason to admire his dil- 
igence. 1 1 . 1 • 

It Avill scarcely be questioned that the style of his preaching changed after his election to the 
episcopacy. In the prime of his manhood, before his episcopal career began, he was at once 
chaste, ornate, and simple in his style of preaching. He did not fill his discourses with flowers, 
nor did he pluck promiscuous blossoms here and there for the sake of bright colors and gorgeous 
effects in a bouquet of beautiful thoughts. There was alivays the gospel in its purity — solid, siili- 
stantial fare for the hungrv soul. But Avhilst the feast proceeded he garlanded the banquet-hall 
with flowers, and turned the full light of intellect upon gems and beauties of thought, whilst 
his musical voice gave an under-tone ^f melody to the scene, and the imagination, the reason, and 
the heart were alike filled and satisfied. After he became a Bishop, he seemed to shun poetical 
forms of expression, and to strive after a fatherly and patriarchal simplicity of speech. The 
change w’as not for the better. There may have been a gain in one direction; there w’as a cer- 
tain Toss in another. But Avhen shall Ave see his like again? Take him all in all, he w as indeed 
a prince in Israel, and the Church is bereaved in his death. 

Bishop Pierce was a true, unfailing friend. He never dismissed from his affections any man 
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who had proved his right to a place among his beloved ones. He was equally incapable of re- 
sentments. He was quick to see, and spirited to use, the keen rejoinder or the sharp repartee, 
but he never treasured the memories of injuries or attempts at injury.. He feared God, and 
loved his fellow-men. He hated shams and pretenses and false things of every grade and de- 
gree, whether in high life or low life. He could not bec*ome an actor, in private or in public. 
Whatever he did was real; whatever he seemed to be, that he was in unfailing truthfulness. If 
he was niodest, it was not because he was ignorant of his own powers. He knew his strength, 
but recognized it as a gift, and was humbly thankful to the Giver. 

He had a strong antipathy jbr written sermons; but he unwittingly, I think, contracted a habit 
which was even more pernicious than the slavery of the pen. He crystallized his thoughts, and 
stored them up in his memory. He knew that much of his best thinking did not take place in 
the delivery of the sermon, and therefore he made a penman of memory, and wrote his thoughts 
in selected phrases to be drawn out of the store-house at the bidding of recollection. This was 
an evil habit. For many reasons the habit of reading a written discourse, or the delivery me- 
moriter, is better than this. The mental stereotype drops the check-rein from the perceptive pow- 
ers, and permits them to stumble along in careless mood, because memory holds the guiding hand. 
The held of intellectual vision is thus curtailed, little by little, until only a great occasion can 
aw'aken the mind to a spontaneous outflow of fresh, rich, warm-blooded thought, inspired by 
the theme, and kindled by the magnetism of an audience. The mind acts lazily under this spon- 
sorship of memory, and finally becomes sterile and unproductive in the pulpit. Alas ! where is 
the perfect preacher — he who has attained his own ideal? 

By the death of Bishop Paine, in October, 1882, Bishop Pierce became the Senior Bishop of 
the Church. He had reached three-score and ten, and disease was rapidly wasting away his man- 
ly form. But he rested not. The struggle with the unconquerable foe continued until Septem- 
ber 3, 1884, when the great and good man entered the paradise of God. Calmly, peacefully, re- 
joicingly, he faced the last enemy and joined his illustrious father in the kingdom of glory.

BISHOP HUBBARD HINDE KAVANAUGH, D.D., 

Born January 14, 1802; consecrated Bishop May 25, 1854; died March ig, 1884.

Fob. the leading events in the life of Bishop Kavanaugh a few lines will suffice. His life, 
though long and abundant in labors, was a very quiet one — quiet as that of the humblest itinerant 
in the great brotherhood of his preachers. 

He was born on the 14th day of January, 1802, in Clarke county, Kentucky; was converted in 
November, 1817 ; in January of the following year he connected himself with the M. E. Church; 
was licensed to preach at Pleasant Green, Bourbon county, in 1822; at the Conference of 1823 was 
admitted as a probationer; was married July 24, 1828, to Mrs. Margaret C. Green, daughter of 
Mr. Charles Bailey, of Woodford county; in 1837 was appointed by the Governor to the Superin- 
tendency of Public Instruction of the State of Kentucky ; was a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence in New York in 1844, at which measures were instituted that resulted in the establishment 
of our Southern branch of the Church ; was elected and ordained to the bishopric in 1854. His 
wife dying in 1863, he was married a second time, two years subsequently, to Mrs. M. D. P. Lewis, 
at Cynthiana, Ky. He died, still actively engaged in the arduous duties of his office, March 19, 
1884, at Columbus, Miss., after having attaint the ripe old age of eighty-two years. 

Hubbard Hinde Kavanaugh was one of the comparatively few men wdio may be justly called 
both great and good. It had been somewhat difficult of explanation had he not attained this 
character. In him the conditions of development were more than ordinarily favorable to the ger- 
mination and growth of the higher intellectual faculties and the nobler moral virtues. 

His more immediate ancestry were of the earlier and more worthy settlers of the West, while 
he could claim descent, it is said, from one of the most ancient families of Ireland. On his fa- 
ther’s side he could trace the lineage back to a period when the Emerald Isle was ruled by her 
own native princes, when neither English nor papal sway had crushed the proud spirit of her 
chieftains. In more modern days certain members of the family, or tribe, who had attached them- 
selves to the fortunes of the second James came to this country when the defeated monarch 
sought refuge in France, settling first in Virginia, and afterward in Kentucky. Here, on the 2d 
of March, 1798, near Winchester, in Clarke county, the great-grandson of the Irish refugee, the 
Rev. Williams Kavanaugh, was married to Miss Hannah Hubbard, daughter of Dr. Thomas 
Hinde, an English gentleman of great respectability who had but recently emigrated from Vir- 
ginia. The young wife was a lady of easy, elegant manners, and of high social position, combined 
with a deeply religious nature; while her husband, then an itinerant Methodist preacher, was one 
of the most prominent young ministers of the West. For reasons satisfactory to himself, and for 
which he was not censured by others, Mr. Kavanaugh, soon after his marriage, withdrew from the 
itinerancy, and became a clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Church. His wife, however, re- 
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inainod a Methodist. Tn a few years she was left a widow, with half a dozen small children, and 
with but little means of supiiort. One of these children was the subject of our sketch. 

As mav be esisily underst(K>d, tbe young Kavanaugh enjoyed but little advantage in the way of 
schools or teachers. Like most other boys in similar conditions, he is early sent forth from the 
parental rwf into the wide world, and if he is ever to rise above the throngs about him it must 
he, under an overruling Providence, by his own resolute will and by a brave, dauntless heart. In 
the little town of Paris, Bourbon county, he learned the work of a printer in the office of one of 
the oldest and at tlie time most influential newspapers of tbe West. To this business he devoted 
several years of bis young manhood. Hence, though he had received but little instruction under 
scholastic rule, it would hardly be fair to say that he grew up without education. His employ- 



wrestling mightily in prayer — God sent j>eace into his troubled spirit; liow, not daring to shout 
the praises of his God lest he might startle from his slumbers the sedate Presbyterian elder with 
whom he was sleeping, he must yet demonstrate in some way, and therefore turned to hugging 
and kissing the old gentleman until he wanted to know' what in the world was the matter; how 
then they l)oth rejoiced in God, and held, abed, in the dark, all to themselves, an old-time Meth- 
odist lovVfejist. All these things are familiar to many, and they will ever be happiest remem- 
brances of one of the purest and noblest of men. 

The Rev. Mr. Lvle, tlie gentleman just referred to, who was also proprietor and editor of the 
paper on which young Kavanaugh was employed, w'as a gentleman of many excellent traits of 
character; Presbyterian true-blue, yet none the* less kind to the young convert, none the less sym- 
pathetic or helpful l)ecause he and his protege differed on many important points of doctrine. 
On the whole, the circumstances w'hich now impressed themselves upon him were of the most fa- 
vorable character. He grew' daily in all that goes to make up a strong, inanly character. His 
knowledge of men and the w'orld w'as constantly augmenting. His experience of the deep tilings 
of God was enlarging. The horizon of his thoughts was expanding with each (lay’s history. 
He read few' hooks, hut he thought much; he prayed; he conversed w'ith those wiser than him- 
self; he read his Bible; he studied men; he communed w'ith nature, so far as practicable, and 
with God dailv. Thus was he educated; learned he never became. But if large know'ledge of 
tbe w'orld and of human nature, if the ability to convert facts of observation into principles of 
life and philosophv, the habit of forming correct conclusions from established premises, the train- 
in<^ of his spirit into harmony with the great principles of faith and reason, and the jiow'er of 
bringing all judgments and all experiences to bear upon the profoundest problems of life and des- 
— if this be education, then it must be .admitted that the young Paris printer became one of 
the most accomplished men of his times. 

The consecration of himself to the Church and ministry was sincere and without reserve. His 
(xmversion, in our ow'n Methodist pliraseology, had been sound, genuine, not as tested by any pe- 
culiar demonstrativeness of demeanor or profession, but as know'n by results in the subsequent 
o-rowth of his character. As he encountered the w'orld, resisted its allurements, wrestled w'ith its 
duties, achieved victories in its conflicts, he exhibited to all the indubitable evidences of a life hid 
with Christ in Go(l. SeMom, if ever, has a more guileless, generous, kind, charitable, unsuspect- 
ing man been known. Free from all malice, all envy, debate, deceit, he had for others the char- 
ity w'hich thinketh no evil. Happy in the love of God and in the hope of eternal life, his pres- 
ence W'as a joy to all about him. Sunshine and gladness shone around his path. 

From the first he was what w'e call a spiritual man; yet, as is ordinarily the case with the most 
truly consistent Christian characters, he cannot be fairly described by the term. Neither con- 
sciouslv nor unconsciously did he win upon men by acquired or assumed softness of manner or 
sanctitv of speech. He was perfectly natural after as before his convei*sioh; a man among men, 
and the peer of any; all the different traits of the native disposition preserved intact, only as they 
were refined by the grace of God and exalted by constant exercise in his service. He w'as hence, 
as might have' been expected, a most agreeable companion, and was ahvays the central attraction 
in the social circle. His large acquaintance with all classes of men throughout the entire coun- 
try, together w'ith the varied information w'hich he had acquired from the uninterrupteci travel 
of more than three-score years, had given him a fund of material of all sorts by which to instruct 
the more serious, to entertain the gay or the light-hearted, to inspire all with the love of good- 
ness and the truest afiection for himself. His store of anecdotes, always pure and chaste, yet 
oftentimes stirring the company to generous outbursts of laughter, seemed to be exhaustless; and 
even when listened to on repetition the vivacity W'ith which they were narrated kept them ever 
fresh in interest; and all good anecdotes he enjoyed as told by others, even when the laughter 
was at his ow'n expense. Sometimes he would make occasion to have these told, and thus he 
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would give to another an opportunity of adding to the enjoyment of the hour, when he miglit 
have spared himself by refraining. 

His religious character, in all its aspects, was an eminently well-developed, symmetrical one. 

Tlie correct theological views which he necessarily imbibed from the two sources of influence 
(Methodist and Presbyterian) under which he had grown up, and which had been vitalized to him 
by the indwelling of a divine principle of life, had produced a most beautiful combination of the 
intellectual with the moral elements of the gospel, of the doctrinal with the spiritual, of the 
theoretical with the j)ractical. There have been few lives made up more largely of the emotion- 
al part of religion, yet this in him was kept in most beautiful ecpiipoise with the rulings of the 
understanding. His religion was ever a fountain of pure, fresh, unfailing joy; yet no dreamy, 
mystical sentimentalism evaporated the strength of those intellectual processes to which all faith 
and all conduct must be submitted, lie was earnest, therefore, but without irrational enthusiasm; 
meek, but manly withal; renewed in the spirit of his mind, yet perfectly natural; grave, serious, 
dignified, yet on occasion abounding in humor; and always genial, accessible, friendly. 

How gently, how beautifully did he grow old! No censor of morals or reprover of the young 
was he; no castigator of the foibles of the weak, no laudator temporis acti (eulogist of the days that 
were past). To have seen him thus in the kindliness and sweetness of a mellow old age such as 
is i-arely exhibited among men, one a stranger to the past could hardly have imagined that more 
than three-score years of his life had been devoted to a spirited contest with sin. Veteran war- 
rior, he never forgot that, while he warred with evil, he was a leader of the hosts of G(k1, a prince 
of the peaceable kingdom of the Branch. With him peace, not war, was to have its victories; 
peace on earth, good-will toward men. 

Immediately after his conversion he felt the call to preach the gospel; and hence, just so soon 
as he could remove certain obstacles that lay in his way, he applied for license to preach, and con- 
nected himself with the Kentucky ('onference. He soon acquired distinction for eloquence of no 
ordinary degree or kind. He rose into prominence at a time when to be ])rominent in the Ken- 
tucky Conference was proof of the very highest order of intellectual power. Contemporary with 
him in the ministry were such men as Bascom, Tomlinson, Stamper, Durbin, Ralston, and others, 
all men of might, “giants in those days;” but easily did he maintain his place among them. He 
was an evangelical preacher in the truest sense of the word. The gospel in all its varied ranges K 

of divine truth he had studied with the severest diligence; not, however, in the style or spirit of 
the dogmatist enforcing truth as opposed to error, but rather as the humble disciple of the Lord 
seeking to teach men righteousness that they might be saved from sin. His view’s of the gospel 
plan, broad, comprehensive, thoroughly Arminian, formed the basis of all his pulpit ministra- 
tions, and it rarely happened that he preached without presenting them, in more or less of full- 
ness, to the people. Indeed, it was often remarked of him that he seldom failed to present the 
entire scheme of salvation, from the fall of man to the glories of the redeemed. He himself was 
wont humorously to account for this by saying that when he first preached he had to preach all 
that he knew' in order to have enough for a sermon, and that he had not been able to do any bet- 
ter since. His favorite topics of discourse w'ere the love of God shed abroad in the heart, and the 
blessedness of the sons of God in their Father’s kingdom. Few men have been n)ore eloquent 
than he when he became thoroughly aroused to the grandeur of these themes. We have seen 
audiences transported and himself look as if caught up into the very heavens as he described the 
glory to be revealed. At times it would seem as if an actual inspiration from heaven were vouch- 
safed, such as was given to the son of Amos when his lips were touched with the live coal, or 
W’hen he beheld the Lord “sitting upon his throne, high and lifted up,” his train filling the tem- 
ple, and the seraphim veiling their faces before the divine glory. Ordinarily" his sermons were 
long, but this was because they w'ere full. He sometimes failed, but who does not that can preach 
as he did? The only man who can preach uniformly w’ell is the man who is uniformly dull. 

The soul that can thrill other souls with eloquence is one that thinks and feels with the occasion, 
and is affegted by the minutest circumstances for success or failure. Given a good day, an appre- 
ciative audience, a good condition of stomach and brain, with a real interest in the occasion man- 
ifest on the part of all present, and Bishop Kavanaugh was an orator who had few equals, per- 
haps no superiors. In his best moods, what a rich variety of style! what varied thought, feeling, 
manner! Argument, illustration, anecdote, doctrine, description, exhortation, wit, humor, pathos, 
all in rapid succession, follow'ed each other w'ith a fullness that indicated a supply inexhaustible. 

As w'e have seen, in the year 1854 he was elected and ordained to the bishopric. To this high 
office he had passed up through all grades of appointments, and had experienced both the pleas- 
ures and the pains incident to life in the Methodist itinerancy. From the first his aim had been 
single. He had never, either by disability of any kind or by any interest of his own, been de- 
flected from the onw'ard path of a dutiful son in the gospel of his Lord. He was at one time, as 
has been already said. Superintendent of Public Instruction of his native State, and for two years 
he was the Agent for Augusta College, the first Methodist institute of this grade that had any suc- 
cess in the entire country, if not in the world; but neither of these employments so occupietl his 
time as to take him out of the regular itinerant life. Through a long course of years of active 
ministerial service, therefore, he was qualified for the episcopal chair. In this new and exalted 
relationship new capacities were developed as new responsibilities were assumed. 

His praise for executive powers has not been in the mouths of the people to the same extent 
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with others of the episco]>al college, hut tliis was only because his simple, easy way of cf)nducting 
ahairs drew no attention to the arduousness or the dignity of the work in hand. With those who 
had opjHirtunity to know him well in the functions that are [)eculiar to his office in its relations 
to our itinerant ministry, he wius remarkable for the clearness of his views and the positiveness of 
his decisions. An aged minister who had often sat with him in the cabinet, and Imd had long 
experienc'e in all the workings of our itinerant system, remarked several years ago that while 
Ilishop Kavanaugh was always inclined to give respectful coaisideration to all stiggestions, was 
ever ready to yield to the wunsels of others in matters of which they knew best — and that others 
did know best he fre<piently acknowledged — yet when his mind had once been made up and his 
decision announced, he was the most inflexible of the entire College of Bishops. His interpreta- 
tions of the law of the Church were always marked with great discrimination and accuracy of 
judgment. It has l>een said that he was the only Bishop the Church has had whose decisions were 
never reversed or revised by his collejigues. Such representations as these might make it appear 
that as a Bishop he had learned or acquired a character somewhat different from that which he 
had shown as an untitled itinerant preacher of the gospel, but this is by no means the case. Ilis 
elevation to that higli office made no perceptible change either in his character or in the feeling 
of his relation to his brethren. Indeed, we have often heard it remarked, as illustrative of liis 
]>lain, unostentatious bearing, both in public and in private, that he had never learned he was a 
Bishop of one of the largest, most flourishing ecclesiastical organizations on the continent. One 
of the most striking features of his character was his profound sympathy with the preachers. He 
was eminently the preachers’ friend. We never knew or heard of his taking a position adverse 
to the <x>mfort or to the ministerial status of a member of Conference. We never knew him to 
speak harshly iqxm any subject. The cause of the unfortunate, of the suspected or accused, he 
espoused with all the fervor of his generous nature, and only the most irresistible evidence cotjU 
convince him of a brother’s guilt. His high office seems not to have had the least tendency to 
separate between him and his brethren. Genial, kind, communicable as before; tender, sympa- 
thetic in all his offices as chairman of the Conferences, interpreter of law, and stationer of the 
l)reachers, he won and retained the sincere affection of all who knew him throughout the entire 
Connection, and those who knew him best always appeared to love him most. In Kentucky lie 
was our own Bishop. We looked upon him as still one of ourselves, and to see him seated in the 
chair at an Annual Conference was enough to assure all that the most genuine courtesy to the 
youngest or to the humblest member would mark every proceeding of the Conference. We have 
never heard of his wounding the feelings of a Methodist preacher. He never manifested impa- 
tience when the less prominent members of the Conference held the floor; never said aught to in- 
dicate that a brother had spoken long enough, and it would be well to sit down; never called for 
order except with expressions of the tenderest kindliness beaming on his countenance; and often, 
Avhile he would almost rise in his seat to bring down the gavel with greater effect, one might see 
his very sides shaking with convulsion of the good humor with which the blow had been dealt. 
In some respects his presidency was liable to criticism because of this general good humor. There 
was not, in the estimation of some, that strict parliamentary conduct, either on his part or on the 
part of the preachers, which ordinarily characterized the Conferences as held by others; yet the 
criticism was really altogether gratuitous. Disorder was never allowed to prevail. “ Let us have 
quiet, brethren,” always accomplished the end desired. The line of business was kept steadily in 
view, the proceedings were brought to a close as successfully and as expeditiously as when the 
more rigid disciplinarians presided; and, what is best of all, the Conference adjourned with the 
preachers and their wives all in love with their Bishop brother; and if any one was not equally 
in love with the appointment assigned him, it seemed never to occur to him to indulge the wont- 
ed imagination of injustice or unkindness on the part of the appointing power. A few weeks ago 
we heard a gentleman not a member of the Church and no friend to the preachers remark, on the 
mere mention of the name of Kavanaugh, that he had traveled the continent from East to West 
and from North to South, and had been in no State, town, or village where “that great and good 
man was not loved and honored.” 

Taken all in all. Bishop Kavanaugh was one of the best and greatest men our country has ever 
protluced. Eloquent, powerful in the pulpit as he was, his greatest excellence was in his goodness. 
We seriously doubt whether the Church has known a better man. Pure, guileless, unsuspecting, 
he seemed not to know wrong. Earnest, humble, laborious, he preached around among his breth- 
ren as their kind, loving friend, and the most bashful boy felt at home in his presence. It was 
our fortune to know him from our earliest recollection. We have traveled along his paths througli- 
out those portions of the State where he had been most frequently. We have heard the old, the 
young, the learned, the ignorant, the good, the bad, discuss him freely, and we have never heard 
one word of unkindly judgment passed upon him, one doubt expressed of the animus of any ac- 
tion, one complaint of ill treatment at his hands. As a child, as a loud, boisterous boy, as a young 
man making first carvings along the way of life, and in our maturer years, we knew him well ; and 
we thank God now that we can look forward in the years before us to so many bright, beautiful 
memories of his gentle, kindly ways, friendly counsels, loving admonitions, consistent piety, safe 
example, coiirteons bearing at the Conference, impartial decisions, charitable judgments, inspir- 
ing eloquence, unwearying devotion to the cause he loved so well. 






BISHOP LINUS PARKER, D.D., 

Born April 23, 1829; consecrated Bishop 18, 1882; died March 5, 1S85.

Linus Parker was born in Rome, N. Y., April 23, 1829, and was therefore near fifty-six 
years of age at the time of his death. He came to New Orleans in his sixteenth year. He at once 
entered the Poydras Street Sunday-school, as a member of the Bible chuss of the venerable and 
lamented William Slierry, a model of all Christian graces and courtesies. He at the same time 
entered a dry goods house as a clerk. He was early tlie subject of gracious religious awakening, 
but did not make a profession of saving faith until after his settlement in New Orleans. During 
a season of religious refreshing he was deeply impressed with his spiritual needs, and became an 
earnest seeker after the pearl of great price. After retiring one evening from the church to his 
room he realized a gracious experience of pardon and peace, while on his knees reading the word 
which is able to make us wise unto salvation. It was the wisdom from above, first pure, then 
peaceable, gentle, and easy to be entreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without partiality and 
without hypocrisy. In all these graces and fruits of the Spirit he continued to abound more and 
more. 

Not long after this there was a call for volunteers for Mexico and for the relief of General Tay- 
lor on the Rio Grande. The young soldier of the cross was quick to respond to his country’s call, 
and in his seventeenth year he shouldered his musket and marched for Mexico. He was patriot- 
ic, obedient, and “endured liardness as a good soldier;” and in all the distractions and tempta- 
tions of camp life witnesvsed a good confe.ssion. 

Soon after his return from the army he felt inwardly called of God and moved by the Holy 
Ghost to take on him the office and work of the ministry. The Church promptly recognized this 
inward call, and gave him authority to preach the gospel. In due time and order he was recom- 
mended as a suitable person to be received on trial in the traveling connection in the Louisiana 
Annual Conference, in which Conference and relation he continued until his election to the epis- 
copal office. lie filled the Algiers, the Lake Providence, and the Shreveiwrt appointments with 
excellent success and acceptability. He was then stationed at Felicity Street Church, New Or- 
leans, succeeding in tliat pastorate Bishop McTyeire. He was then appointed to the Carondelet 
Street Church a.s the successor of the writer. This station lie filled for three years. The next 
appointment was to the New Orleans District, again succeeding the writer. He was next returned 
to the Felicity Street Church, succeeding Bishop Keener. The latter part of the States’ Rights 
War he filled the Slireveport Station. At the close of the war he returned to New Orleans and 
to the Felicity Street Church. At the session of the Louisiana Conference in 1865 he was elect- 
ed a member of the memorable General Conference held in New Orleans in April, 1866. In 
1870, on the election of Bishop Keener to the episcopal office, he succeeded him as presiding eld- 
er of the New Orleans District and editor of the New Orleans Christum Advocate, which latter po- 
sition he continued to fill for twelve years. At the session of the General Conference held in 
Nashville in 1882 he was elected to the episcopal office. He entered promptly on his great work, 
and Avas active and faithful until called from labor to reward. We should have said he was a 
member of the General Conferences held at Louisville and Atlanta. 

In giving a brief analysis of the more salient points of his consistent and beautiful character, 
we may say of our lamented friend and Bishop that as a pastor he was most faithful, punctual, 
and useful, visiting “from house to house,” and acquainting himself with the families and spirit- 
ual condition of all the flock committed to his charge. He tenderly sympathized with the diver- 
sified conditions and experiences of all over whom the Holy Ghost had made him an overseer, so 
that all felt they had in their pastor a friend as well. All loved him, and if he ever had an en- 
emy Ave knoAv it not. 

As a journalist Bishop Parker Avas best knoAvn to our Connectional Methodism. As an editor 
he stood in the front rank of religious journalism. He Avrote the purest English, so smooth, ele- 
gant, and appropriate that Bishop McTyeire has justly characterized his style as “Addisoni:in.” 
His editorials Avere models of their kind, eminent for ability, and always instructive and useful, 
and had a Avide and weL-earned popularity. His tjuste for journalism began Avith his ministry. 
Over the nom deplume of “Woodsman” he wrote many articles for the New Orleans Christian Ad- 
vocate in 1851 — then almost a boy preacher — that displayed the graces of style and vigor of thought 
which in after years gave him Connectional fame. He Avas a religious journalist, and by far the 
larger number of his editorials were on spiritual themes — Jesus of Nazareth As a Avriter he 
had the classic elegance of the most finished, perfumed with the devotional spirit of Jeremy 
Taylor. Some of his editorials, as characterized by the present editor, Avere “as stately. as Corin- 
thian mold,” and others “as beautiful as Doric chiseling.” 

As a presiding elder he Avas prompt and constant in his attendance on the duties of his office, 
carefullv looking after the spiritual and temporal interests of the district confided to liis care. 
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The younj? proaclicrs felt that they had in their presiding elder a wise oonnselor, a pulpit model, 
and a sympathizing friend. 

As a lUshop, though young in office, reiH)rts from all parts of his widely extended work testified 
that he had won all hearts by his urbane manners and kindly symi)uthy. lie filled the chair in 
his presidency of the Annual Conferences with dignity, ability, ami wisdom. In the apjM)intment 
of the jJivacliers, the greatest and most delicate of the episcopal prerogatives, he was most pains- 
taking and wnsiderate and conscientious, prayerfully seeking God’s glory, the good of the peo- 
ple, and the welfare of the preachers. 

As a stiulent he was diligent in various studies, and considering his numerous and pressing en- 
gagements, he attained a respectable scholarship, lie was widely, judiciously, and instructively 
read in the department of Ilihlical literature. 

As a preacher his methods were clear, simple, and analytical, the theme opening and unfolding 
like a n»se-hud Imi-sting into full bloom, giving its heauty and fragrance to all in the house. He 
threw awav no time discussing abstractions and unprofitable speculations, hut was always em- 
inently practical and useful. As an expositor of the Scriptures he excelled, and imppssed you 
that he had drank in the Spirit’s deepest meaning, and must himself be one who daily walked 



witli God and cx)mmuned with his Word. 

Bishop Parker, though regarded by all who knew him as an advanced and eminently spiritual 
Christian, had the humblest oiiinion of his own spiritual attainments. Ilis piety had no harsh 
nor rigid features, nor any ostentatious display saying, “ I am holier than thou.” His path was 
the path of the jtist, shining more as it brightened and approximated the perfect day where saints 
shall need no candle nor light of the sun, hut the Lord God shall give them light, and they shall 
reign forever and ever. ... 

He was among the most modest of men, shrinking diffidently from places of distinction, and 
never seeming to seek or even desire them. The important pastorates, the presiding eldership, 
the editorial chair, and the episcopacy, all sought him. The public sentiment of the Church indi- 
cated liis eminent fitness for these places of responsibility and distinction, and imposed the un-' 
sought, undesired honors upon him. AVe know he shrunk from the episcopal office, with its great 
amf complex responsibilities. Then he was most domestic in his affections and most happy in his 
home; and to be a Bishop was, in his own words, “to be a wanderer,” and to liave no permanent, 
certain dwelling-place. But the voice of duty to him was always the loudest and most impera- 
tive, so he held not back nor declined the providential calls. 

He was eminently charitable in his judgments of men, manners, and opinions, always allow- 
ing to others what he claimed for himself— the sacred right of thought. But with all his liberal- 
ity and broad margin for others, he was unswerving in his devotion to principle, and from en- 
lightened eonviction was a Methodist in doctrine and discipline. Indeed, he was noted for his 
firmness and consistencv. ATou knew where to find him. He never disappointed hope. He 
sp<ike evil of no man, defended the absent, and excused and apologized for the accused, and if 
anv thing praiseworthy (xwld be found he called attention to it, and charged it to the credit of 
those under the ban of social criticism. He wa.s so gentle and affable that the most unlettered 
and socially obscure felt easy and at borne in his company. Self was so modestly held in abey- 
ance that it never oppressed nor wounded the self-love of others. 

His last Sickness was short, his death sudden and silent. It needed not that he should speak. 
His thousand sermons, his hundreds of luminous editorials, and above all his beautiful life of 
prayer and love, had fully testified his ftiith and hope. Wherever in the wide realms of space 
heaven is, he is there ; wherever the good and glorified are gathered, he is honored with them ; 
and whatever of benediction and blessedness God graciously bestows on those who love him, he 
doubtless enjovs in full fruition. He was not worn by time, nor wasted with slow disease. He 
was in the fullness of physical and mental vigor. The Church and the world seem much to need 
such a man, and a goodly number of years seemed probably before him, but God took him. As He 
makes no mistakes and' never does wrong, it must have been his best time to die. Let us em- 
ulate his example, and follow him as he followed Christ, embalming in our hearts the memory 
of his virtues.
